CENSORSHIP BOARD. 


Mr. Daniel Sargent was designated as Art Commis- 
sion member of the Board of Censors on Plays for 
1944. | 

War MEMORIAL. 


The general scheme for the War Memorial to be 
erected by the White Fund, and designed by Maginnis & 
Walsh, architects, has been approved. This approval 
implies that as the plans for the site and the monu- 
ment are developed, they will be submitted to this 
Commission according to law. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATION. 


The absence of any appropriation for General Repairs 
making it impossible for the Commission to perform its 
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duties as custodian, under the law, ‘of municipal works 
of art, a special appropriation was proposed by the 
Mayor and granted by the Council. ‘This was to the 
amount of $1,000 from the income of the Phillips Street 
Fund. Because of war restrictions some of the repairs 
contemplated have not yet been carried out. 


GENERAL REPAIRS. 


The busts and stonework of the John Boyle O’ Reilly 
and Patrick Collins monuments were cleaned in readi- 
ness for the celebration of their centenaries. 

A painting of a 1917 Doughboy in the office of Sol- 
diers’ Relief at the City Hall was put in good condition. 

The double Revolutionary Monument serving as a 
gateway to the Training Field in Charlestown had 
suffered much from markings of different colored chalk. 
It was thoroughly cleansed. 

The monument at High Fort Park in West Roxbury 
had a broken top which has now been chiseled off. 
The rest was cleaned and the lettering made more 
legible. | 

Work should soon be under way on the stone part of 
the Shaw Monument, the Lafayette and Declaration 
Tablets, all on the Common, all dirty and defaced. 

See the paragraph ‘‘More Vandalism’? for more 
extreme cases of public maliciousness than the seribbling 
and marking on the above monuments.

This Commission has been of service in designing new 
lettering to head the list of war dead on the Common, 
as well as suggesting a means of more adequate lighting 
at night. A tablet to the Merchant Marine was also 
carried out on lines suggested by this Commission. 


MATHER MONUMENT. 


In cooperation with the Park Department, the 
Colonial Society of Massachusetts and members of the 
Mather family, work has been begun on a restoration 
of the Mather tomb in Copp’s Hill Burying Ground. 


New Works oF Art. 


At the Charlestown Public Library a view of the 
Bunker Hill Monument in needlepoint and two water 
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colors, entitled ‘‘Swallow Mansion” and ‘Harvard 
Church,”’ were approved, as was the zeal and interest of 
Miss Mary E. Harris of this branch library. 


MorE VANDALISM. 


The much admired cast-iron fence around the Civil 
War Monument in Dorchester was fully repaired by 
this Commission in the year 1986 for the sum of $351. 

The Lyman cast-iron fountain nearby has also suffered 
further indignities. 

Photographs of the deplorable condition of these two 
city monuments have been made as a record. We do 
not feel justified in making further repairs. 

The Farragut Statue at Marine Park, South Boston, 
suffered a bad daubing of white paint. It was cleaned 
at considerable cost to the city. 


INFORMATION. 


Informative material as to the better memorials and 
statues in the City of Boston was prepared at the request 
of Mrs. Geer of the Statistics Department. 


Goop Work oF THE PARK DEPARTMENT. 


At our instance, the Park Department removed the 
fine ornamental flagstaff base from the recent demolition 
on Federal street. It has been re-erected in the circle at 
- the entrance of Mount Hope Cemetery. Five fine 
reliefs carved in stone were also saved. A public-spirited 
wrecking company made all this possible. 


CHANGE IN PERSONNEL. 

Mr. Henry Copley Greene, clerk of the Commission, 
being granted leave of absence for work in Europe, 
Mr. Howard T. Clinch is now temporary clerk of the 
Commission. 

Oxup SratTEe House. 

Through the sympathetic interest of Mayor Tobin, 
the old Council Chamber restoration is well under way, 
under the direction of Perry, Shaw & Hepburn, archi- 
tects. 

CoPpLEY SQUARE SKETCHES. 


The chairman of this Commission has supplemented 
his studies, shown at the Copley-Plaza Hotel until 
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recently, with a large-scale model of the square and 
surrounding buildings. This will be exhibited at the 
forthcoming exhibition at the Art Museum, entitled 


‘*Greater Boston Looks Ahead”’ 


in which two members of this Art Commission are very 
actively interested.

The Board of Assessors received a state warrant in 
accordance with the provisions of chapter 92, General 
Laws, and all acts in addition and amendment thereto 
entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for a Metropolitan Water 
Supply,” amounting to $2,974,083.69. This amount 
was not included in the amount upon which the rate of 
taxation was based, as the estimated income of the 
Water Division of the City of Boston was sufficient to 
meet the expenditure.

The number of polls recorded for assessment before 
June 14, 1944, and included in the estimate that deter- 
mined the rate of taxation for the current year, was 
253,674. Under the operation of the law providing for

Motor VEHICLE Excise Tax. 


The motor vehicle excise tax was originally created 
by the passage of chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, 
which law became effective as of January 1, 1929. 
This act provided that an excise tax should be assessed 
on all registered motor vehicles, in leu of the local tax 
formerly assessed on this class of property. This law, 
which became chapter 60A of the General Laws, was 
amended April 23, 1930, by the passage of chapter 244 
of the Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 
1938, chapter 480. 

The tax is levied at an average State rate, and valua- 
-tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all assessors 
of the various cities and towns throughout the Com- 
monwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform. 
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The number of motor vehicles assessed in the 1944 
levy was 86,949. The total amount of the tax levied 
was $441,618.65, at the State rate of $35.85 per thousand, - 
and divers warrants sent to the Collector of Taxes for 
same.

STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year the Board retired 232 members from 
active service, at a probable annual cost to the Retire- 
ment System of $264,872; of this number 141 were 
for service, 82 were for accidental disability, and 9 were 
for ordinary disability. There were no accidental death 
benefits. 

During the year there were admitted to membership 
873 new employees. The number of withdrawals from 
service was 725, of which 92 were due to death, 401 
were due to resignation or dismissal and 232 to retire- 
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ment. The amount of cash refunded as a result of 
these withdrawals was $373,320.75. The cost of admin- 
istering the System for 1944, which is borne by the city 
was $34,360.20, which is less than one half of 1 per cent 
of the payments for the year.

Dear Si1r,— The City Planning Board submits here- 
with, in accordance with the provisions of section 24, 
chapter 5, Revised Ordinances of 1925, its Thirty- 
First Annual Report, containing a statement of its 
acts and doings and receipts and expenditures for the 
year ending December 31, 1944. 

The Board at its meeting on May 12, acting under 
the provisions of section 9, chapter 3, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925, re-elected William Stanley Parker 
chairman for the ensuing year. Ernest A. Johnson was 
re-elected vice-chairman, Frederic H. Fay was reap- 
pointed Honorary Consultant, Frank H. Malley was 
reappointed Executive Director and Miss Mary T. 
Downey was reappointed Secretary. 

The Board sustained a serious loss in the death on 
June 5, 1944, of its Honorary Consultant and former 
Chairman, Frederic H. Fay. Mr. Fay was appointed 
a member of the Board on January 11, 1919, being 
elected Chairman in 1922, and serving in that capacity 
for seventeen years. In 1939, on the twentieth anni- 
versary of his appointment to the Board, he found it 
necessary, due to the pressure of business and in the 
interest of his physical well-being, to submit his resig- 
nation. Resolutions of appreciation were adopted at a 
meeting on June 8, 1939. 
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In recognition of the outstanding work accomplished 
by Mr. Fay during his twenty-two years of service 
with the Board and in order that it might continue to 
receive the benefit of his advice and judgment, the 
Board at its meeting of January 29, 1941, invited him 
to serve as Honorary Consultant. 

Mr. Fay has made a definite contribution - the public 
life of the community through his service in the office 
of the City Engineer of the City of Boston for sixteen 
years and as head of the Bridge and Ferry Division 
of the Public Works Department for four years; as 
Chairman of the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston for twenty years; as a member for ten 
years and as Acting Chairman for five years of the 
Division of Metropolitan Planning; as a member-at- 
large for six years of the New England Regional Planning © 
Commission; as a member of the Massachusetts State 
Planning Board for eight years; and as an active 
member of many civic and professional groups, in 
every instance typifying the very highest ideals of 
citizenship and of public service. His passing was 
keenly felt throughout the New England area. <A copy 
of resolutions adopted on the death of Mr. Fay is 
contained in Appendix I, page 25. 

No change has taken place in the membership of the 
Board during the past year. Miss Elisabeth M. 
Herlihy having been reappointed for the term ending 
April 380, 1949, appeared before the City Clerk on 
July 26, 1944, and was duly sworn as a member of the 
Board. Mr. Francis X. Lane also was reappointed for 
the term ending April 30, 1949. 

In July, the Board lost the services of its Executive 
Director, Mr. Frank H. Malley, who resigned to take 
the position of Planning Director with the City Planning 
Commission of Buffalo, N. Y. Mr. Malley began his 
service on the staff in August, 1930, as engineer, then 
serving as Acting Secretary from September 1, 1936, 
to July 7, 1938, then as Secretary and Chief Engineer 
until he was appointed Executive Director by the 
Board on June 18, 1941. 

On September 8, the Board appointed Thomas E. 
McCormick, Planning Engineer of the staff, to the 
position of Executive Director for the balance of the 
current year until the organization meeting of the 
Board in May, 1945. 
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During the year twenty-three formal meetings and 
four executive sessions were held, together with several 
informal meetings and conferences. In these latter 
the Board was frequently assisted in its deliberations by 
representative individuals who gave generously of their 
time to aid in the formulation of a program for the 
development of the city.

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CoMMUNITY REHABILITATION 


The Advisory Committee on Community Rehabilita- 
tion has cooperated with the Board throughout the 
year in its prosecution of the Rehabilitation Study. 
The Advisory Committee was established by his Honor, 
Mayer Tobin, in order to assemble a group of leading 
citizens representative of the principal civic organiza- 
tions interested in recapturing the diminishing values 
of depreciated sections of the city to the end that the 
Board may consult with them on all matters relating 
to rehabilitation. The Advisory Committee thus ap- 
pointed by his Honor, an outgrowth from and supple- 
mentary to the Advisory Committee on Public 
Improvements, consists of the following members 
together with the organizations which they represent:

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URBAN REDEVELOPMENT LEGISLATION 


Early in the year the Board devoted two entire 
meetings and a joint meeting with the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Community Rehabilitation to a discussion 
of rehabilitation legislation and made a thorough check 
on different items as presented in the 1943 legislative 
bills H. 1682 and H. 56, which failed to pass. At 
conferences held at the State Housing Board, attended 
by members of the State Planning Board, the City 
Planning Board and its Advisory Committee, Senator 
Curtis and members of the State Board of Housing, 
changes in Urban Redevelopment Bill H. 56, prepared 
by the City Planning Board’s Advisory Committee on 
Community Rehabilitation, were considered. 

A number of changes were discussed and agreed upon. 
A new bill was drawn up by Mr. Philip Nichols and later 
submitted by the State Board of Housing to the 1945 
Legislature as House Bill 89. 


REHABILITATION STUDY 


The Rehabilitation Study, started in October, 1940, 
has continued as a major activity of the Board through- 
out the year. The Advisory Committee on Com- 
munity Rehabilitation has cooperated in rendering 
assistance and advice in connection with this develop- 
ment. The staff and planning consultant, Henry V. 
Hubbard, have been striving to complete the third 
progress report, Rehabilitation in Boston, Volume III. 
At the end of the year it was undergoing revision. 
This report is a pilot study of another sample area in 
the South End and is in form parallel to that of the 
previous report, Volume II. Though both studies 
involved the assembling of land into one ownership 
with a single managing agency, the reports differ 
greatly in scope. Where the first pilot study involved 
a project which was to be almost wholly reconstructed, 
the second is concerned with the rehabilitation of a 
residential area by means of the reconditioning of 
existing structures and their surroundings. 
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At the close of the year the staff was assembling the 
data for a third pilot study on another sample area in 
the South End. Although these reports necessarily 
involve many assumptions it is believed that they are 
no small contribution to the national problem of the 
elimination of blighted areas. 


MARKET IMPROVEMENTS 


Early in the year the Board gave serious thought to 
expanding their rehabilitation studies on housing so as 
to include the rehabilitation of a business area. As a 
result of a joint meeting between members of the City 
Planning Board and members of the Boston Fruit and 
Produce Exchange, the Exchange appointed the follow- 
ing committee to consult with the Planning Board re- 
garding improvements in the Faneuil Hall Market 
District. i

The Planning Board appointed from its membership 
Messrs. Alfred Beck, Ernest A. Johnson and Francis X. 
Lane to act with its Chairman, William Stanley Parker, 
as a special committee on the market district in con- 
nection with the study on market improvements. 

These committees held many joint meetings during 
the year, weighing the material developed in the Market 
Study. 


MARKET STUDY 


Early in April the Chairman procured the services 
of several architects and engineers who were interested 
in planning and were ready to give two evenings a week 
to make a special field study of the market on their own 
time and at their own expense. It was necessary to 
recruit voluntary help because the demands on the time 
of the small regular staff for other studies and routine 
work would not permit such a study. 
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The Fruit and Produce Exchange made available a 
room in the Quincy Market building for the use of 
these men. 

At an organization meeting in the latter part of April 
a group of nine architects and engineers started work. 
Because of the coming summer season and due to the 
fact that several found that they were required for 
overtime work in their own offices, the voluntary serv- 
ices finally terminated and in the fall two members 
of the regular staff took over the work. The Board 
desires to express its appreciation for the help furnished 
in this way by Miss Katherine B. Adams, Edward Sears 
Read, Robert P. Walsh, John C. Harmaala and Lincoln 
B. Hockaday. Mr. Hockaday, a student-of the Harvard 
School of Architecture, gave a considerable amount of 
time to a report on the results of interviews with over 
forty market operators on existing conditions and 
desired needs concerning floor space, rail connections, 
cold storage facilities and other miscellaneous informa- 
tion. The Board is also indebted to Mr. Percy L. 
Sterling, Secretary-Treasurer of the Boston Fruit and 
Produce Exchange, for his excellent assistance in carrying 
out liaison work between the two Boards. 

In November a wooden model of the market district 
showing the proposed Central Artery and proposed new 
market buildings with necessary street changes was 
made. The model is at a scale of eighty feet to the inch. 

In December Mayor Tobin visited the office in the 
Quincy Market building and discussed the study with 
the Market Committee and members of the Board. 
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COMPREHENSIVE SURVEYS 


CAPITAL BUDGET 


The Board for the past several years has been en- 
deavoring to develop a long term Capital Budget for 
submission to the Mayor. As yet the necessary ap- 
proval for such procedure has not been forthcoming. 
Background information in support of a Capital Bud- 
get study has been maintained at the Board offices 
since 1939. This material includes a tabulation of city 
income, debt service, operating expenses and capital 
expenses, as affecting the tax levy since the year 1919. 

In June, 1948, Mayor Tobin appointed a ‘‘ Post-War 
Public Works Programming Committee’ with the 
chairman of the Planning Board as chairman of that 
committee. The other members are the Corporation 
Counsel, Commissioner of Public Works, Traffic Com- 
missioner, Superintendent of Construction of the School 
Buildings Department, and Chief Engineer of the 
Transit Department. This committee held many 
meetings during the latter part of 1943 and in 1944 
developed a $20,000,000 six-year program, which it 
felt that the city could support by its own funds. | 

The $20,000,000 program was culled out of a list of 
some $60,000,000 of projects which were submitted to 
the committee. The committee gave priority to those 
projects which appeared to be most urgently needed. 

A copy of the program with the Mayor’s newspaper 
release is contained in Appendix VII, page 43. 


RE-ZONING STUDY 


During the past few years there has been a standing 
sub-committee of the Board acting jointly with a 
sub-committee of the Board of Zoning Adjustment for 
the purpose of initiating a Re-Zoning Study of the 
city. As yet funds have not been made available for 
this purpose. 

Through the work of a W. P. A. project in 1940 and 
1941 the Board has considerable material which will be 
essential in determining trends and changes in land 
use and zoning areas. This material, however, will 
require some recapitulation work before it can be used.

As this was not a legislative year nothing further 
has been attempted in the development of a bill to 
provide waterfront zoning districts. 


GEODETIC SURVEY 

In connection with post-war planning the Board has 
been cognizant of the fact that a resumption of. the 
Geodetic Survey, which was sponsored and adminis- 
tered by the Planning Board for a period of five and 
one-half years as a W. P. A. project, is ideal from the 
employment point of view. It will require principally 
skilled and unskilled help with a very minor outlay 
for materials and supplies. 

However, transcending its importance as an employ- 
ment project is the fact that this highly desirable task 
should be resumed. The Board is of the opinion that 
the survey should be resumed as soon as manpower 
conditions permit. 


LocaL JoInT PLANNING COMMITTEES 


At the end of the year the Board through its con- 
sultant service engaged Mr. O. Ricker Freeman to make 
a special investigation and report on the present organ- 
ization and activities of the seventeen Local Joint 
Planning Committees. Most of these committees 
came into being through the initiation of the Planning 
Board for the purpose of joint cooperation and help on 
planning problems in their particular district or on 
city-wide problems. During the war years many of 
their members have been active in Public Safety mat- 
ters, serving as air raid wardens and manning Report 
Centers. With the diminution of war activities it is 
hoped that their activities will be directed to the post- 
war planning problems. Mr. Freeman’s report will 
not be completed until the first of the year. 


MASTER PLAN 


An ‘“‘Outline of a Master Plan for Boston’ was 
adopted by the Board on December 4, 1942, and was 
published in the Annual Report for 1942. Because of 
the inability to fill vacancies due to war manpower 
conditions, the staff’s time to a large extent has been 
taken up in the routine work of the office in handling 
day to day problems and on the Rehabilitation studies. 
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MANDATORY REFERRALS 


Intelligent and effective city planning demands that 
a planning board have knowledge of the physical im- 
provements contemplated by other city departments. 
This is impossible to obtain without the device com- 
monly known as Mandatory Referrals. Such procedure 
is essential in the development of a comprehensive plan 
and is a safeguard against the independent planning of 
separate improvements on the same site or the estab- 
lishment of inadequate or duplicating facilities. 

Because of complications arising from the establish- 
ment of several Boston commissions by statute, a letter 
was sent to the Mayor requesting that the possibility 
of the mandatory referral feature of a planning agency 
be investigated by the Law Department. No action 
had been taken on the matter at the end of the year. 


RECREATION 


During the year considerable time has been given 
to the developing of standards for space requirements 
and the setting up of a program for a city-wide study 
involving area requirements only. This work has been 
confined to the playground element of the Recreation 
phase of the Master Plan. A typical outline of the 
procedure necessary for the development of the Master 
Plan for Recreation is included in the 1943 Annual 
Report. 

It is the belief of the Board that the development of a 
sound program for the comprehensive development of 
recreational facilities for the entire city is of major 
importance. It is hoped that the recreation studies 
ean be carried forward as a major element of the work 
of the Board in the coming year. 


OAK SQUARE IMPROVEMENT 


At the request of his Honor the Mayor the City 
Planning Board after meeting representative members 
of the Oak Square Community Club made studies with 
a view to enlarging the small park in Oak square, 
Brighton. 

The study was made for two purposes, the making of 
a local Memorial Park in honor of the Veterans of 
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World War II, and the improvement of the intersection 
layout so as to eliminate accidents and provide for a 
better traffic flow around and through the square. 

A short statement with a proposed plan, as submitted 
to the Mayor, is included in Appendix II in this report 
on page 26. 


SoutH DorcHESTER PLAYGROUND 


The Annual Report of 1942 contained a report on a 
proposed playground in the South Dorchester district, 
on vacant land southeast of the intersection of Gallivan 
Boulevard and Washington street. Since then an 
additional four acres of adjoining land has fallen into 
ownership of the city through tax foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. The Board restudied the matter and made a 
further report to his Honor Mayor Tobin, recommend- 
ing that the present vacant land be used for playground 
purposes. This report is contained in full in Appendix 
IV, page 32. 


TENEAN BracH EXTENSION 


In accord with a City Council order of February 14, 
1944, the Board reported to his Honor Mayor Tobin, 
recommending that proper procedure be taken toward 
the enlargement and development of Tenean Beach 
as a post-war project. The Board is of the opinion 
that the beach should be developed as a part of the 
Metropolitan Beach System. The report is contained 
in full in Appendix III, page 29. 


PLAYGROUND PROPOSAL, HANO STREET, BRIGHTON 


As a result of a request from Councilor Maurice H. 
Sullivan and a telephone communication from Mayor’s 
Secretary Thomas P. McCusker, an investigation was 
made on the need for a small children’s playground in 
the vicinity of Hano street, Brighton. A factual 
report suggesting that four tax foreclosed vacant lots 
at the corner of Hano street and Penniman road be used 
as a site for a small children’s playground was sent to 
the Mayor’s office. This report is contained in 
Appendix VI, page 40. 
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PRoposeED HANDBALL COURTS 


In accordance with a request from Mayor Tobin to 
Mr. Thomas J. Turley, Chairman of the Recreation 
Sub-Committee of the Planning Board, a report was 
made to the Mayor suggesting foreclosed property 
sites that could be used for handball courts. A list of 
twenty-four properties was, after investigation, reduced 
to ten in a supplementary report which advocated the 
building of these courts in congested areas. The 
reports are covered in Appendix V, page 36. 


STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION 


REcEss COMMISSION ON Post-War HIGHWAYS 


During the year the Chairman and the Executive 
Director continued to meet with the Engineers Com- 
mittee which was called into being to advise the State 
Legislative Recess Commission on Post-War Highways 
in developing a Master Plan for Traffic Arteries and 
Parking Facilities in the Metropolitan area. 

The Engineers Committee consists of representatives 
of the State and City Planning Boards, State and 
City Public Works Departments, Boston Traffic Com- 
mission and Metropolitan District Commission. The 
Board had previously submitted preliminary plans for 
the development of a Central Artery through Boston, 
and a proposed connection between the East Boston 
Tunnel and McClellan Highway in East Boston with an 
interchange: to allow access to the Logan International 
Airport. . 

At the end of the year the plans were still under 
discussion, principally in regard to specific locations. 
The Engineers Committee has not as yet carried the 
work far enough ahead to commit itself to definite 
locations of thoroughfares. 

The Board believes. that traffic facilitation in Boston 
is a metropolitan and state-wide problem and that 
great progress can be made through this type of 
collaboration. 


LoGAN INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 


While this is a state project it has a definite impact 
on planning for the municipality and East Boston in 
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particular. The airport will absorb a large percentage 
of the East Boston recreation facilities and this problem 
has been worked out by the Planning Board to the 
satisfaction of city and state officials. The state has 
agreed to replace the existing facilities in kind and in 
accord with the Planning Board recommendations. 

Plans for rapid transit extension have been considered 
by the Recess Commission on Rapid Transit and the 
Board concurred in the action of the State Planning 
Board’s submission of a bill to the 1945 Legislature for 
the extension of the East Boston tunnel rapid: transit 
route to a point near Day square. The matter of proper 
highway connections is being worked out through 
cooperation with the Post-War Highway Commission, 
mentioned previously. The State Planning Board has 
submitted a resolve to the 1945 Legislature requesting 
that a special commission be established to investigate 
the subject of the height of buildings and other struc- 
tures and their relation to the airport. 

The coordination and integration of these elements 
into the overall plans for the East Boston section of the 
city necessitates the pushing forward of the master plan 
for this area at least to a point where it is assured that 
there will be no conflicts.

SoutH Enp HovusE 


At the request of the South End Joint Planning 
Committee, members of the Board and Staff visited 
the South End House on the evening of November 27, 
to partake of a community supper and to attend a 
meeting of the Local Joint Planning Committee. 

At the close of the meeting the committee was 
addressed by members of the Planning Board Staff on 
plans and studies that the Board had in mind for that 
district. Studies affecting the South End were dis- 
played at the meeting and were the subject of a good 
deal of comment. 

The meeting was well attended and was an example 
of the close cooperation that can be obtained with local, 
active citizen groups. 


“GREATER BOSTON LOOKS AHEAD” EXHIBIT 


In October the Boston Society of Architects in 
cooperation with the Trustees of the Museum of Fine 
Arts made plans for an Exhibition of Post-War Planning 
to be held at the Museum of Fine Arts from January 17 
to February 18, 1945. The City Planning Board 
accepted an invitation to become an associate sponsor. 
The name of ‘Greater Boston Looks Ahead” was 
adopted for the exhibition and the City Planning 
Board was represented on the Programming Committee 
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by its Chairman, William Stanley Parker, and Mr. 
Frank Chouteau Brown, a member of the staff who 
gave much of his time to working out the details of the 
exhibit. 

‘At the close of the year the Planning Board had made 
arrangements to place fourteen drawings and models 
at the exhibition. Also plans had been consummated 
to take part in a program of speakers to give talks at 
the Museum during the exhibition. The Chairman, 
William Stanley Parker, Miss Elisabeth M. Herlihy, 
also Chairman of the State Planning Board, and Mr. 
Henry V. Hubbard, consultant to the City Planning 
Board, took part in a panel discussion on ‘‘ Community 
Planning.”’ 

MopELs 

As previously mentioned, a wooden model of the 
market area was made in connection with the Market 
Study. At the end of the year at the suggestion of the 
Chairman the staff was at work on the construction of 
another model showing the location of the proposed 
Central Artery in relation to the downtown area. It is 
expected that these models will be shown at the “Greater 
Boston Looks Ahead” Exhibition. 
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COOPERATION WITH OTHER AGENCIES 


BoaRD OF REAL ESTATE COMMISSIONERS 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 434 of the 
Acts of 1948, the functions of the Real Estate Division 
in handling tax foreclosed properties were transferred 
to the Board of Real Estate Commissioners, established 
by chapter 434. The Chairman of the City Planning 
Board is ex officio a member of the Commission. The 
Commission has held its meetings in this office and has 
continued the cooperation between the Board and the 
Division, established for the purpose of withholding 
from sale properties needed for street widenings, 
recreation and other public uses. 


GREATER Boston DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


Several members of the Board are members of the 
Greater Boston Development Committee, an organiza- 
tion of business people set up by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, for the particular purpose of developing the 
Port of Boston. This committee can be of material 
aid to the City Planning Board and all planning agencies. 
Where planning has been put on a progressive basis it. 
has been citizen groups of this type that have been the 
major reason for such progress through their promotional 
work on recommendations and studies of the planning 
agencies. The Board is glad to participate through its 
members and cooperate to its fullest extent in this 
undertaking. 


Boston Hovusina AUTHORITY 


Karly in the year the Board at the request of the 
Boston Housing Authority approved its plan for shifting 
the East Dedham street section of the proposed Dart- 
mouth-Dedham street thoroughfare widening, as out- 
lined in the Boston Thoroughfare Plan to Malden 
street. The Board was of the opinion that it would 
be a violation of planning principles to allow a cross- 
town highway with its accompanying traffic hazards 
to separate into parts a new housing development and 
that the moving of the easterly end of the proposed 
highway a few hundred feet north would not change 
materially the original route. 
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BROOKLINE PLANNING BOARD 


Members of the Board met with the Brookline 
Planning Board on April 10 at the Brookline Town 
Hall, at which meeting joint problems of the contiguous 
municipalities were discussed, particularly the proposed 
new thoroughfares outlined in the report of the Brook- 
line Long Range Planning Committee. 

The Board was particularly interested in a crosstown 
route from West Roxbury to Cleveland Circle via Lee 
and Eliot streets and included several items on the 
itinerary of an inspection trip which was made later in 
the year. 


MASSACHUSETTS INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY 


In the late spring the City Planning School at Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology made available the 
services of two of its graduate students taking the 
office practice course. For about six weeks Mr. Ray- 
mond Schoenfeld worked in the office of the Board 
preparing a study on recreation needs in Brighton and 
Mr. Dexter Wells assisted in the rehabilitation study. 
This cooperative arrangement was beneficial in that 
the department was able to take advantage of the 
services of two technicians at no expense to the city 
and in return they gained practical experience in actual 
planning work. 


STRAYER SCHOOL SURVEY 


On several occasions staff members of the Strayer 
School Survey, which survey was sponsored by the 
Finance Commission, called at the City Planning 
Board office to study information assembled in this 
office concerning distribution of population, maps, etc. 
The Board was glad to be able to cooperate in this small 
way toward the study. 


| War ACTIVITIES 
A large share of the time of the department staff 
was taken up in previous war years in preparing maps 
and exhibits for the Committee on Public Safety. 
This cooperation has continued during the present year, 
though on a reduced scale, due to the lessening of public 
safety activities. 
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CONFERENCES WITH BusINESs GROUPS 


At the invitation of the Board, conferences were held 
with various business groups for the purpose of estab- 
lishing mutual first-hand information and the securing of 
an exchange of ideas. 

In January a meeting was held at the office of the 
Fruit and Produce Exchange at which varied problems 
concerning the market district were discussed. As a 
result of this meeting a room was later made available 
on the second floor of the Quincy Market for the use of 
men who would undertake a study for the redevelop- 
ment of the market as already reported. 

A meeting with several members of the Boston Real 
Estate Board was held at the City Planning Board 
office on June 9, at which problems in taxation, park- 
ing, and the general development of the city were 
discussed. 

These meetings were helpful in giving the Board an 
outside expression on matters which are of concern to 
the Planning Board. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


INSPECTION TRIP 


In October the Board made an extended inspection 
trip covering proposed rehabilitation and public housing 
sites, several playgrounds and playground locations, the 
suggested Tenean Beach extension, and the locale of 
many proposed thoroughfare changes. 

Among the thoroughfare routes visited were the 
Brookline Planning Board’s proposals for North and 
South routes through Brookline and the suggested Eliot 
street extension from Cleveland Circle and Grove 
street extension to Veterans of Foreign Wars Parkway. 
The proposed route of the Canterbury Hills Parkway 
connection between American Legion Highway and © 
Washington street, West Roxbury, along with several 
other route locations involving minor changes were also 
examined. 


Mars AND MATERIALS 


Maps prepared by the Board are in great demand by 
city departments and private agencies. These have 
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been made available to the public at the cost of repro- 
duction, which has made possible an important service 
by the Board at no cost to the taxpayers. 

During its twenty-nine years of existence the Board 
has developed an excellent library of planning informa- 
tion, containing approximately 1,000 volumes and 
innumerable pamphlets.

REPORT ON SUGGESTED ENLARGEMENT OF 
OAK SQUARE PARK, BRIGHTON, AS A 
MEMORIAL PARK 


On November 2, 1948, a meeting was held at the 
City Planning Board office at which the Oak Square 
Community Club made a proposal for enlarging the 
small park in Oak square and making it a memorial 
park in honor of the Veterans of World War II as a 
post-war project. 

Those present at the meeting were: 


WILLIAM STANLEY PARKER, Chairman of the City Planning 
Board, presiding. 

James W. SuLuivan, Chairman of Memorial Committee of the 
Club. 

Donatp MacKenzin, President of the Oak Square Community 
Club. 

JoHNn E. Dunpuy, Secretary of the Oak Square Community 
Club. 

JoHN Murpuy, Chief Engineer of the Park Department. 

Tuomas E. McCormick, Engineer, Planning Board. 


The Community Club spokesman claimed that there 
were many accidents in the square due to the large 
amount of uncontrolled paved area and that there 
was need of developing the present small area into a 
neighborhood rest park. 

It was agreed that improvement was needed from a 
traffic and pedestrian angle and that the City Planning 
Board would take the matter up with the Traffic Com- 
mission and devise a plan, for later consideration. 

Mr. Philip Desmond, Chief Engineer of the Traffic 
Commission, met Mr. Parker at the City Planning 
Board office and agreed that a circularization of traffic 
would be an improvement. He later submitted a 
record of accidents involving personal injury only for 
the past five and one-half years. The list was taken 
from the records of the Police and Motor Vehicle 
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Registry Departments and showed a total for a five 
and one-half year period of sixteen accidents as follows: 


Auto vs. pedestrians, 7 Auto vs. auto, 4 
Truck vs. pedestrians, 2 Auto vs. truck, 3 


Mr. Sullivan of the Community Club also submitted 
a letter concerning accidents, stating that the members 
of the Fire Department stationed at the fire house in 
Oak square claimed that during the past year there 
had been five collisions at the corner of Champney and 
Faneuil streets and three at the junction of Bigelow and 
Faneuil streets and also that there had been one fatality 
in the past few years. No differentiation was made 
between accidents involving property damage only 
and personal injury. 

A plan has been drawn up enlarging the park from 
9,796 square feet to 16,200 square feet, excluding side- 
walks, and proposing one-way traffic around the park 
with some small separators. The plan proposes moving 
the single trolley track on Bigelow street a distance 
of 27 feet to the east so that the outside rail will be 
20 feet from the curb on Bigelow street. This will 
allow the parallel parking of a few cars at the curb. 

Mr. Briden of the Boston Elevated was consulted 
and the matter of track removal and Boston Elevated 
property was talked over. It was Mr. Briden’s opinion 
that it would be expensive to place the tracks entirely 
on Boston Elevated property because it would mean 
the breaking of a lease with the American Oil Company 
which now occupies the Bigelow street frontage. Also 
if the tracks were to be taken off Faneuil street it 
would mean the relaying of the two storage tracks 
which would encroach on land now leased to the Smith 
Produce Market. 

' The accompanying plan shows a preliminary scheme 
for the improvement that would cost about $20,000, 
exclusive of any ornate memorial setting. 
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APPENDIX III 
PROPOSED EXTENSION OF TENEAN BEACH 
Boston, April 14, 1944 


Hon. Maurice J. Tosin, 
Mayor of Boston. 
Dear Mayor Tosin,— In reply to the City Council 
order of February 14, 1944: 


“Ordered, That the City Planning Board be directed, 
through his Honor -the Mayor, to include in their plan- 
ning and consideration of Post-War Projects the exten- 
sion to Tenean Beach northward along the waterfront 
to the Tenean Creek outlet at Freeport street, the major 
portion of property involved being the property of the 
City of Boston,” 


the Board recommends that property previously owned 
by Edward 8. and George P. Hamlin and now in posses- 
sion of the city through tax foreclosure be held for the 
expansion of Tenean Beach and that plans be prepared 
for this beach as a post-war project, financed by the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 

Tenean Beach is a local beach comprising an area of 
20 acres with about 400 feet of shore line opposite open 
water and about 400 feet bordering Pine Neck Creek. 
The area bordering the creek is not too desirable for 
bathing and, during the war, bathers are restricted from 
using that part of the beach because of the war work 
being carried on at Lawley’s shipyard on the other side 
_ of the creek. 

This beach is about three-quarters of a mile south of 
Malibu Beach, a Metropolitan Reservation, and 1? 
miles from the City of Boston Strandway Beach in 
South Boston. The beach is also about one-half mile 
from the city boundary on the south and only a little 
over a mile north of Quincy Shore Beach in Quincy. 

Under date of November 10, 1933, the City Planning 
Board submitted a report to his Honor the Mayor 
concerning the advisability of extending the beach in a 
northerly direction. At that time the land under con- 
sideration amounted to about 18 acres, and belonged 
to Edward and George P. Hamlin, and the land and 
buildings were assessed for $90,000. About one-half 
of the land is upland and one-half flats. 
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The year previous, 1932, the Clark property to the 
south, amounting to nearly four acres, had been added 
to the playground property, and the Park Department 
at the time deemed it adequate for beach and play- 
ground facilities, with ample space for parking. 

However, it was felt that the beach would be seriously 
hurt if the Hamlin property to the north were developed 
for waterfront or industrial purposes, and though 
acquisition for purposes of protection would be desirable 
the straightened economic condition of the city at that 
time would not justify the purchase of the additional 
property. 

In the past ten years there has been practically no 
change in the conditions as presented in the afore- 
mentioned report except for the all-important fact that 
the Hamlin property, comprising 18 acres, has fallen 
into the hands of the city through tax foreclosure. 
Considering these facts, that we have a large amount 
of unused industrial property; that the beach, though 
not always filled to excess, is nevertheless overcrowded 
on a few of the hottest days in the year, and that owner- 
ship of the adjoining vacant property by the city is 
desired in order to protect the present beach; it is 
logical that the property remain under permanent 
ownership of the city and be developed for beach 
purposes. 

The addition of this property will double the present 
beach facilities and raises the point as to whether it 
might not be developed as a part of the Metropolitan 
Beach System, for the following reasons: 


1. There is another tract of unused shore property, . 


mostly water, just to the north of the property in 
question. This property, amounting to another 20 
acres in area and now assessed for $30,000, is a con- 
necting link between city property and Metropolitan 
Park property; 

2. The acquisition of this last mentioned property 
would provide a total beach length of over one-half 
mile near the city boundary, which would undoubtedly 
be patronized by residents of the southern metropolitan 
area; 

3. It would relieve, to some extent, the congestion 
of metropolitan and local beaches to the south in Quincy; 

4. Old Colony Parkway, which flanks the beach, is 
a part of the Metropolitan System;

5. In a joint report of the State and City Planning 
Boards to a Legislative Recess Commission, entitled, 
“‘A Survey of Governmental Units,” dated June 10, 
1940, it was shown that Boston contributes a much 
larger share of the expense of Metropolitan beaches, 
such as Nantasket and Revere Beaches, than its per- 
centage of users justifies; and 

6. The proposed extension has excellent beach 
characteristics, being centrally located in regard to the 
Metropolitan area, and should be conserved for the 
people’s use. 

It is therefore recommended that proper procedure 
be taken toward enlargement and development of 
Tenean Beach as a part of the Metropolitan System. 

The Chairman of the Board and the Chairman of the 
Board’s Recreation Committee have directed me to 
submit the above report in order to bring it to your 
Honor’s attention without further delay.

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APPENDIX IV 


PROPOSED PLAYGROUND IN SOUTH 
DORCHESTER 


Boston, June 19, 1944 
Hon. Mavricre J. Tosin, 
Mayor of Boston. 

Dear Mayor Tosin,— In further reference to our 
report of May 25, 1942, the proposed development of a 
playground on city tax-foreclosed property southwest 
of the intersection of Gallivan Boulevard and Washing- 
ton street in South Dorchester is worthy of advance- 
ment, though with some limitations, because of the 
large number of -children that it w vill serve in the 
immediate neighborhood. 

This property is located near the northwest corner 
of census tract X—6 C, which tract has definite barriers 
on three sides, namely, the Boston Sanatorium on the 
west, the Neponset river on the south, and Dorchester 
Park, city property and semi-public buildings on the 
east side of Dorchester avenue. It is bounded on the 
north by Gallivan Boulevard, which may be considered 
a traffic barrier for the very young children but not for 
those in the senior ages. 

This tract was the scene of considerable house-lot 
development just before the war and there will 
undoubtedly be a resumption in the post-war period. 
The 1940 census showed that there were 471 children 
in the junior group between the ages of six and eleven 
and 296 children in the senior group between the ages 
of twelve and fifteen, making a total of 767 children in 


this tract alone. The tract has a regular outline, being 


about 3,000 feet square. Most of the children in the 
tract are considerably less than one-quarter mile away 


from the proposed playground site. However, some of 


the children on the south and west are between one- 


quarter and one-half mile away. Adequate standards. 


for travel distance for such play facilities provide a 
maximum of one-quarter mile for junior children and 
five-twelfths mile for seniors. 

Due to the proximity of the proposed site to Gallivan 


Boulevard part of the children in tract X—4 B, on the 


north across the boulevard, will be in the tributary 


Pity ats hem ee ey 
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area. It can be fairly assumed that the proposed site 
will serve all children in this tract within a quarter mile 
radius. In spite of the fact that the junior children 
will have to cross Gallivan Boulevard, they will now 
have a nearer play area than Roberts Park, adjacent 
to the Dorchester High School for Boys, a half mile to 
the north from the proposed site. About one-third of 
the children in this tract, amounting to 151 juniors and 
103 seniors, will therefore be served. 

The proposed site can then be considered as serving 
a child population of 1,022 in number, being: composed 
of 622 children in the six to eleven age group and 400 
in the twelve to fifteen age group. 

The school yards of the three schools in the area 
have very limited play areas, not much more than 
recess grounds, and are on the periphery of a quarter- 
mile radius from the proposed site. These school yards 
nevertheless serve very handily in supplying recreation 
needs for the small children at the outer edges of this 
general recreation area. 

Using our minimum standards of 60 square feet per 
junior child and 150 square feet per senior child through- 
out the area, a playground of two and one-quarter 
acres is needed. However, having in mind that this 
is €a Minimum requirement and that there is develop- 
able land within the tributary area, it would be wise to 
provide a somewhat larger area of, say, three acres. 
In order to allow for a baseball diamond and football 
field, another two acres will be needed, making a total 
of five acres. 

The land which had first fallen into the ownership 
of the city, amounting to 5.6 acres, has since been 
augmented by an additional 4.2 acres, making a total 
of 9.8 acres available for park use. It is evident from 
- the present condition of the land that it is not desirable 
for house-lot development. Part of this land is low- 
lying with an uneven outcropping of ledge, and the 
remainder is very hilly. 

There is approximately 19,000 square feet of land 
additional to the above and located at the corner of 
Gallivan Boulevard and Washington street now in the 
ownership of the city as part of the latest increment. 
This land is suitable for house-lot development and 
should be sold for that use. 

In view of the fact that Dorchester Park, a 32-acre 
tract, is but one-quarter of a mile away it appears 
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that the proposed site should be developed simply as a 
local playground~ with those landscaping and park 
features that may be possible on the present city- 
owned land. With fill there should be sufficient level 
space on the southern part of the area to accommodate 
a combination baseball and football field. 

If a general playground of the large ‘‘playfield”’ type 
were to be established it would for several reasons be 
better located on land, now vacant, opposite the Taylor 
School on Morton street. Chief among the reasons 
being that the proposed Washington street site is only 
one-quarter mile from an existing large park and play- 
ground; is at the very corner of a natural recreation 
area formed by busy traffic arteries, namely, Blue 
Hill avenue, Morton street and Gallivan Boulevard and 
Dorchester avenue; does not fit a partly existing pattern 
of playground locations conforming to population dis- 
tribution in South Dorchester; the greater part of the 
intended users within a half mile radius are already 
served by nearer playgrounds; and the recreation 
deficiencies are so large in the city that it cannot 
afford indiscriminate location or duplication of play- 
ground facilities. 

However, with due regard to the foregoing, there is a 
dense child population within a little more than a one- 
' quarter mile radius of the proposed site amounting to 
nearly a thousand children. The land owned by the 
city is not readily marketable for a housing develop- 
ment and the only other use for it, considering its loca- 
tion, is that of park use. It should therefore be 
developed as a local playground, presumably as a post- 
war project. 

An estimate of cost, excluding a field house, would 
run about as follows:

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APPENDIX V 
PROPOSED HANDBALL COURT SITES 


Boston, April 17, 1944 
Hon. Mavrict J. Tosin, 


Mayor of Boston. 

Dear Mayor Topsrin, —In accordance with your 
Honor’s recent request to Mr. Thomas J. Turley, the 
following report on possible locations for handball 
courts is submitted by Mr. Turley’s direction: 

The American game of one-wall handball is exceed- 
ingly popular on public play areas throughout the 
country. The standard court is 20 feet in width by 
34 feet in length and the wall is 16 feet in height. In 
addition to the boundary markings, there is a line 
across the court known as the short line which is 15 feet 
from and parallel to the wall. Nine feet back of the 
short line a service marking is made, extending 4 inches 
into the court from each side line. On a championship 
court, the side lines are extended at least 3 feet beyond 
the ‘‘long line”? which marks the back of the court. All 
lines should be 14 inches wide. 

Most courts on outdoor play areas have a concrete 
surface which should be smooth so as to give an accurate 
bounce. Bituminous materials are also used. Some 
courts have wooden walls, although the use of concrete 
walls is becoming increasingly common. When wooden 
walls are used they should be braced thoroughly and 
the facial boards applied so as to minimize the possi- 
bility of warping. Concrete walls, which need to be 
heavily reinforced with steel bars, are from 8 to 12 
inches in thickness and usually are supported on a 
concrete base about 4 feet below the ground. The wall 
may be given one or more coats of gray cement wall 
paint. As a rule there is a wire extension approxi- 
mately 4 feet high on top of the wall. In the case of 
a concrete wall, pipe sleeves are set in the top of the 
wall, in which posts supporting the wire fence can be 
inserted. 

Because of the expense of constructing a handball 
wall, courts are generally laid on either side of it, thus 
utilizing both faces of the wall. The court surface 
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should extend 10 feet beyond the long line of 44 feet 
from the wall and 4 or 5 feet beyond each of the side 
lines. In case two or more courts are laid side by side, 
there should be 6 feet between the adjoining courts. If 
the surface is concrete, expansion joints may be laid 
between the courts. The slope of the surface should 
be away from the wall. 

In some cities, a three-wall court is preferred. This 
kind of court makes possible a different type of game. 
The length of the side walls varies as well as their con- 
struction. Sometimes they are of uniform height 
throughout; in other cases they are triangular in shape, 
tapering down from the top of the front wall to the 
surface of the court. 

The regulation size for a one-wall handball court 
which allows for 5-foot margins outside the actual court 
is 30 feet by 45 feet. An additional 15 feet in length 
would permit the playing of other games as alternatives. 
The several popular playground games that can be 
played on a 30-foot by 60-foot lot are shown on the table 


below.

When games are played informally, variations are 
often made not only in the size of the court but in the 
number of players. 

The purpose of this particular study is to pick out 
possible locations for handball courts, utilizing only 
foreclosed lots that are located where the child popu- 
lation is high. Lots with usable buildings could not be 
considered. Only vacant lots or lots with buildings 
that should be razed could be taken into account. The 
choice of lots was further limited because of the narrow- 
ness of lots in some of the congested areas. Though 
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many lots are less than 30 feet wide, a few 22-foot lots 
were picked out assuming that in some cases the size of 
the court could be reduced somewhat. 

A study of the foreclosed property atlases also 
revealed that in many of the densely populated areas, 
particularly in Charlestown and East Boston, there was 
no foreclosed property or that if there had been, the 
property had soon been resold. 

An effort was made to confine the choice of lots to 
areas now unserved by playgrounds in accordance with 
our preliminary recreation studies showing served and 
unserved areas. In some cases the lot chosen may be 
on the fringe of a served area and adjacent to an un- 
served area because there were no lots available in the 
unserved areas. 

Though handball is generally thought of as a senior 
child game it has been assumed here that younger 
children will use the courts. 

A list of properties and a map showing the location 
of these different areas is appended hereto.

Dear Sir, — In further reference to our report of April 17, 
1944, relative to possible locations for handball courts, and 
the field investigation with your Honor on May 6, 1944, the 
Board recommends that handball courts be established on the 
following ten parcels of property owned by the city through 
tax foreclosure:

* 241-243 Cabot street is property owned by the city 
through tax foreclosure and is also adjacent to property given 
to the city by his Eminence William Cardinal O’Connell. 

+ The property at 25-27 Chadwick street is adjacent to the 
Roxbury Neighborhood House on Albany street, and so could 
easily be supervised by their workers. This property which is 
registered in two parcels has not as yet been foreclosed, although 
foreclosure proceedings have been instituted on the front half 
of the area and the time limit has been attained for foreclosure 
on the rear half. A memorandum is being sent to Mr. Samuel 
Dennis of the Law Department requesting that these fore- 
closures be consummated as expeditiously as possible. Your 
Honor suggested moving the house situated at 29 Chadwick 
street to the vacant corner lot fronting on Chadwick and 
Carlow streets in order to consolidate 25-27 Chadwick street 
with the property of the Roxbury Neighborhood House. While 
this would improve the location and be highly desirable, no 
evidence of financial difficulty is found in either of the prop- 
erties at 29 Chadwick street or at the corner of Carlow street.

CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSAL FOR. PLAY- 
GROUND SITE ON CITY FORECLOSED 
PROPERTY: AT)" NORTH CORNERS sOr 
HANO STREET AND PENNIMAN ROAD, 
BRIGHTON 


In considering a playground location the first concern 
is the determination of barriers which outline the area 
that the proposed site will serve. If there are no 
definite barriers current practice limits the area to be 
served by the circumference of a one-quarter mile 
circle around the playground for junior children of from 
six to eleven years of age. For senior children of 
twelve and over, one-half mile is considered the maxi- 
mum allowable distance. 

Considering the proposed site at Hano street, the 
railroad to the north is a definite barrier and furthermore 
the children on the north side of the railroad are served. 
by the North Brighton Playground. On the west, 
Everett street is considered a barrier because of the 
extensive industrial uses on the west side of the street. 
and the absence of children in the area. On the south,. 
North Beacon street, through Union square and Brighton 
avenue, is a definite traffic barrier particularly for small 
children. As it happens the children south of this line 
are served by the large Allston Street Playground only 
600 feet from Union square. On the east, Cambridge 
street is a traffic barrier but inasmuch as the school for 
the district is across the street, a point can be stretched 
here and Harvard avenue, which is about one-quarter 
mile from the proposed playground site can be con- — 
sidered as the easterly limit for junior children. Accord- 
ing to the 1940 census there are less than a dozen junior 
children in the block formed by Cambridge street and 
Brighton and Harvard avenues. 

Because of barriers or the proximity of other play- 
grounds the served area is definitely limited to the 
railroad, Everett street, North Beacon street and 
Brighton avenue and Harvard avenue. The only ques- 
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tion is whether or not some senior children to the east of 
Harvard avenue would use the playground. Actually 
these children are practically as near the Allston Play- 
ground as to the proposed site, and figuring the location 
of playgrounds on a city-wide basis, senior children 
within a half mile radius of a playground are considered 
as served. 

In the area as determined above there are then 100 
junior children ages 6—11, inclusive, and 75 senior chil- 
dren ages 12-15, inclusive. Allowing 60 square feet per 
child for 100 junior children amounts to 6,000 square 
feet and allowing 150 square feet per senior child for 75 
children amounts to 11,250 square feet making a total 
of 17,250 square feet needed considering the present 
situation. 

Considering the future, an increase in population in 
the district would be limited because of the small size 
of the area and because the vacant land is in a general 
business zone. There are about twenty vacant lots 
in the area which could house about forty families if 
developed as two-family dwelling lots. Allowing two 
children to the family would increase the number of 
children to eighty, who would require an additional 
8,000 square feet of play space. ‘There would then be a 
total requirement of about 25,000 square feet of play 
space needed. Even if there were no future residential 
development in the area, 25,000 feet would be desirable 
as against the minimum requirement of 17,000 square 
feet. 

The four vacant lots at the north corner of Hano street 
and Penniman road recently tax foreclosed by the city, 
amounting to 24,461 square feet will supply the needed 
area. 

Some adverse factors to consider when studying the 
city-wide recreation programs are the small size of the 
proposed playground, the fact that there is a schoolyard 
of some 14,000 square feet about 900 feet away, and 
that it is now the general practice to locate playgrounds 
adjacent to schools where possible. However, the 
school location, considering the area to be served in 
question, is poor, being at the edge of the district and 
lying across a major traffic street. 

A playground, a half acre in size, is not desirable from 
a supervision point of view considering the city-wide 
picture. Recreation authorities stress the need of 
supervision of playgrounds. The tax burden is such 
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that supervisors can be placed only at large playgrounds 
having hundreds of children in the tributary area. It 
is improbable that the city can supply supervision for 
many small half-acre tracts. 

However, with proper neighborhood interest a small 
playground can be of immense value even without 
supervisors. It is assumed that the proposed site 
would be of that type and would have the usual equip- 
ment of swings, see-saws, sandboxes, with drinking 
fountains, and benches. The area would not accom- 
modate baseball but should allow volleyball, basketball 
or soft ball for the older boys. 

The foregoing leads to the conclusion that there is 
definite need, particularly for young children, of a small 
playground in the area in question. However, it can 
be stated that any future housing in the area is improb- 
able because the present area is blighted by the surround- 
ing industrial uses. Also there is an offensive odor 
emanating from vacant land, used as a dump, adjoining 
a small enameline factory just opposite the city fore- 
closed property. The elimination of this odor is a 
prerequisite to the location of a small play area on the. 
proposed site.

SUMMARY OF REPORT OF POST-WAR PUBLIC 
WORKS PROGRAMMING COMMITTEE 


Mayor Tobin has given careful consideration to the 
development of a program of public works for the post- 
war period. Final details have not yet been effected 
with regard to financing, but a program has_ been 
developed which anticipates a total expenditure of 
just under $20,000,000 in the next six years. The 
tentative financial program indicates that approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the money would be made avail- 
able through bond issues and one-third would come 
directly out of the tax levy. 

The projects will include financial allotments each 
year for certain recurring types of construction, such 
as new streets, reconstruction of old streets and side- 
walks, traffic islands and circles, new sewer construc- 
tion, the extension and relaying of water mains and 
reconstruction of elements of the park roadway system. 

Among the building projects given an early place in 
the program are two refuse incinerators, the recon- 
struction of Marine Pier and Head House in South 
Boston, a new fire station in West Roxbury, the re-: 
modeling of the Ladder 8 Fire House, a new women’s 
dormitory and a utility building, as well as new buildings 
for the women’s and male hospitals at Long Island and 
a new nurses’ home at the City Hospital. 

_ Two important bridge projects are included in the 

program. The construction of a new Meridian Street 
Bridge is immediate and must be undertaken at the 
earliest possible moment. The reconstruction of the 
Warren Avenue Bridge, and also the Blakemore Street 
Bridge in Roslindale, is scheduled for the latter part 
of the six-year period. 

A further bridge and highway project of first im- 
portance slated for early construction is a viaduct from 
Long Island to Moon Island, in Squantum, with ample 
approaches giving direct land connection to the Long 
Island institution. This project will require legislative 
authority. | 
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Projects under the jurisdiction of the Park Depart- 
ment involve completion of the traffic oval at Brookline 
avenue and Park Drive and the reconstruction of several 
park roadways, together with an annual program for the 
development of new playgrounds which are badly 
needed in many sections of the city and should be an 
important element in the city’s post-war program. 

While the school program must be at the moment 
tentative, additions to the Trade School and Boston 
Technical High School are in the program, as well as the 
enlargement of the vocational garage at Brighton High 
School. 


Several improvements in ventilation and equipment 
at the City Hospital have also been included, as have 
other minor projects elsewhere. 


The program as now developed is aimed to serve as a 
guide for action in 1945 so that the budget will include 
adequate allowances for the preparation of the plans 
and specifications needed for the construction of the 
projects slated for the early years of the program. The 
city will thus be in a position to take prompt action 
in arranging contracts and starting work when men and 
materials become available at the termination of the 
war. It is not possible to foresee in advance just when 
this situation will develop, but it is necessary to take, as 
promptly as possible, the preliminary steps required to 
get prompt action when the emergency arises. 

In recent years it has been impossible to maintain 
equipment up to standard. The program includes 
substantial appropriations for equipment in the early 
years of the program for the Public Works Department 
and for annual recurring items of major equipment for 
the Fire Department. The minor recurring items of 
equipment and materials for all city departments 
which amount to about $2,000,000 per year, are provided 
for in estimates for the operating budget in addition to 
construction projects covered by this proposed capital 
budget program. 


This program relates only to capital outlays supported 
by the city’s tax levy. Important major thoroughfare 
improvements now being planned by the State are not 
a part of this program, as is also the case with proposed 
expenditures from the George Robert White Fund which 
are being separately considered. 
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This program will afford a working basis for au- 
thorizations in the six-year period suited to the condi- 
tions of the moment. ‘The program is capable of being 
speeded up or slowed down as conditions warrant.

Sir,—In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


___ Registration was held at the central office on the 

following dates: January 3 and 10; from March 13 to 
April 5, inclusive; from April 26 to June 21, inclusive; 
from July 12 to October 18, inclusive; on December 4, 
11, 18 and 26. Prior to the state primaries registration 
was held from 6 p. m. to 10 p. m. in the twenty-two 
wards from June 12 to June 21, inclusive, four nights 
each in two locations in every ward. Registration in 
eleven rationing board offices throughout the city was 
held from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. from July 26 to August 
30, inclusive. Prior to the state election registra- 
tion was held from 1 p. m. to 10 p. m. in the twenty- 
two wards from September 25 to October 18, inclusive, 
five nights each in four locations in every ward. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held November 2, 1943, the 
number of voters on the list was 333,450. The number 
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of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
June 12, 1944, was 303,066. From that time to the 
close of registration for the state election there were 
added the names of 84,002 voters. The number of 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of 
the state election, held November 7, 1944, was 387,068, 
an increase of 53,618 over the number on the list at the 


preceding city election. The number of voters on — 


final list December 31, 1944, was 387,073. 


NOMINATION PAPERS AND REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


The Board received 277 nomination papers for the 
presidential primary on which 4,242 names were certi- 
fied; 1,312 nomination papers for the state primary on 
which 21,567 names were certified; .14 independent 
nomination papers for the state election on which 
371 names were certified; 266 initiative petitions on 
which 5,798 names were certified; and 55 petitions for 


recount of ballots cast on which 1,693 names were certi- 


fied. This makes a total of 1,924 papers on which the 
names of 33,671 voters were certified. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 4,069 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1944 contained 
the names of 11,927 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,144 were drawn for jury 
service. 


ABSENT VOTING. 


In view of the unprecedented situation created by 
the war whereby thousands of men and women from 
Massachusetts were overseas and in distant parts of 
the country in the armed forces of the United States, 
His Excellency, Governor Leverett Saltonstall, sum- 
moned the Senate and House of Representatives im 
emergency session to enact special legislation to protect 
the franchise of persons serving in and with the armed 
forces. 

In accordance with this legislation the date of the 
state primaries was advanced from September to July 
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so that the state election ballots might be printed in 
sufficient time to be mailed to all parts of the world. 
Chapter 253 of the Acts of 1943 providing for the 
restoration to the voting list of the names of those who 
had been dropped from such list by reason of not 
being police listed since entering the armed forces was 
continued in effect. Chapter 390 of the Acts of 1943 
providing for the so-called ‘‘qualification’’ of absentee 
voters in the armed forces was broadened in scope to 
include members of the merchant marine, veterans 
of World War II, members of such organizations as 
the Red Cross serving with the armed forces. It was 
further provided that any request for a ballot from one 
in the service, whether on a prescribed form or not, 
should be honored unless investigation proved it invalid. 
Names of persons not duly registered to whom ballots 
were issued either on their own application or on request 
of kin were placed on a special list of Service Absentee 
Voters; these persons were not qualified to vote in 
person. Provision was also made for the recognition 
of Official Federal War Ballots received from persons 
whose names were borne on the voting list. 


So that residents of Boston might have ample oppor- 
tunity to avail themselves of the privileges offered by 
the emergency legislation the Board opened eleven 
branch registration places in rationing board offices 
in different sections of the city. While registration of 
voters was carried on in these branch offices, they were 
maintained primarily for the benefit of those who 
wished to make application for absentee ballots for 
relatives in the armed forces. Such applications could 
also be made at the central office during registration 
periods and in the ward registration offices open in the 
evenings. So great was the response to this program 
. that an auxiliary office force averaging fifty clerks was 
employed to process applications for absentee ballots. 


Absentee ballots were grouped in the following 
categories: Regular civilian state ballots; ballots issued 
to registered voters in the service on their own request; 
ballots issued to so-called 8. A. V.’s on their own request; 
ballots issued to registered voters in the service on the 
_ request of kin; ballots issued to so-called 8. A. V.’s on 
the qualification and request of kin; Official Federal 
War Ballots issued by the Federal Government and 
submitted here without previous request or application. 
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Set forth below are statistics relating to absentee 
ballots: 


2,369 applications received from civilians. 

2,269 civilian state ballots mailed. 

1,881 civilian ballots returned. 

1,881 civilian ballots cast. 

26,979 applications received from members of the armed forces 

(both voters and S.A. V.’s). 

3,676 applications received from kin for registered voters 
in the armed forces. 

7,352 applications received from kin qualifying persons in the 
armed forces (S.A. V.’s).

31,777 ballots mailed to servicemen. 
21,560 ballots returned by servicemen. 
20,697 ballots of servicemen cast. 
1,324 Official Federal War Ballots received.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide for a Fair, 
Concise Summary, instead of a Description, of Each Proposed 
Amendment to the Constitution and Each Law submitted to the 
People, under the Initiative and the Referendum, and Certain 
Changes relative to the Filing of Initiative Petitions which is 
further described as follows: — 

This amendment amends Article XLVIII of the Amendments to the 
Constitution by striking out section three under the heading ‘‘The 
Initiative. II. Initiative Petitions” and inserting in place thereof a 
new section which provides,— 

That an initiative petition for a constitutional amendment or a law 
shall first be signed by ten qualified voters of the Commonwealth and 
shall be submitted to the Attorney General not later than the_first 
Wednesday of the August before the assembling of the General Court 
into which it is to be introduced. It may be filed with the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth if the Attorney General shall certify that the meas- 
ure and its title are in proper form and that it is not, affirmatively or 
negatively, substantially the same as any measure which has been 
qualified for submission or submitted to the people at either of the two 
preceding biennial state elections, and that it contains only subjects not 
excluded from the popular initiative and which are related or which are 
mutually dependent. 

The Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of subsequent signers. 
He’shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise summary of the 
proposed measure, as determined by the Attorney General as it will 
appear upon the ballot, together with the names and residences of the 
first ten signers. All such petitions, with the first ten signatures at- 
tached, shall be filed with the Secretary not earlier than the first Wed- 
nesday of the September before the assembling of the Legislature into 
which they are to be introduced, and the remainder of the required 
signatures shall be filed not later than the first Wednesday of the 
following December. 

Section 3 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the heading ‘‘The 
Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions.” is also amended by 
striking out the second sentence of such section and inserting in place 
thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of 
signers of a referendum petition on a law requesting that the operation 
of such law be suspended subsequent to the first ten signers and shall 
print at the top of each blank a fair, concise summary of the proposed 
law as determined by the Attorney General as it will appear upon the 
ballot, together with the names and residences of the first ten signers. 

Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVILII under the heading ‘‘The 
Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions.”, is also amended by 
striking out the third sentence of such section and inserting in place 
thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of 
signers subsequent to the first ten signers of a referendum petition asking 
for the repeal of an emergency law or of a law which takes effect because 
the referendum petition does not contain a request for suspension, and 
shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise summary of the pro- 
posed law as such summary willappear on the ballot together with the 
names and residences of the first ten signers. 

Article XLVIII is further amended by striking out subheading “IIT. 
Form of Ballot’? and subheading “IV. Information for Voters’’ under 
the heading ‘‘General Provisions” and inserting in place thereof new 
subheadings III and IV, which provide, respectively :

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Ill. FORM OF BALLOT. 


A fair, concise summary of each proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution and each law submitted to the people, as determined by the 
Attorney General shall be printed on the ballot. The Secretary shall 
give each question a number and cause each question, except as other- 
wise authorized in said article of amendment, to be printed on the 
ballot in the following form: 

In the case of an amendment to the constitution: Do you approve of 
the adoption of an amendment to the constitution summarized below 
(here state, in distinctive type, whether approved or disapproved by the 
general court, and by what vote thereon)? Yes.— No. 


(Set forth summary here.) 


In the case of a law: Do you approve of a law summarized below 
(here state, in distinctive type, whether approved or disapproved by the 
general court, and by what vote thereon)? Yes.— No. 


(Set forth summary here.) 


IV. INFORMATION FOR VOTERS. 


The-Secretary shall print and send to each registered voter the full 
text of every measure to be submitted to the people, together with a 
copy of the legislative committee’s majority and minority reports, with 
the names of the majority and minority members and a fair, concise 
summary of the measure as such summary will appear on the ballot 
and, in such manner as may be provided by law, other arguments for 
and against the measure,—

QUESTION NO. 2. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide that the General 
Court may prescribe the terms and conditions under which pardons of 
rig eg which are felonies may be granted which is further described as 
ollows: — 

This article of amendment to the Constitution of Massachusetts 
annuls Article VIII of section 1 of chapter II of Part the Second of the 
Constitution, which vested the Governor, by and with the advice of the 
Council, with the full and unrestricted power of pardoning offences of 
which a person is convicted, except such as persons may be convicted of 
before the Senate by an impeachment of the House, and adopts a new 
Article VIII in place thereof. 

This new Article VIII vests the pardoning power in the Governor, 
by and with the advice of the Council, but provides further that if the 
offence to be pardoned is a felony the Legislature shall have power to 
prescribe the terms and conditions upon which a pardon may be granted. 

The new Article VIII contains the same provisions as the old with 
relation to the ineffectiveness of pardons granted before a conviction,—

QUESTION NO. 4. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION.

This amendment to the Constitution of Massachusetts annuls Article 
XLV of the Amendments to the Constitution which related to absentee 
voting and adopts in its place a new Article XLV which authorizes the 
Legislature to provide for voting, in the choice of any officer to be elected 
or upon any question submitted at an election, by qualified voters of the 
Commonwealth who at the time of such an election are absent from the 
city or town of which they are inhabitants or are unable by reason of 
physical disability to cast their votes in person,— 


which proposed amendment was approved by the General Court 
and in a joint session of the two branches held July 8, 1941, received 
171 votes in the affirmative and 30 in the negative, and in a joint 
session of the two branches held May 27, 1943, received 184 votes 
in the affirmative and 61 in the negative,— be approved?

QUESTION NO. 5. 
LAW SUBMITTED UPON REFERENDUM AFTER PASSAGE.

This law amends chapter 271 of the General Laws by striking out 
section 22A, as previously amended, and inserting in place thereof a new 
section 22A, which provides that conducting or promoting a game of 
whist or bridge in connection with which prizes are offered to be won

DEAR Sir,— I have the honor to submit herewith a 
concise report of the activities of the Boston Fire 
Department and the Electrical Inspection Division for 


the year ending December 31, 1944.

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SECTION I.— THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


The various features of the Fire Department’s activi- 
ties are summarized on the following pages. A few 
‘high lights”? are here summarized. 


A. PERSONNEL. 


The shortage of men available for fire duty in this 
department has not been lessened during the year 1944. 

At the present time 292 employees of the Fire Depart- 
ment are in the military service and of this number 255 
are privates in the department. We have been able 
to replace only 84 of these men, with approval of Civil 
Service; some of whom are provisional military sub- 
stitutes permitted to serve in our ranks until such time 
as the next Civil Service examination takes place. 

It appears that the Civil Service Commissioner may 
not conduct additional examinations for the duration 
of the war due to the fact that the response to such 
examinations has been small and productive of no sub- 
stantial relief for the manpower shortage existing. 

If this policy is adopted, it ismy recommendation that 
provisional employees, permitted to serve in the Fire 
Department for a period of six months to a year, at the 
completion of such length of service should be permitted 
to become permanent members of the department; 
otherwise, there will be no incentive for any person to 
seek employment or to accept employment in our fire 
fighting ranks, as the salaries offered by outside indus- 
tries are higher than those available to firemen, and 
there is no inducement of security available for pro- 
visional appointees. 

The increased burden placed upon the working fireman 
has continued to reflect itself in our injury rolls and 
pensions. During the year 1944 sixty pensions were 
granted for disability. 

All of the new men in our department have com- 
pleted the drill school training and have proven to be 
satisfactory employees, and great credit is due to them 
and to their officers for the manner in which they have 
carried on in the interests of public safety during the 
manpower shortage. 
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B. AUXILIARY FIRE FORCE. 


The training of auxiliary members of the Fire De- 
partment has come to a stop with the lifting of civilian 
defense regulations. However, there still remain a 
number of men who have an interest in the Fire Depart- 
ment who continue to serve as auxiliary members of our 
- organization available for call in case of emergency. 


C. COMPENSATION. 


The increases in salary granted by your Honor, re- 
sulting in a $2,500 maximum for privates, $2,900 for 
lieutenants and $3,100 for captains, is deeply appre- 
ciated by members of this department and this increase 
helps substantially to offset the increase in taxes and 
cost of living which has developed during the war period. 

The shortening of the step-rate period for new em- 
ployees in the fire fighting force from 5 to 3 years has 
likewise been of benefit to new men in our employ. 

Increases granted to practically every other branch of 
the service through the Emergency Compensation Allot- 
ment have likewise been deeply appreciated in recog- 
nition of the fact that more generous and understanding 
treatment has been afforded to employees of this de- 
partment by your Honor than by any previous ad- 
ministration. , 


D. APPARATUS. 


During the year two American LaFrance 1,000-gallon 
pumps were delivered, one Pirsch 1,000-gallon pump, 
and 1 Mack 1,000-gallon pump. These were ordered in 
1943. 

In addition, 6 new motors were ordered and 3 received 
for use in old apparatus, and 3 tractors were ordered to 
be attached to old but serviceable ladder trucks now in 
use. 

Five additional pumps of 1,000-gallon capacity have 
been ordered for delivery early in 1945; 3 American 
LaFrance, 1 Ward LaFrance and 1 Pirsch comprising 
this order. 

It will be necessary to continue an annual appro- 
priation of at least $100,000 a year for a period of 10 
years in order to modernize the entire fire fighting 
equipment of our department. Caution has been exer- 
cised during the war period, realizing that manufacturers © 
are restricted in the materials they can use during this 
period, and it is expected that lower prices will prevail 
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in the immediate future. Therefore, the appropriation 
of $100,000 a year which has been in force during the 
past few years will result in an added quantity of equip- 
ment being available at this same cost. It will be 
necessary as soon as priorities permit to obtain replace- 
ment of our present rescue trucks and emergency light- 
ing plants and the acquisition of some water tanks for 
use in the grass fire sections of our city. 

We still have a substantial number of such units in 
our possession for auxiliary use, should the needs require 
such use. 

The sum of $18,750 was appropriated for the necessary 
expense of building boilers for one of our fireboats, 
Engine 47, as required by the United States steamboat 
inspectors. It is expected that this boat will be placed 
in service during 1945 in a condition which will be prac- 
tically new and therefore provide a serviceable fireboat 
for the useful life expectancy of approximately ten years. 


E. FIRE ALARMS. 

The total number of fire alarms during 1944 was 
12,358. . 

The total number of false alarms was 1,551. 

The highest number of responses to alarms was ren- 
dered by Rescue Company 2, which answered 1,609 
alarms. Engine Company 22 responded to 1,134 and 
Ladder Company 4 to 1,081 alarms. 


Fe HIRES LOsas 


Fire losses in the United States reached the highest 
peak of the preceding 12 years during the year 1944. 

The fire loss in Boston totalled $3,380,577.15, an 
increase of $635,036.08 over the loss in 1943. The 
major proportion of this increase was due to one loss 
of $522,482.74 on June 12 at 29-33 Simmons street, 
Roxbury, due to an explosion caused by incendiarism. 


G. FIRE PREVENTION. 


Continued special attention should be given to the 
reorganization of the Fire Prevention Division of our 
department. Great progress has been made by means 
of improvement in office procedure and the acquisition 
of modern machinery; a new filing system was inau- 
gurated; an examination was held for the position of 
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Chief Clerk, and additional personnel for clerical duties 
was assigned to the department. Office machinery 
suitable for the purpose of duplicating forms, notices 
and bulletins for inspectors or for the public, along 
with special equipment for the printing, addressing and 
folding of the 70,000 permits mailed each year, was 
part of the modernization program during the year. 

Very few uniformed men are now engaged in office 
work — the inspection service requiring all the men 
that can be made available in this department at the 
present time. | 

A series of printed regulations for the City of Boston, 
issued in conformity with the limitations permitted in 
chapter 148 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, 
was undertaken during 1944. This series should be 
continued from time to time as fire hazards or condi- 
tions require. : 

A series of Inspectors Guides was prepared and issued 
to the officers and inspectors of the department. By 
means of these Guides the official attitude of the de- 
partment concerning many subjects and items became 
clearly established. Previously there had been con- 
siderable difference and uncertainty regarding rights, 
limitations and responsibilities of this department in 
certain matters. This series of bulletins should be 
continued. 

Regarding the inspection force, two plans are pro- 
posed: 


(1.) An examination should be held for candidates 
desiring to be assigned to inspection work in the 
Fire Prevention Division. Such an examination 
should be open to all members of the department and 
based upon the Inspectors Guides and other material 
of interest to fire prevention work. Selection of 
such additional members in the Fire Prevention 
Division inspection force as are necessary from time 
to time should be made jointly by the Fire Commis- 
sioner, the Chief of Department and the Deputy 
Chief in Charge of Fire Prevention, from an eligible 
list established as a result of this proposed depart- 
mental examination. 

(2.) A second proposal is the use of the first 
twenty men on the Civil Service list for lieutenant 
which system would insure active and energetic 
inspection work and eventually a uniform policy and 
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understanding of the Fire Prevention Division oper- 
ations throughout the department as the inspectors 
became officers in the fire fighting ranks. There is 
much to be said for both plans,— this one and the 
one in the preceding paragraph, depending upon 
whether or not lieutenants or privates ‘are wanted 
in the inspection force. A decision can easily be 
made, however, as to which is the more adaptable 
for the circumstances existing in the post-war years. 


Regardless of which plan is adopted, the assignment 
of inspectors by districts should be made, and the 
system perfected by which a district headquarters can 
have duplicate records and information concerning all 
hazards and department activities regarding such 
hazards within their district lines. Such records should 
conform to those now kept at the Fire Prevention 
Headquarters; then, when new district officers are 


assigned to a district from time to time, either perman- ‘ 


ently or temporarily, they will be able to obtain quickly 
all the information necessary concerning notices about 
existing fire hazards in their new location. <A daily 
exchange of information between the district head- 
quarters and the Fire Prevention Division has com- 
menced as a first step to make the maintenance of this 
System easy. 


H. EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM. 


No Fire College was conducted during the year, but 
many sessions of the Drill School were conducted for 
new members entering the department. A plan is 
under way whereby information and educational docu- 
ments may be made available to members of the depart- 
ment through a series of pamphlets to be distributed 
with periodic examinations conducted in quarters by the 
officer in charge of the respective district during the 
year 1945. The lectures ordinarily given at the Fire 
College will be reduced to writing and distributed with 
questions attached. An examination based on these 
questions will be conducted in quarters so that we may 
have a standard of measurement of the interest and 
progress made by members of our department in matters 
pertaining to fire fighting and fire prevention. 

Fire Prevention Inspectors attended Saturday morn- 
ing lectures periodically for the purpose of discussing 
inspection problems and procedure. 
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I. DEPARTMENT MANUALS. 


A comprehensive program of bulletins was adopted 
during the year 1944 and approximately 10 Guides for 
Inspectors, dealing with various subjects were issued 
to all inspectors of the department and officers. | 

These Guides were a step forward in unifying and 
standardizing the procedure of inspection work and in 
answering many of the individual problems of inspectors. 

A series of regulations based upon rules of the State 
Fire Marshal was issued in pamphlet form, the first 
of a series which will be continued indefinitely. These 
pamphlets as issued are distributed to persons known 
to be interested in tha subject and they deal with 
special fire hazards. 

A‘new style fire alarm box location book has been 
printed and the new style rule book 1s still in process 
of preparation and replacement of our running cards 
for fire stations is likewise contemplated for 1945. 

A guide book for new appointees has been prepared 
and will be isssued in 1945. 

A monthly letter to servicemen was inaugurated and 
enthusiastically welcomed by members of the depart- 
ment in the armed forces. 


J. MEMORIAL MASS. 


On November 29, 1944, at the Holy Cross Cathedral, 
Boston, the second Memorial Mass for deceased mem- 
bers of the Fire Department was held. The Most 
Reverend Archbishop Richard J. Cushing presided, the 
Reverend Henry J. O’Connell, Fire Department Chap- 
lain, was the celebrant, and the Reverend Matthew P. 
Stapleton, D. D., delivered the sermon. 

Earlier in the year, May 7, 1944, a Communion 
Sunday was held for the Catholic members of the Fire 
Department at St. Clement’s Church, followed by a 
Communion Breakfast at the Hotel Statler. This 
new activity within the department, inaugurated by 
Father O’Connell, was very well attended and the 
support given to this function was so spontaneous that 
it will be continued in future years as a regular function 
of the department. 


K. PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


A Protestant Chaplain was nominated by the Fed- 
erated Council of Churches and it is expected that his 
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appointment will take place early in 1945 in accordance 
with provisions of the budget. This Chaplain will 
supplement the work of the Catholic Chaplain through 
activities sponsored by other denominations. 


L. MAINTENANCE PROBLEMS. 


The Maintenance Division of the Fire Department 
continued to successfully keep department property in 
good condition and apparatus in workable order in 
spite of the shortage of many necessary materials and 
parts. 

The Fire Alarm Construction Force likewise kept the 
fire alarm equipment in operating condition. 

Two-way radio frequency modulation sets were 
installed, replacing the old A. M. sets previously used 
by the Fire Department. Extension of this two-way 
communication system will be rapid as soon as neces- 
sary materials are available but at the present time all 
chief officers’ cars are available for communication with 
Fire Alarm Headquarters on a two-way basis as are our 
fireboats. This system operates on a wave length 
exclusively reserved for the use of our department. A 
new transmitter at the central fire alarm station was 
installed and two additional pick-up stations are planned 
for the future as soon as materials are available. 

Post-war projects and plans are contained in another 
section of this report. 


M. NEW CONSTRUCTION AND ALTERATIONS. 


Plans were completed for the construction of a new fire 
station in West Roxbury. However, these plans were 
not approved by the War Production Board but a 
recommendation was made by them that the projects 
be resubmitted in February, 1945, at which time it is 
hoped that the shortage of critical materials will be 
relieved to such an extent that the contract for con- 
struction can be let in the early months of the coming 
year. Immediately upon the receipt of W. P. B. 
approval the contract can be let for the construction of 
this long-desired fire station. 

Plans for the remodeling of Ladder Company 8 at 
Fort Hill square were completed, specifications were 
written and the entire project approved by the W. P. B. 
The cost of $80,000 has been requested for inclusion in 
the 1945 budget of the department and immediately 
upon the granting of this amount bids will be solicited 
for the alteration of this downtown fire station. 
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A garage was rented in the Blue Hill avenue section 
of Roxbury for storage of equipment and for a light car 
repair shop as a temporary accommodation until such 
time as a completely new garage and maintenance 
building can be obtained. | 


N. POST=WAR PROJECTS. 
I. Fort Hill Square. 


Plans have been drawn and specifications printed for 
the alteration of the premises of Ladder 8, Fort Hill 
Square, modernizing this station in every respect. 

Estimated cost — $80,000. 


II. West Roxbury. 


Plans have been completed and specifications made 
for the construction of a firehouse on city-owned land 
at the corner of West Roxbury Parkway and Washington 
street. 

Estimated cost — $80,000. 


Ill. East Boston. 


Construction of a new fire house at Orient Heights, 
East Boston, should be undertaken. 
Estimated cost — $80,000. 


IV. Downtown Boston. 


Construction of a new fire station on Kneeland street 
in Boston, to combine Ladder 17 whose present quarters 
are in process of being purchased by the New England 
Medical Center, with Engine 7, now located on East 
street. 

Estimated cost — $100,000 (less the sale price of 
Engine 7 and Ladder 17 present buildings). 


Vv. North End. 


A new fire station on Hanover street, to accommodate 
Ladder 1, now located in Bowdoin square, and Engine 
8, now on Salem street, is long overdue. 

Estimated cost — $100,000. 


VI. Headquarters. 


Plans are in process and specifications are being 
written for the construction of a new Fire Department 
Headquarters at Bowdoin square. The present Bow- 
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doin square fire station has a foundation permitting the 
addition of two floors above the present quarters. 
Plans for the addition of these floors are now being 
drawn and to this location will be transferred the 
executive offices of the Fire Commissioner, the Chief of 
Department, the Fire Prevention Division and the 


Electrical Inspection Division. In this imposing struc- 


ture there will be located modern facilities for the conduct 
of- Fire Department business. Many features are 
planned, such as a museum for old equipment and 
relics; a comprehensive central library of books and 
literature on fire fighting, fire prevention and allied 
subjects; a chemistry laboratory; a photography room; 
a central filing room for documents and papers of the 
department and suitable quarters for legal, engineering 
and public information services in connection with the 
Fire Prevention Division. 
The estimated cost is $150,000. 


VII. Fire Prevention. 


As soon as possible in the post-war period, a full-time 
chemist should be engaged and placed in the Fire 
Prevention Division. A properly equipped laboratory 
should be made available to this chemist so that he 
might be able to make tests of the many items of 
inflammable character which will appear as soon as the 
war is over. In addition, such a chemist can carry on 
the regular analytical work now sent to the city chemist 
by the Arson Squad. 

A photographer is needed. The very fact that the 
Fire Prevention Division can send a man to a person’s 
property and have a photograph taken will generally 
secure a correction on the spot wherever a hazard 
exists. The significance of a photograph is obvious to 
all persons and of great value in presenting evidence for 
court prosecutions. Likewise, such a photographer can 
be used by the department in maintaining the pictorial 
personnel records of the department, taking pictures at 
the scenes of accidents between apparatus and other 
vehicles, and taking pictures at multiple alarm fires to 
record the operations of the department. 

At least one engineer equipped with the knowledge 
of building construction should be assigned to the Fire 
Prevention Division as a liaison officer between the 
Building Department and the Fire Prevention office. 
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In addition, he should act in an advisory capacity for 
officers and inspectors of the department coming upon 
structural problems in their regular inspection work. 
Furthermore, such an engineer could give an instruction 
course for all officers and members of the department, 
and any special problems assigned to him for special 
attention would have the benefit of technical engineer- 
ing training when being decided upon. The amount 
of new construction and alterations which will take 
place after the war will be great, and by proper fire 
protection a great deal can be accomplished to make 
this city less susceptible to the outbreak of fire than at 
the present time, when we are faced with an abundance 
of old wooden buildings constructed years ago before 
the present Building Code was developed. The atten- 
tion of an engineer in the Fire Department to such 
problems would be well worth the cost of his service. 

A public relations man or copywriter should be 
engaged in the Fire Prevention Division if it is to 
function efficiently. Fire prevention work is to a great 
extent educational work, and educational work requires 
the presentation of fire prevention messages, bulletins, 
and information for the public consumption. Unless 
such material is properly written, suitably designed and 
well displayed, much of it will be wasted. Any safety 
organization which hopes to be successful in its program 
employs the services of a person experienced in writing 
advertising and preparing copy. That is the type of 
person that is needed in the Fire Prevention Division. 

A lawyer should be engaged for full-time service in 
the Fire Department. The need for such a person 1s 
probably greater than even for any of the above-named 
persons. An increased number of prosecutions in fire 
prevention cases require careful supervision as to the 
legality of notices and procedure. The conduct of arson 
hearings, the supervision of contracts for construction, 
repairs and alterations to buildings, the conduct of 
hearings and review of proposed rules and regulations 
of the department based upon existing laws, all require 
legal counsel. There has never been a month when the 
Law Department of the city has not had before it some 
matter involving the Fire Department awaiting a 
decision or an opinion from the Corporation Counsel. 
If there was an attorney in the Fire Department, he 
could have handled practically all such matters. In 
the post-war years the amount of legal work to be done

for the department will be at least doubled with the 
increased activity which will take place. 

The Fire Prevention Division, with the above improve- 
ments, can rank as superior to any similar organization 
in the country, and it should compare favorably with the 
organizations supported by fire insurance companies for 
undertakings on a broader scale in the interests of public 
safety. 

The value of life and property in this city warrants 
the small expenditure necessary for the employment of 
the personnel described above and, were it not for the 
shortage of manpower available during, the war years, 
this reorganization in the Fire Prevention Division 
would now be an accomplished fact. 


VIII. Facilities for Apparatus Repair. 


Retaining the present Maintenance Building: on 
Bristol street for storage purposes, it is imperative that 
a new building be constructed or purchased in order to 
provide adequate accommodations for the repair and 
maintenance of motor equipment in the Fire Depart- 
ment. The present motor vehicle repair facilities are 
antiquated and outmoded, having been designed origin- 
ally for horse drawn vehicles. Space is needed for the 
simultaneous repair of from 4 to 6 ladder trucks and 
from 4 to 6 pumpers or hose wagons. In addition, 
garage space is required for approximately 20 pieces 
of reserve fire equipment and auxiliary portable pumps. 
Accommodations should be provided for a modern 
fireproof paint shop, and space should be provided also 
for storage of repair parts; for a machine shop; iron 
worker’s forge; battery shop; upholstery repairs, and 
other related work. Floor space five times greater 
than the present available floor space in our automotive 
repair shop is a minimum requirement for the provision 
of these facilities. 

The estimated cost of such an automotive repair 
shop with suitable equipment is $150,000, exclusive of 
land cost. This expense will be lessened somewhat by 
the elimination of rental costs now borne for storage of 
equipment in a large garage. 


IX. Fire Alarm Maintenance. 
The removal of the Headquarters offices from 60 


Bristol street to Bowdoin square will make space 
available for the Fire Alarm Maintenance Division, 
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which is now located in a building one hundred years 
old on Wareham and Plympton streets. The Fire 
Alarm Maintenance Division can be transferred to 60 
Bristol street, where spacious accommodations will be 
available for the various offices, machine shops, con- 
struction crews and supplies of the Division. The 
building at Plympton and Wareham streets should be 
abandoned and the land used as a drill yard for Engine 3 
and Ladder 3, which adjoin this property. 

Negligible capital cost is involved in this improvement, 
there being only a change in location required. 

Construction of a one-story building in the yard 
connecting the present Maintenance Building on Bristol 
street and the Headquarters Building should be under- 
taken as part of the preceding project for the purpose 
of providing necessary servicing and garage space for 
the Fire Alarm Maintenance vehicles. 

Cost of this structure should approximate $75,000. 


X. Fireboat. 


' Acquisition of a Diesel-operated fireboat has long been 
desired in the Fire Department for economy and 
flexibility in operation. This acquisition would have 
been accomplished by now except for war conditions. 
Abandonment of one of our present costly fireboats 
(now 50 years old) and replacement with a more 
economical Diesel-operated boat will cost approximately 
$100,000. 

‘Savings in operating costs may offset this investment 
in ten years. 


XI. Service Vehicles. 


Immediate replacement of 30 passenger cars, 12 
hight trucks, and the acquisition of 3 fuel wagons, one 
for each division, 3 rescue wagons, one for each division, 
and 3 lighting plants, one for each division, should be 
accomplished at the earliest possible moment. Daily 
delivery of gasoline in our own fuel trucks might possibly 
result in savings sufficient to pay the cost of the trucks 
within 2 years. 

Estimated cost — $100,000 (less savings effected in 
cost of gasoline deliveries). 


XII. New Apparatus. 


Regular replacement of antiquated fire equipment of 
the department should be continued with an annual 
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appropriation of not less than $100,000 in accordance 
with the present program. This estimate anticipates 
the acquisition of fire equipment at lower than current 
war prices and possibly the acquisition of governmental 
surpluses at very low prices, and it will result in reducing 
present maintenance costs by fifty per cent at least. 


» 
XIII. Radio Equipment. 


Immediate expansion of the two-way radio system 
should take place so that fire fighting apparatus, Rescue 
Squads, Motor Squad and other service vehicles of the 
department will have two-way communication to supple- 
ment the present installations existing in Chief Officers’ 
cars. Estimated cost — $40,000. 


XIV. Underground Wiring. 


Steps for the acceleration in the work of placing of 
overhead wires underground throughout the City of 
Boston, interrupted during the war years, should be 
undertaken. 


XV. Additional Fire Alarm Boxes. 


Installation of at least 100 new fire alarm boxes in 
strategic locations of the city and the placement of a 
fire alarm box at the entrance door (accessible to the 
public) on all public school buildings, motion picture 
houses and various institutions not now having such 
equipment should be undertaken as soon as _ possible. 
Estimated cost — $75,000. 


XVI. Long Island Hospital. 


In the post-war period, when additional men will be 
available for Fire Department service, it is recom- 
mended that a detail be assigned for regular duty at 
Long Island Hospital. This detail to be in the form of 
an extra company or in groups of Light House Duty 
men to cover 24-hour periods each day at this institu- 
tion. Such a detail should be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of operating the fire apparatus on the 
island, the hospital fire brigade to operate hose lines, 
raise ladders and do whatever work is required in fire 
fighting operations. 
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XVII. Auxiliary Water Supply. 


(1) It is recommended that the Public Works De- 
partment construct reinforced concrete fire cisterns in 
various parts of the city for auxiliary or emergency fire 
department use —at points distant from the water- 
front, rivers or ponds. In case of earthquake, hurricane 
or other such disturbances, if the water mains are 
broken, the Fire Department should have access to 
such water reservoirs. Specifications of the cisterns 
successfully installed in San Francisco after the earth- 
quake are on hand at the Fire Department for reference. 


(2) Platforms on the Charles River and Fort Point 
Channel would be of value for emergency use, also, so 
that pumps could draft from such platforms and supply 
water through large hose lines across the Back Bay, 
the West and South End. Likewise, such platforms at 
other locations, such as Jamaica Pond, the Neponset 
River and Upper Charles River, would prove valuable 
to adjacent localities in emergencies. 


XVIII. Legislation. 


Legislative proposals providing for improved public 
safety facilities in lodging houses, tenement houses, 
boarding houses, rest homes, convalescent homes and 
all dwelling houses converted for similar purposes to the 
akove should be supported by the department in cooper- 
ation with other public safety agencies. 


SUMMARY. 


The total cost of the above projects approximates 
$1,100,000, not including the annual appropriation of 
$100,000 for new apparatus. The investment in new 
apparatus may easily result in an annual saving of from 
$35,000 to $50,000 in labor costs and replacement parts 
necessary now in maintaining 100 pieces of apparatus 
now 20 to 25 years old. 


The investment in a new Diesel-operated fireboat 
likewise will result in an annual saving in fuel and 
approximately $10,000 a year in repair work. 

The other costs are for long overdue capital replace- 
ments and improvements. 
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The result of this investment will be: 


4 new fire stations (West Roxbury — Boston — North 
End —- East Boston) 
1 modernized old station (Fort Hill square) 
new Headquarters Building (Bowdoin square) 
1 new Fire Alarm Maintenance Building location (South 
End) 
] new apparatus repair and storage shop 
_ Enlarged storage space in present Maintenance Building 
1 new fireboat to replace present over-age boat

Spaced over two years a capital investment of $550,000 
per year will accomplish the above results, exclusive of 
recurring costs for replacement of vehicles and moderni- 
zation of department property. 

Savings accomplished in the processing of the above 
work may provide funds for various minor alterations 
necessary in various fire stations throughout the city 
and hence this latter cost has not been itemized. The 
installation of cement floors in approximately 15 dif- 
ferent old fire stations comprises the major need in 
this respect, in addition to the pointing and repairing 
of the Tower at the Headquarters Building and the 
installation of a bell (already in our possession) in the 
Tower. The total cost of this long delayed repair work 
may approximate $100,000, which amount may be 
spaced over a period of five years in the annual mainte- 
nance budget as a protracted work program or under- 
taken at once as a part of the capital improvement 
program. 

All of the above projects will serve likewise to provide 
work for returning veterans of World War II.

ELECTRICAL INSPECTION DIVISION. 


On May 2, 1944, the name of the ‘‘ Wire Division” 
was changed to that of ‘‘ Electrical Inspection Division” 
by an amendment to chapter 15 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1925, passed by the City Council and approved 
by the Mayor, as follows: 


ORDINANCES OF 1944, CHAPTER 1. 


Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1925 
is hereby amended by striking out section ten and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 

Section 10. The fire commissioner shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties imposed by law 
upon the wire commissioner, and shall establish in 
the fire department a division to be known as the 
electrical inspection division. The electrical in- 
spection division shall be in charge of a deputy 
appointed by the fire commissioner, who, under the 
direction of the fire commissioner, shall carry out 
the provisions and requirements of law relating to 
wires and inspection of wires, and the installation 
and use of electric conductors and appliances in 
buildings in the city of Boston. The salary of the 
deputy shall be fixed by the fire commissioner, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor. 


This was done for the efficiency of the Division, and 
had no effect in changing the duties or work or personnel 
in any other way. 


REINSPECTION OF OLD INSTALLATIONS, ETC. 


The reinspection of old existing electrical installations 
was carried on throughout the year together with the 
inspection of new installations and changes, particular 
attention being given to schools, rest homes, night spots 
and other places of assembly where public gatherings 
are held, and while the majority of them were found 
to be in a satisfactory condition, defects were found in 
others which were promptly called to the attention of 
interested parties, and corrections were made and other 
defects are in the process of correction.

Dear Mayor Kerrican,—I am pleased to submit 
to you the Annual Report of the Health Department 
for the year 1944. The share contributed by each 
Division to the maintenance and improvement of the 
health of our city is outlined so that the citizens of 
Boston may become acquainted with the many public 
health services which guard their health. 

Dr. G. Lynde Gately resigned as Health Commissioner 
during November, 1944, in order to accept active duty 
as a Lieutenant Commander in the Naval Reserve. In 
December, 1944, after five years active duty as a 
Commander in the Naval Reserve, I returned to the 
Health Department where I have served continuously 
since 1904, except for active duty during World War I, 
to accept the appointment as Commissioner. I know 
I speak for Doctor Gately as well as myself in expressing 
appreciation for the generous cooperation and support 
which the Health Department received from the other 
city departments. Our gratitude must also be expressed 
to the physicians and to the many public and private 
agencies of Boston whose help has contributed much to 
the good health enjoyed by the city in spite of wartime 
problems. 

The cost to the taxpayers of Boston for the main- 
tenance of all the services described in this report is but 
1; cents of each tax dollar or approximately $1.28 per 
capita. It must also be remembered that, while the 
cost is assumed by the fewer than 800,000 residents of 
Boston, the benefits of good public health are extended 
to nearly two million people since Boston is the business, 
shopping and recreation center for the metropolitan area.

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HEALTH PROGRESS 


Although wartime has inevitably brought its burden of 
sickness to many lands far from the battlefronts, Boston's 
health in 1944 was good. The general death rate showed 
a decrease to 12.9. Although the birth rate dropped 
somewhat, 13,717 babies were born to Boston mothers 
and fewer of those mothers died in childbirth than ever 
before in the history of our city. The maternal mortality 
rate was only 1.0. Deaths from the communicable diseases 
remained very low and there were no deaths from scarlet 
fever or from typhoid fever. There were, unfortunately, 
two deaths from diphtheria, a completely preventable 
disease. Heart disease, cancer and cerebral hemorrhage 
continue to be the leading causes of death although each 
showed a drop from the 1943 rate. High death rates from 
these diseases prevail throughout the United States be- 
cause of the aging character of the population. Tubercu- 
losis, although showing a lower mortality rate than that 
of last year, still is a major problem and one which merits 
increased atiention. 

The credit for this fortunate state of our health belongs 
to many groups and to many conditions. The physicians of 
our city have labored mightily. To them we all owe a debt 
for their ceaseless work in the face of many difficulties. 
The voluntary agencies of Boston have extended their 
efforts to fill many gaps caused by the demands of mili- 
tary need and to them we foo express great appreciation. 
Sera, vaccines, the sulpha drugs and penicillin must not 
be forgotten in enumerating the reasons for our good 
health. 

“Boston's Health in 1944" is the report of your Health 
Department in which is told the ways it has contributed 
to the health of our city. We hope that after its careful 
perusal, you will better understand why Bostonians do not 
need to worry about the public health. 
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ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 


Boston was particularly fortunate to have avoided the 
serious outbreak of infantile paralysis which existed in 
many other sections of the country. Thirty resident cases 
of the disease occurred with three deaths; an incidence 
which is above that of the previous two years. Until 
further knowledge of the epidemiology of this disease is 
obtained, it is impossible to indicate why Boston and Massa- 
chusetts as a whole escaped the full impact of the epidemic 
which occurred in several adjoining states. |

DIPHTHERIA 


The prevalence of diphtheria in the city is a challenge to 
the community, to the Health Department and to the 
physicians of Boston to extend the immunization program. 
During the year, there were 52 resident cases of diphtheria 
and two deaths, the highest incidence since 1936. When 
proper prophylaxis has been furnished or early treatment 
rendered, cases and deaths from this disease should be 
eradicated.

LOBAR PNEUMONIA 

The number of deaths (239) from lobar pneumonia 
continues on a relatively high rate although a decrease is 
noted from 1943. It is hoped, however, that as a result 
of modern methods of treatment with the newer sulpha 
drugs and penicillin, deaths from this disease in the post- 
war period may be greatly reduced. Education is still 
required to emphasize the necessity for prompt care and 
medical attention since many deaths result from delay in 
obtaining treatment.

MALARIA 


Of particular importance are the 104 cases of malaria 
which were reported in 1944, 35 of which were resident 
cases. No cases, however, have been reported where the 
condition resulted from the disease arising in the city. 
Because of the limited number of mosquitoes in and about 
Boston which are capable of spreading the disease, it is 
not anticipated that the latent cases of malaria returning 
to Boston from sections where’ malaria is prevalent will 
cause an outbreak of the disease. 


MEASLES 


Measles, as usual, was a very prevalent disease although 
the incidence varies somewhat from year to year. 1944, 
with 3,668 resident cases, was a year of relatively low inci- 
dence. The recent reports of successful prophylactic treat- 
ment of individuals exposed to measles with immune globulin 
offers much encouragement for the minimization of the 
severity of this disease which caused three resident deaths.

MENINGITIS 


One hundred and fifty-seven resident cases of menin- 
gococcic meningitis occurred in 1944 which is a marked 
decrease from the 227 cases reported in 1943. The inci- 
dence, however, is still well above the average pre-war 
year. The number of deaths has also been greatly reduced 
and it seems that the possibility of an outbreak of this 
disease in a serious degree has been avoided.

SCARLET FEVER 


No resident deaths occurred from this disease in 1944 
even though 2,247 cases were reported. This morbidity 
represents a decrease from 19438 when 4,015 cases were 
reported. The causative organism, in general, seems to 
have been of a mild strain during the last decade since the 
case fatality rate for many years has been 0.9 or below.

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TYPHOID FEVER 


No deaths were reported from typhoid fever and only 
eight resident cases occurred. Since these cases are the 
result of carrier infection, it is impossible to prevent the 
occurrence of the initial cases which frequently are caused 
by an unsuspected carrier. Control methods to trace the 
source of infection are the only factors which aid in the 
elimination of the disease.

WHOOPING COUGH 


The 800 resident cases of whooping cough reported during 
1944 is a material reduction over the 1,314 cases reported 
in 1943 and may possibly reflect the increased immuniza- 
tion of children by private physicians, clinics and the well- 
child conferences of the Health Department. Five deaths 
occurred and four were in children below one year of age. 
It is evident that parents must be educated to have children 
protected from this serious disease promptly at six months

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL STUDY 


‘Five cases of Leptospira icterohemorrhagiae, which 
resulted in two deaths, developed among fish handlers 
employed in a concern located on the waterfront section of 
the city. Intensive study was made of the epidemiological 
factors involved. Rats were trapped and the spirillum re- 
sponsible for the disease was recovered and injected into 
guinea pigs. Typical symptoms of Weil’s disease developed 
and the spirillum was also recovered from the guinea pigs. 
An active campaign for rat control was carried out in the 
district and the outbreak subsided promptly.

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EPIDEMIOLOGY 

Cases that have lapsed treatment and contacts of 
cases are frequently referred to the Health Department 
for follow-up by the Massachusetts State Department 
of Health and by other agencies. The Division has 
been very successful and has returned to treatment 
72.8 per cent of the cases referred which would other- 
wise not have completed the necessary treatments re- 
quired. In addition, 117 of the remaining cases or 10.5 
per cent were still under investigation December 31, 
1944. 

During 1944, 2,976 calls were made to investigate 
syphilis cases and contacts and 954 calls were made to 
gonorrhea cases and contacts.

WARTIME PROBLEMS 

It is not to be forgotten that the war plays a major 
part in the incidence of venereal disease cases and the 
possibility of an increased number of cases in the post- 
war era may well occur unless an intensive and effective 
control program is executed. 
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Boston has been fortunate to have maintained its 
low rate throughout the war years. In 1942 and 1943, 
an increase occurred in the number of cases of early 
syphilis but in 1944 a return to pre-war rates was noted. 

Contacts of cases occurring in military personnel 
were referred to the Division for follow-up.

Although tuberculosis still ranks fourth as a leading 
cause of death there has been a slight decline in the 
death rate during 1944. The allocated death rate for 
all forms of tuberculosis is now 63.4 and 60.7 for pul- 
monary tuberculosis. The work of the Tuberculosis 
Division with the cooperation of the Public Health 
Nursing Service for clinic work and epidemiological 
follow-up is responsible for keeping the rates near 
pre-war level.

CLINICS 


The iieeen losis Division has twelve regular day 
clinics and three evening clinics staffed by specialists in 
the field and assisted by the Public Health Nursing 
Service. The clinics are conducted in the Health Units 
and sub-stations of the various districts. X-ray facili- 
‘ties are available at all eight Health Units. Patients 
attending sub-station clinics are referred to the nearest 
Health Unit for X-ray. Of the known suspects and 
contacts of the new cases reported during the year, 
70.4 per cent were X-rayed at the Health Department 
clinics. 

Two pneumothorax clinics are conducted each week, 
one at the South End Unit and one at the Whittier 
Street Unit. 

During the year, the clinic procedure has been simpli- 
fied. New patients are admitted for X-ray only. 
When the patient returns for his report if no positive 
or suspicious signs are found and there is no real con- 
tact the clinic physician discharges the case. In the 
old procedure all new cases admitted to clinic were 
examined by the clinic physician and had blood, urine, 
and sputum specimens as well as X-ray. Cases referred 
by private physicians are X-rayed and the report 
returned directly to the physician.

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SPECIAL CONTROL PROGRAM 


As part of the Health Department expanded program 
for tuberculosis control, the Charlestown Health Com- 
mittee was active in planning mass X-ray of residents 
of the district. Working with the Health Education 
coordinator, the committee arranged for distribution of 
educational material and explored various media for 
bringing the facts about tuberculosis to the residents and 
educating them to realize the value of a chest X-ray. 

The committee plans to open the campaign in January 
and will offer a free X-ray at the Charlestown Health 
Unit to every resident over twelve years of age.

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CASE-FINDING 


Although there has been a slight decrease in the 
number of cases reported after death there still leaves 
much to be desired in obtaining adequate reporting of 
cases. Of the 374 pulmonary deaths occurring during 
the year 57.74 per cent were reported only within the 
year preceding death. Only 33.66 per cent of the total 
number of pulmonary cases reported during the year 
were in the minimal stage. Intensive case-finding 
programs and prompt reporting are necessary if a 
reduction in the mortality rate is to be obtained.

MILITARY AND INDUSTRIAL CASE-FINDING 


The Army Induction Center reported 1,147 cases 
during the year. Sixty-five per cent of these were in 
the minimal stage, 20 per cent moderately advanced 
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and 15 per cent far advanced. Of this number only 
13.8 per cent had been previously reported to the Health 
Department. 

Forty-six cases were referred to the Division as a 
result of X-ray programs in industry. Of this number 
eight were found to have tuberculosis; seven in the 
minimal stage, and one moderately advanced. In view 
of these reports if minimal cases are to be found the 
X-ray service must be extended to reach the well 
individual and the public must become aware of the value 
of X-ray as a routine part of a physical examination. 





‘HEALTH UNITS 


All who are familiar with Health Center development 
in the United States or with the program of the Boston 
Health Department are mindful of the important part 
which Boston has played in fostering and demonstrating 
the significance of the Health Unit (Health Center) as a 


physical background for district health work. Upon 


the experimental endeavor for the development of team- 
play in health and welfare work which was first at- 
tempted at the Blossom Street Health Unit in the spring 
of 1916, there was created a chain of eight Health Units 
at a cost of approximately three millions of dollars and 
made possible through the generosity of George Robert 
White, one of Boston’s great benefactors. The Units 
were erected and equipped between the years 1924 to 
1932, and have housed since then on a district level the 
essential official and voluntary health agencies concerned 
with the promotion of health, the prevention of disease, 
and the amelioration of human suffering. The inter- 
relationship made possible by working in close proximity 
under one roof has not only done much to avoid dupli- 
cation and waste, but has brought about a coordination 
of effort which has not only been successful in Boston 
but also in other cities where Health Centers have been 
established. 

Each Health Unit serves a definite unit of the popula- 
tion within established boundaries and is directed by a 
medical inspector of the Health Department who is 
designated as the Health Officer. Nurses, health edu- 
cators, sanitary and food inspectors, and other Health 
Department personnel work out into the district from 
their headquarters in the Health Unit. The functional 
program includes the accepted, familiar public health 


_— 
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activities, including health education programs, infant 
and pre-school health work, dental care, tuberculosis 
services and environmental sanitation. The Health 
Unit is also a center for the distribution of vaccines and 
sera and for the collection of specimens for laboratory 
examination. 

The voluntary agencies housed in the Unit carry on 
the programs for which they were organized, maintain- 
ing their own autonomy and budget. A list of the 
locations of the various Units may be found on the 
inside back cover. In addition to the eight Health 
Units, there are eleven other health stations located in 
sections where there is no Unit. Programs for infant 
and child care are conducted in all of these stations and 
in some of them dental and tuberculosis activities are 
also included. A listing of these substations is also to 
be found on the inside back cover. 


SUPERVISION OF SCHOOL HYGIENE IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The medical protection of children in the parochial 
- schools is the responsibility of the Health Department 
and is carried on by the medical and nursing services. 
Splendid cooperation on the part of the Diocesan 
Director, the Sisters of the Parochial Schools, and the 
personnel of the Health Department has brought about 
very satisfactory team-play in the effort to solve the 
health problems of school children. 

The program includes the routine inspection of all 
children at the beginning of the school year and com- 
plete physical examinations of all children in the first, 
fifth and eighth grades. In order to stimulate the cor- 
rection of remedial defects which requires the active 
participation of the parents, every effort is made to 
have at least one parent present at the physical examina- 
tion. A physician and nurse make daily visits to each 
school to inspect children referred by the Sisters and to 
maintain communicable disease control. As a part of 
this control program, all children not protected against 
diphtheria are immunized and booster doses adminis- 
tered if the need is indicated.

SUPERVISION OF DAY NURSERIES 

During the past year the medical inspectors made | 
173 visits to Day Nurseries to make the facilities of the 
Health Department available to these nurseries. This | 
includes physical examinations, immunization against — 
diphtheria, vaccination against smallpox, and inspection © 
for communicable diseases. The increasing employ- 
ment of mothers in war industries added to the attend-_ 
ance in the Day Nurseries and other homes established | 
to care for children during this period. It is important 
that this group be given adequate preventive service.

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MATERNAL MORTALITY 


Facilities for prenatal care are maintained by the 
Boston Lying-In Hospital in the various Health Units. 
Expectant mothers are advised by the nurses of the 
~Health Department, the Visiting Nurse Association, 
and other agencies to receive this important service 
from their own family physician or at the clinics main- 
tained in the Units. This prenatal care has proved an 
important factor in the reduction of the maternal death 
rate in our community, which has decreased in approxi- 
mately 25 years from 8.4 deaths of mothers per 1,000 
live births and stillbirths to a rate in 1944 of 1.0.

INFANT MORTALITY 


The pleasing and enormous reduction in preventable 
deaths among our young justifies the slogan that this is 
‘The Century of the Child.” A little over fifty years 
ago, one out of every four babies born did not survive 
the dangerous first year of life. Today the infant 
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Total Expenditures and Expenditures by Divisions by Budget Items, 1944 
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mortality rate has been reduced to less than one in 
every 25 children born, with a rate of 37.2 for 1944. 
This tremendous conservation of child life may be 
attributed to a number of factors, including improved 
environmental conditions, protection of milk and water 
supplies, and other sanitary safeguards. Of particular 
significance is prenatal care and the hygiene of preg- 
nancy with its reduction of the hazards of childbirth. 
The training of parents in the possibilities which exist 
for keeping the well child well also has helped attain 
this low mortality.

CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 
During the past year, Boston maintained 30 weekly 
baby and pre-school conferences in 19 localities, includ- 
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ing the Health Units and municipal buildings. These 
conferences are staffed by pediatricians recruited from 
the Harvard, Tufts and Boston University Schools of 
Medicine and by the medical inspectors in charge of the 
eight Health Units. 

It has long been a policy of the Department to have 
the newborn visited shortly after birth by a nurse of 
the Health Department for the purpose of emphasizing 
the conservation of infant life and health through the 
use of preventive medicine. Parents are urged to 
bring the baby to their own family doctor when possible, 
or to a Health Department clinic. The routine followed 
by the clinic is in keeping with accepted pediatric 
practice and includes weighing, physical examination, 
stressing the importance of breast-feeding, instruction in 
formula preparation and communicable disease control, 
including vaccination against smallpox, and immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria and whooping cough. 

There were registered in the clinics in 1944, a total of 
6,166 newborn or approximately one third of the total 
number of children born to residents. Two hundred 
and ninety new children between the age of one and two 
and 233 new children between the ages of two and five 
years were also enrolled. Forty-eight thousand and 
twenty-three visits were made to these clinics during 
the year. It is important to remember that many 
children in Boston are receiving this type of service 
from their family physician, so that the total number 
receiving pediatric care is much greater than these 
figures indicate. 


PREVENTION OF DIPHTHERIA 


The recent increase in the prevalence of diphtheria 
in Boston emphasizes the importance of reawakening 
the interest of parents so that every baby is immunized 
before the first birthday. Diphtheria can and must be 
eliminated. 

Children are immunized in the offices of the family 
physician, in the parochial schools and public schools, 
and in the infant and pre-school clinics carried on by 
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the Health Department. During the past year, the 
following number of immunizations against diphtheria, 
vaccinations against smallpox, and combination whoop- 
ing cough and diphtheria immunizations were made by 
the medical inspectors from the Health Department.

CONSERVATION OF VISION 

Dr. Henry Boruchoff, ophthalmologist, joined the 
staff of the Division of Child Hygiene and Health Units 
in 1944. A clinic was opened at the Whittier Street 
Health Unit in November and a second clinic was set 
up in the South Boston Unit for opening in January, 
1945. The following is the volume of work accomplished 
from November 17, 1944, until the end of the year:

DENTAL SERVICE 


Eleven dental clinics were maintained in 1944 for the 
use of pre-school and school children. As in previous 
years, the objective of these clinics is preventive den- 
tistry and every effort is made to teach the child the 
proper care of the teeth. Correlation between class 
instruction in dental health and the visits to the clinic is 
encouraged by the schoo! nurse, the dental hygienist 
and the health educator.

HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 


COMMUNITY HEALTH EDUCATION 


The entire staff of the Service participated actively 
in the second annual Keep Boston Clean program. 
This was a more comprehensive educational endeavor 
than the initial one started in 1943. Increased personal 
interest from Mayor Tobin and from the Commissioners 
of several departments assured more adequate funds for 
producing materials and more active participation of 
personnel from other city divisions. Further comment 
on this program occurs in the report of the Housing and 
Sanitation Division. It is noteworthy here, however, 
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to emphasize the leading role played by the district 
health education committees in promoting community 
interest and cooperation in the program, in the devel- 
opment of educational and publicity materials, and in 
providing for their best use among school children and 
adults. 

The Professional Advisory Councils in the four 
organized districts sponsored local health committees 
to study various other problems in addition to street 
sanitation. The subcommittee on venereal disease 
control, organized in October, 1943, in the South End, 
continued its activities throughout June, 1944, and 
then reorganized in September to extend its influence. 
In addition to direct social hygiene education, this 
group subdivided itself to study problems related to 
overnight lodging for servicemen and recreation for 
teen-age civilians inasmuch as these problems have 
implications in relation to the spread of venereal disease. 
All the usual media of education were used. Special 
literature was purchased or printed, posters distributed, 
lectures and film showings were given to numerous 
groups, study activities were conducted and drug store 
window exhibits were displayed. Some special features 
were the series of newspaper articles prepared for this 
program by the Massachusetts Society for Social 
Hygiene, literature distribution via special leaflet boxes 
designed for use in powder and wash rooms of hotels, 
restaurants and night clubs, and an outdoor meeting. 
This latter was the first such outdoor health meeting 
sponsored by this Service. Equipment and assistance 
for this undertaking were given by the Public Works 
Department and the Recreation Division of the Park 
Department. 

The subcommittees on tuberculosis control in each 
district continued to study the local problems and to 
formulate plans for bringing facts to their neighbors. 
By late summer, the Commissioner of Health gave 
permission to the Charlestown district committee to 
sponsor a mass X-ray program beginning early in 1945. 
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This single district was: chosen to develop and demon- 
strate this kind of health education program which 
could be duplicated in the other organized areas and 
possibly the entire city when it becomes administratively 
possible to finance and man such an undertaking. With 
this intensive program in mind, the Charlestown 
committee worked with the health educator to develop 
or approve notices, fliers, posters, leaflets, films and 
allied educational and publicity material. The Service 
prepared a Teaching Unit for the junior and senior high 
schools and a three-minute sound trailer on 16 mm. and 
35 mm. film for theatre and special group showings. 
Frequent committee and open meetings served to unite 
the community and the Health Department in prepara- 
tion for what promised to be a successful community 
program continuing well into 1945. 

Although the greatest amount of the educators’ 
district time was spent on the main programs of clean-up, 
tuberculosis and venereal disease, the district committees 
functioned in other directions from time to time as 
various other local health problems arose. Series of 
lectures, almost in the nature of a survey course in 
community health, were given for local Girl Scout 
troops and mothers’ clubs of nursery schools. Coopera- 
tion with a project in nutrition education sponsored by 
three local settlement agencies was given by one district 
educator who acted as liaison between these private 
agencies and the school and health departments in 
setting up an approved program. The need to assist 
in developing special exhibits or other services for 
libraries, housing projects and club groups arose in some 
districts. It is not essential here to enumerate further 
the many similar instances of cooperation of the district 
health educator with public and private health programs 
on a district basis. It is noteworthy that such profes- 
sional assistance is welcomed in a community in addition 
to the intensive specialized correlated programs spon- 
sored by the Health Committee. 
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INDUSTRIAL HEALTH EDUCATION 


After successful preliminary understanding of the 
health education program was established with the 
control committee of the C. I. O. and the A. F. of L. in 
Boston, it was decided to ask the Health Education 
Service to work with a selected factory of 2,000 em- 
ployees in South Boston to develop a standard type 
program which could be duplicated in other areas. 
A health committee of labor-management was formed. 
This reached into the factory divisions by means of 
committees of shop stewards. Intense educational 
efforts were employed with labor-management and shop 
steward committees and through these groups litera- 
ture, questionnaires and application for X-ray blanks 
reached each employee. The steward was responsible 
for reaching every person in his department with all 
information. Posters, exhibits, thermometers indica- 
ting progress in the campaign and similar motivating 
devices were used. Cold prevention and venereal 
disease control were the foci of two other health 
education programs in this industry. Most endeavor, 
however, was concentrated on a program of tuberculosis 
control with the mass X-ray the goal. Cooperation in 
this field was received from the Boston Tuberculosis 
Association and the Massachusetts Tuberculosis League. 
In the program, 90 per cent of the employees applied 
for voluntary chest X-ray. This figure exceeds the 
percentage of applications received in industries where 
the X-ray program was sponsored with little or no 
education of the workers preceding the arrival of the 
Mobile Unit, and offers some tangible measurement of 
the effectiveness of education in public health programs. 


SCHOOL HEALTH EDUCATION 


In September, 1943, the new Course of Study in 
Héalth was introduced into the parochial elementary 
schools. The Teachers’ Record of Pupil Health Card 
was introduced in January. To hasten the assimilation 
of the course of study, the director and the staff of the 
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Service visited each classroom, answering the questions 
of teachers and superiors, and interpreting the vital 
role of the teacher, not only in respect to direct health 
instruction but also in relation to the educational 
aspect of the health service program of the doctor and 
nurse. Assistance in locating sources of helpful class- 
room materials, such as posters, pamphlets, charts and 
texts, and guidance in their use, was a significant service 
rendered to the schools. 

The Service continued to cooperate with the Boston 
Public Schools through the office of the Director of 
Health and Safety. Both the staff members and the 
consultant were called upon for advice by the curriculum 
committees who are producing a new course of study in 
health for the public school system. This system co- 
operated fully in the Keep Boston Clean program and 
in all local health education activities. 

Studies were made of the Federal school lunch pro- 
gram through conferences with the staff of the regional 
office. Efforts to extend the use of ‘“‘penny milk” in 
needy areas were made by this Service in so far as this 
practice is related to the health of the school child. 

The Boston Teachers’ News Letter featured an article 
on Health Education prepared by a staff member for 
this monthly publication. 


CITY-WIDE HEALTH EDUCATION 


In addition to the community organization and school 
health programs, this Service reached the whole popu- 
lation in several ways. A campaign for increased 
attention to the pre-school child was conducted in 
cooperation with the medical and nursing staffs. <A 
booklet, ‘‘ Your Child’s Health from Two to Five,” was 
published as part of this program. Another city-wide 
effort of short duration was directed toward encourag- 
ing a booster dose of diphtheria toxoid for school chil- 
dren. A four-lecture course on Restaurant Sanitation 
was arranged for a large downtown department store.

A series of lectures on personal hygiene, dressed up and 
mimeographed as a ‘‘Charm Course,’’ was prepared by 
the Service in response to a demand for this kind of 
material by leaders of teen-age clubs and high school 
teachers. An exhibit showing Health Department serv- 
ices to physicians was constructed by the staff and dis- 
played at the Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts 
Medical Society. Copy for the revised edition of the 
booklet on the Health Units of Boston was assembled 
and the publication will be released in 1945. City-wide 
radio education by means of regular spot announce- 
ments, pointing out current problems and special chil- 
drens’ shows, reached all the people. Newspaper edu- 
cation was effected through the seven large dailies and 
the twenty-nine neighborhood papers. Exhibits were 
built to point out special programs and were used in 
drug and department store windows, in libraries and in 
other public centers from time to time. The Annual 
Report of the Health Department was again edited by 
the staff. Lecture service to schools of nursing and 
women’s clubs also brought staff members out of their 
assigned districts. 


VISITORS AND FIELD STUDENTS 


The Health Education Service was honored by visi- 
tors from several countries, most of whom spent a few 
weeks doing field work with the staff in order to become 
sufficiently familiar with the Boston program to dupli- 
cate it in their countries. Among these were students 
and physicians from Brazil, Peru, Chile, Colombia, 
Mexico, Paraguay, Nicaragua and China. Many Amer- 
ican visitors and consultants also visited the Service. 

Local student groups visiting this Service included 
some from the Boston City Hospital School of Nursing, 
Boston University Medical School, Simmons College 
Schools of Nursing and Social Work, Boston Teachers 
College and the Harvard School of Public Health. 
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OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The preparation of new materials and the selection of 
suitable media for use in the various programs was part 
of the routine activity of the staff. Previews of films 
and film strips were conducted. New health literature, 
posters and other exhibit materials, radio transcriptions 
and scripts were reviewed in connection with each pro- 
eram conducted. Reports of health education activi- 
ties and general public health improvements were 
studied and kept on file. Staff members attended 
many conferences and professional meetings sponsored 
by various official and voluntary health agencies.

Better understanding of public health nurses’ work is 
increasingly evident from year to year as shown by the 
attitude of the families visited. The nurses are accepted 
as friends and teachers of health by the vast majority 
of the families with whom they come in contact and 
are regarded by other social and health organizations as 
valuable co-workers. Better health is fostered also by 
the policy of treating the family as a unit, and accept- 
ance of the fact that whatever affects one member of 
the family affects all other members in some way. This 
is one of the basic reasons why a generalized nursing 
service, with its emphasis on the family group, is so 
successful in promoting better health in the community. 
While the nurses work on a generalized basis, a visit to 
a family is reported, for statistical purposes, according 
to the primary need for the visit. For instance, a pre- 
school child coming regularly to the child health con- 
ference, and ordinarily classified in this group, may be 
visited because of measles, and, for the time being, visits 
are charged to the communicable disease service. When 
a family is already known to the nurse, a visit is apt to 
be more profitable because the nurse can build on 
previous teaching and does not have to repeat what she 
knows the family has already been taught. 


HOME VISITS 


The type of home visit made by the nurses has 
changed considerably in some parts of the city during 
the past years. This has been partially caused by 
shifting population. Many families are moving out of 
the congested districts and other racial groups move in. 
In the West End district there have been many houses 
remodeled into one and two room apartments and 
fewer children in both infant and school-age groups are 
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found in this district than in previous years. With 
restricted immigration, there is not the difficulty with 
foreign languages that used to be encountered. The 
people generally are more willing to accept hospitaliza- 
tion and it seems easier to persuade parents to have their 
children immunized against diphtheria and whooping 
cough. 


CHILD HYGIENE 


A visit is made by the nurse to every newborn baby 
and parents are instructed on the value of medical 
supervision for the well child. This visit also affords 
opportunity for instruction on the importance of a birth 
certificate and the parents’ responsibility in completing 
it and returning it to the Registry of Births. Prior to 
discharge of premature babies from the Boston Lying-In 
and Infant Hospital, a visit is made by the nurse to 
the home and a report on the home condition is sent 
to the hospital. Follow-up care in the home is also 
provided and medical supervision is continued by the 
hospital staff. 

The nurses also assist at the thirty Well Child Con- 
ferences held in various sections of the city. The 
purpose of these conferences is to provide medical 
supervision for infants and pre-school children. Home 
follow-up visits are made to interpret instructions of the 
pediatrician and to instruct the mother on the various 
phases of child care. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Home visits are also made by the public health nurse 
to cases of communicable disease. Instructions are 
given the family in the care of the patient in order to 
minimize the effects of the disease and control its 
spread. On such visits the nurse frequently has oppor- 
tunity for teaching the value of vaccination and im- 
munization against smallpox, diphtheria and whooping 
cough. An increase of 2,483 was noted in the number 
of visits necessary to cases of chickenpox, and an increase 
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of 1,538 visits to cases of mumps, while visits to whoop- 
ing cough and scarlet fever cases showed a decrease. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOL AND DAY NURSERIES 


The Health Department nurses do the school nursing 
for the 48 parochial schools and 28 day nurseries in 
Boston. A total of 1,806 visits were made to the day 
nurseries and 8,239 to the parochial schools. The 
nurse assists the school physician with the physical 
examination and immunization program. The Sisters 
in the school and the nurses work closely together in 
the eye testing, weighing and measuring of the children. 
This year the audiometer test was started late in the 
fall and will continue throughout the school year. 

As a result of a slight increase in diphtheria in 1948, 
many of the parochial school children previously 
immunized were given a Schick Test and those showing 
a positive reaction were given a “‘booster’’ dose of 
Diphtheria Toxoid. 

Home visits are made to instruct parents regarding 
correction of remedial defects, to obtain consent for 
immunization and dental care, to give nutritional 
advice and to instruct parents regarding children 
excluded from school for various reasons. © 


TUBERCULOSIS 


A great deal of the nurses’ time is spent in the tuber- 
culosis clinics and in making home follow-up visits to 
patients and their contacts. During the year new 
policies and a simplified system of records were put into 
effect which greatly reduces the amount of clerical work 
required of the nursing staff in the tuberculosis field. 
Clinic work has been simplified by admitting patients 
for X-ray only and continuing regular clinic and home 
follow-up only when the X-ray shows positive or suspi- 

cious signs or in cases where there is a real contact or 
where the clinic physician wishes to hold the case for 
further study. 
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The nurses continue to assist in the regular weekly 
tuberculosis clinics and the two weekly pneumothorax 
clinics. They do the follow-up work on all .clinic 
patients and reported cases of tuberculosis. Special 
efforts are made to persuade contacts to have periodical 
physical examination with X-ray. 


NUTRITION SERVICE 


The nutritionist of the Service arranged round table 
discussions, lectures, moving pictures, and literature on 
nutrition. She also was very helpful in solving special 
nutritional and budgetary problems in connection with 
the schools and clinics. 


STUDENTS 


Simmons College School of Public Health continues 
to send their students for part of their field training 
under the guidance of the Nursing Service. In addition 
to this regular program, students from Boston University 
School of Nursing doing special work in pediatrics spend 
a day visiting the various departments at the Health 
Department Headquarters and are assigned for varying 
lengths of time for field experience with the nurses in 
the districts. A number of hospitals, public health 
schools, and other institutions also send their students 
to the Nursing Service for observation of clinic and 
field service activities. 


WAR SERVICE 


Two nurses are serving in the U.S. Navy Nurse Corps 
and five are serving in the U. S. Army Nurse Corps.

In 1944, the Bacteriological Laboratory had one of 
the busiest and most interesting years since its begin- 
ning in 1894. During these 50 years, the services of the 
Laboratory have been extended to include public and 
private schools, colleges, hospitals, clinics and charitable 
organizations as well as the private physicians of the 
city. 

The Laboratory also accepted serological diagnostic 
service of. all blood specimens for the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. This work had previously been per- 
formed by the State Wassermann Laboratory. Emer- 
gency biological service was also given Federal Reserve 
Officers en route overseas. 


SPECIAL INVESTIGATION 


In cooperation with other Divisions of the Health 
Department, the Laboratory carried on an investiga- 
tion of an outbreak of Leptospira icterohzemorrhagiae. 
Acknowledgment is made to the U. 8S. P. H. S. for the 
loan of Capt. Carl Larson, an experienced officer, who 
was of valuable assistance. The findings of this investi- 
gation were subsequently demonstrated at a Health 
Officers’ Symposium at the State Health Department. 


EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


One bacteriologist attended the U. 8. P. H. S. malaria 
diagnosis course given at Harvard Medical School. 
This will facilitate the accurate examination of malaria 
bloods which are submitted more frequently since 
service men have returned to this country. 

During the year the Laboratory was honored by 
visits of public health laboratory workers from Canada, 
South America, China, and the U. S. Army and Navy 
as well as laboratorians from six states. 
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Volunteer training was given to students from three 
colleges, two hospitals, and three health departments. 


CERTIFICATION 


The Laboratory is pleased to announce its third 
annual renewal of certification from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. This certification is for 
accuracy of performance, qualified personnel, approved 
equipment and excellence of quarters. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Continuing its work with eating and drinking estab- 
lishments, the Laboratory collected and examined uten- 
sils and offered suggestions and demonstrations. These 
efforts have already begun to show results and indicate 
that public health education of restaurant owners, 
managers, and personnel can result in improvements 
beneficial to owners and patrons alike. 

The Laboratory aided the intensive tuberculosis case- 
finding program undertaken in 1944 by providing a new 
type container for collection and transmission to the 
Laboratory through the mails of suspected tuberculosis 
sputum. 

Request for such examinations as diagnostic whooping 
cough cultures, immunization of missionary priests, and 
culturing of meningitis contact cases for the School 
Department reflects the influence of public health 
education. : 
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In December, 1943, the Dairy Inspection Service was 
separated from the Milk Inspection Service and returned 
to the status it had previous to 1941. 

Dairy farm inspection, as required by the General 
Laws, requires the Health Department to inspect the 
milk produced on a dairy farm, and the place where 
and the circumstances under which it is handled before 
a permit is granted for its sale. Boston regulations also 
require that the milk, both raw and pasteurized, from 
each farm be examined at least once a month by the 
licensed dealer for bacteria count and temperature. 
These records must be kept on file at the country plant 
which receives the milk. 

The duties of the Dairy Inspection Service are to see 
that these tests are properly made and recorded, to 
make examinations of the milk from poor quality dairies, 
to ascertain that the country creameries have the equip- 
ment of sufficient capacity to handle the amount of 
milk shipped, to examine plant equipment, cans and 
tank trucks for cleanliness and to see that proper 
refrigeration is supplied from farm to pasteurizing plant. 

Wartime conditions have made it difficult to keep 
the milk supply up to the high standards set by the 
regulations because of an inadequate number of inspec- 
tors, inability to obtain new equipment and insufficient 
transportation. One of the major problems encoun- 
tered was the cooling of the morning milk because of the 
great increase in the amount produced and because of 
the lack of shipping facilities. Close cooperation has 
been maintained with the war agencies and especially 
with the Office of Defense Transportation so that the 
milk could be hauled from the farm to the plant without 
too much delay.

MILK SUPPLY 


Having in mind the serious shortage of milk in 
November and December of 1943, which resulted in the 
rationing of milk by the dealer, all government agencies 
supervising the production, distribution and sale of 
milk in Metropolitan Boston consistently pleaded with 
farmers to increase production. The farmers’ response 
was so effective that there was no shortage of milk in 
1944. The need for cooperation was especially brought 
home to the farmers when a dealer, to avoid a shortage 
of milk so far as his business was concerned, enlarged 
the milk-producing shed by purchase of a large milk 
receiving station in New York State. Milk producers 
representatives promptly conveyed the knowledge of 
this fact to farmers and pointed out to them the real 
danger of losing the Boston Milk Market unless local 
production kept up with demand to make further 
enlargement of the shed unnecessary. 


QUALITY OF MILK 


In 1943, due to the impact of wartime conditions 
upon skilled labor in the milk industry, a tendency 
toward the lowering of the quality of milk was noted. 
The Milk Inspection Service made special efforts dur- 
ing 1944 to prevent an alarming increase in this tend- 
ency. That these efforts were at least partially 
successful is illustrated by the fact that in tests of the 
milk as received from the country by the pasteurization 
plants, the percentage of samples containing less than 
400,000 colonies of bacteria per cubic centimeter was 
60.8 per cent in 1944 as compared to 68 per cent in 
1943.

FROZEN DESSERTS 


The United States Government quota on the amount 
of frozen desserts which manufacturers are permitted 
to sell created a situation which was ideal for the 
operation of bootleggers of ice cream. Early in 1944, 
an investigation was made of such an operation which 
was carefully planned and very extensive. This boot- 
legging business was conducted in such a way to make 
it virtually impossible to trace manufacturers, whole- 
salers, or retailers. This involved the manufacture of 
the ice cream outside of Massachusetts and its packag- 
ing in containers not marked with the manufacturer’s 
name as required by law. The ice cream was trucked 
over the state line by a person who was not the manu- 
facturer. A second transfer of the shipment occurred 
outside of the city, usually in a small village, in order to 
avoid jurisdiction of Boston officials. This ice cream 
was then delivered in unmarked packages and in an 
unmarked truck to the final retailer who paid cash, no 
sales slip or check being involved. These transactions 
were operating at a rate of $1,500 a day at the time of 
the investigation and much of this ice cream was not 
up to Massachusetts standards. Successful prosecu- 
tion of the parties over whom jurisdiction could be ob- 
tained stopped the operation in less than one month 
after they began.

One milk license was revoked during 1944 and 966 
warnings were sent to milk dealers and shopkeepers 
where examination of samples collected revealed counts 
of bacteria in milk in excess of 20,000 colonies per cubic 
centimeter and in cream in excess of 40,000 colonies 
per cubic centimeter. Seventy-eight cases were prose- 
cuted in court. Of this number, sixty-eight were con- 
victed, eight were dismissed and two were acquitted. 
Nine thousand six hundred and fifty-one dollars were 
paid in fines.

The Food Division of the Boston Health Department 
has the enormous task of safeguarding the food supply 
of the City of Boston against disease and fraud. This 
responsibility is a large one since it is necessary to 
supervise the market area, all food storage warehouses, 
the food terminals, and all the food stores, restaurants, 
lunch rooms and other public eating and drinking estab- 
lishments. Although three inspectors were added to the 
staff during 1944, the work to be accomplished taxes | 
the capacities of the twenty inspectors in the Division 
to the utmost.

FOOD CONDEMNATIONS 


Large quantities of food had to be condemned as 
unfit for human consumption in 1944. While the con- 
demnation of human food is unfortunate, especially 
during days of food shortage, it is necessary to do this 
where the protection of the public health demands it. 
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During the war period when substitute foods and foods 
of inferior quality were offered for sale, it is especially 
important to protect the consumer against the possi- 
bility of disease and against fraud.

COURT ACTIONS | 


During 1944, it was necessary to bring nine violators 
of our food laws and regulations into court. Of these, 
seven were found guilty and paid fines of $230. The 
other two cases were placed on file. 

There were also seventeen cases brought before the 
Licensing Board for violations of the rules and regula- 
tions pertaining to the sanitary operation of public 
eating and drinking establishments. Of this number, 
nine were closed and the licenses were suspended until 
conditions were rectified to the satisfaction of the Health 
Department. One of these establishments remained 
closed for three months. The other eight establish- 
ments whose licenses were not suspended were placed 
on file and the owners agreed to correct all unsanitary 
conditions without delay. 


RESTAURANT SANITATION 


The Food Division is carrying on an active program 
and improving the sanitation of public eating and 
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drinking establishments. With the opening of numer- 
ous lunch rooms and restaurants to serve war workers, 
it has been necessary to be particularly insistent that 
clean, wholesome, safe food be served and that all eat- 
ing and drinking utensils be properly sterilized even 
though handicaps exist in the form of personnel short- 
age, overwork, and the necessity of getting food prepared 
and ready to serve in short order. 

The inspectors have visited all eating and drinking 
establishments to observe the sanitary procedures and 
precautions employed. Over 3,318 separate specimens 
have been obtained from the utensils in 1,070 eating 
and drinking establishments for examination in the 
Health Department Laboratory. Not only are the 
utensils examined for sterility, but samples of exposed 
foods are also collected and examined to determine their 
purity. Formerly, reports of these examinations and 
the specific recommendations were sent by mail, but 
now the results of the examinations are brought to the 
attention of the owners and operators of these estab- 
lishments by the district inspector who explains the 
report. In this way, each bacteriological examination 
becomes the basis of an experience in health education 
and much progress in restaurant sanitation has been 
accomplished in this way. 

Printed instructions for the sanitary operation of 
public eating and drinking establishments have been 
prepared. This material has been widely distributed 
and has been found to be of worth. 


SPECIAL WAR PROBLEMS 


The shortages of some food products have encouraged 
unscrupulous individuals, in violation of the food laws, 
to try to substitute inferior products. It has been 
necessary, therefore, to keep strict watch to prevent 
such unethical and harmful practices. 

Although horse meat properly stamped is permitted 
to be sold in Boston, constant inspection and supervision 
must be maintained to prevent the sale of horse meat 
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as beef and against the mixing of horse meat and beef 
in the manufacture of hamburg, sausage and similar 
foods. Inspections on a twenty-four hour basis must 
also be kept up to ascertain that all meats delivered 
in Boston for sale are properly stamped. 

Special attention has also been given in 1944 to the 
inspection of hamburg plants and sausage factories, not 
only to make sure that only meats and other ingredients 
authorized by law are used, but also to insure close 
adherence to sanitary practices and procedures. 


AN OUTBREAK OF WEIL'S DISEASE 


On July 29, 1944, a death from Weil’s disease, which 
occurred at the Boston City Hospital, was called to 
the attention of the Food Division. The case was 
immediately investigated and it was found that the 
decedent, who lived in the North End, had been 
employed as a fish splitter by an establishment on 
Atlantic Avenue, Boston, which, on examination, was 
found to be heavily infested by rats. - An investigation 
of a large storage warehouse and food processing estab- 
lishment at which the decedent had been previously 
employed as late as February, 1944, disclosed a modern, 
sanitary, rat-proof establishment which was almost 
free of evidence of rodent infestation. 

Within two weeks after the occurrence of this death, 
a second death from the same cause was reported from 
the Massachusetts General Hospital. The decedent 
was also a male fish splitter living in Medford who was 
employed in the same establishment on Atlantic Avenue 
and who worked beside the first decedent. <A third case 
was also reported at the same time. This individual 
was also a male fish splitter who was employed in the 
same fish establishment. He was hospitalized at the 
Boston City Hospital and recovered. 

It seemed evident, therefore, that the fish establish- 
ment on Atlantic Avenue in which three cases of Weil’s 
disease occurred among fish splitters was infested with 
rats infected with the Leptospira icterchemorrhagiae. 
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As this establishment employed only eight to ten fish 
splitters the incidence was relatively high. In order to 
prove conclusively that the rats were infected, about 24 
were trapped alive in the fish establishment by covering 
some large empty metal drums with moistened wrapping 
paper on which suitable bait was placed. The weight 
of the rat would tear the paper and it would fall to the 
bottom of the drum. These rats were examined at 
the laboratory by the guinea pig test for the presence 
of the Leptospira organisms in the urine. Of the rats 
so examined, two were found to be positive for Lepto- 
spira icterohemorrhagiae, the typical jaundiced condition 
of the disease being obtained in the guinea pig. 

It was, therefore, evident that a condition existed in 
Boston which might assume serious proportions. Two 
lines of attack were decided upon, one preventive and 
the other curative. It was necessary to determine the 
extent of the rat infestation in all fish establishments and 
other food places on Atlantic Avenue and to take 
effective measures to bring such infestation under control. 
This meant particular emphasis on rat-proofing, on the 
care of all organic refuse, on the elimination of rat 
harborages and on meticulous sanitary practices. No 
food capable of supporting rodent life could be left 
around after working hours. It also meant emphasis 
on good personal hygiene, including satisfactory and 
sanitary hand washing, toilet and drinking facilities. 
It meant the elimination of all drains leading from fish 
and food establishments directly into the harbor and 
the connection of such drains to the sewer. It meant 
also the thorough cleansing, sterilization and protection 
of all implements used by fish splitters so that the hazard 
from this source could be avoided. 

The curative approach consisted in finding all fish 
handlers who might have been infected in the past and 
making certain that they were free of danger now. For 
this purpose, Dr. Carl Larson of the National Institute 
of Health, Bethesda, Maryland, an expert on Weil’s 
disease, was promptly assigned to Boston through the 
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courtesy of the Surgeon-General. A temporary labora- 
tory was set up in one of the offices of a fish establishment 
on Atlantic Avenue and within three hours, 204 male 
and female employees and some proprietors from the 
fish establishments, crab meat breaking-out plants, 
lobster meat breaking-out plants, live lobster establish- 
ments, a tavern, two restaurants and a ship chandlery, 
all from the area under scrutiny, were examined. 
Samples of blood were obtained and examined, four 
giving a positive reaction. These four were further 
examined for active infectiousness. One such case was 
isolated and he was placed under suitable treatment 
with sulfa compounds until he was no longer in an 
infectious condition. 

This small outbreak of Weil’s disease resulting in two 
deaths, demonstrates the tremendous importance of 
controlling rodent infestation. Since rodents are likely 
to inhabit food stores, restaurants, food processing 
plants, markets and other places where food is relatively 
abundant, it becomes mandatory to combat this menace 
to the public health through suitable rat-proofing 
measures, through the elimination of rat harborages, 
through the proper storage and disposal of all organic 
refuse, through the protection of all food supplies at all 
times and through careful, continuous attention to 
sanitation. | 

The water front and the market area directly in back 
of it represent a very fruitful area for preventive work 
against the rat. A program should be evolved which 
will tackle this problem at one time and not in piecemeal 
fashion as has been the case in the past.

During 1944, the physical plant of the Brighton 
Abattoir was greatly improved. The Abattoir does 
not consist of a single building but rather is a collection 
of individual slaughter houses owned or rented by the 
various members of the ‘Butchers’ Slaughtering and 
Melting Association.’”’ The following outline sum- 
marizes the volume and kind of work accomplished. 


BUILDINGS DEMOLISHED 


One slaughter house. 

One chicken slaughter house. 

One stable containing 72 horse stalls. 
Five stables attached to slaughter houses. 


BUILDINGS REPAIRED 


Every building on the grounds repaired on the outside 
and new windows installed wherever necessary. 

New cement stalls and floors constructed in five 
slaughter houses. | 

Every door and window in all the slaughter houses 
properly screened. 

The rear wall of five slaughter houses reconstructed. 


PLUMBING | 
Five new lavatories installed and relocated in the . 
various slaughter houses. 
Seven slaughter house cellars connected with the 
sewers. 


Twenty-five steel flappers covering all openings from 
the slaughter houses into the cellars. 


PAINTING 


All buildings on the grounds have been given two 
coats of paint. 
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Seven slaughter house cellars and all tunnels and 
passageways connecting these cellars have been 
painted white. 

All slaughter houses and coolers painted inside. 


MISCELLANEOUS IMPROVEMENTS 


A number of closets, out-buildings, elevator shafts 
and various openings in the buildings were closed 
or properly taken care of in this reconstruction 
work as the changes were supervised by an experi- 
enced construction engineer. 

In addition, extensive repairs and changes in the 
Rendering Plant were begun under a new contract. 


SLAUGHTERING ACTIVITIES 


The number of animals handled during 1944 showed 
an increase over 1943 but a larger amount of meat was 
condemned as unfit. Careful supervision by public 
health inspectors of the Abattoir, which is the only 
place where animals may be slaughtered in Boston, is a 
protection for the consumer. This is_ particularly 
needed now during this period of meat shortages and 
illegal horsemeat sales.

SPECIAL WAR PROBLEMS AND ACTIVITIES 


During 1944, this Division was engaged in many 
activities connected with the war program. As in 
previous war years, these activities involved noise, 
odor and smoke complaints arising from plants and 
factories working under pressure. Complaints regard- 
ing conditions of premises housing workers were also 
frequent, since due to the acute housing problem in this 
area many people were compelled to live in buildings 
some of which previously had not been used as dwell- 
ings. It is an established policy of the Division not to 
interfere with the war effort, but this does not mean 
abandonment of the statutes, ordinances, rules and 
regulations applicable to the case. It involves, rather, 
the approach of obtaining the cooperation of the plant 
owners and operators as well as of the military and 
naval authorities interested. Relations with the Army 
and Navy regarding these matters were both pleasant 
and agreeable and, with the help of these authorities in 
cases needing such aid, the result was either complete 
abatement or the bringing of the condition below the 
nuisance level. 

Another contact was made with the military and 
naval officers responsible for the sanitation in build- 
ings and wharves rented by the government for mili- 
tary use. The water supply and bathing beach waters 
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in these contract areas were routinely checked by this 
Division and, bacteriological reports were given weekly 
to these officers. In several meetings, the abatement 
of nuisances arising from areas adjacent to these 
installations was also accomplished. 


AN OUTBREAK OF WEIL'S DISEASE 


As described in detail in the report of the Food 
Division, there was an outbreak of Weil’s disease 
during July in a fish processing plant located on the 
water front. Since the causative organism, Leptospira 
-icterohemorrhagiae, is commonly found to be asso- 
ciated with rats, the attention of this Division was 
centered on the rat and sanitary conditions not only 
of the premises where the outbreak occurred but also of 
the entire plock of fourteen business houses, the greater 
portion of which were engaged in fish cutting and 
processing. The inspectors of the Division who spe- 
cialize in rodent. control trapped live specimens for 
laboratory examination which resulted in proof that 
some were infected with the Leptospira organism. 

Due to the number of factors involved, some of which 
concerned education of both personnel and operators, 
several meetings of the plant operators were held and 
the seriousness of the situation was pointed out, 
Mimeographed rules were distributed governing the 
sanitary operation of such plants and concerning the 
practice of personal hygiene by employees. During the 
talks to the operators, the disease, infectious jaundice, 
was explained and recommendations for the correction 
of unsanitary conditions were delivered in writing to 
each operator. Since many of the defects noted were 
structural in nature and would require large expendi- 
tures of money on permanent improvements, meetings 
of the owners were held. At these meetings, it was 
pointed out to the owners that these improvements, 
such as the laying of impervious floors, the installation 
of new water-closet facilities, the providing of sanitary 
drinking water facilities, and the connection of all 
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drainage to the public sewerage system (in the latter 
case some of the floor drains had been discharging 
directly into the harbor), would not only assist in over- 
coming a definite hazard to health, but would also 
increase the value of the property. The outcome of 
these meetings was an agreement that the owners would 
underwrite the cost of permanent structural improve- 
ments and the operators would improve their equipment 
and change their methods to conform to the rules laid 
down by the Health Department. The operators also 
agreed to supply soap, paper towels, toilet tissue, etc., 
needed for the practice of personal hygiene by the 
employees and further agreed to see that the employees 
received instructions on this subject. 

Because two of the fish processing plants located in 
this block were engaged in Interstate Commerce, the 
Food and Drug Administration issued ‘‘stipulations’’ 
against these premises, which meant that these firms 
could continue business, but not in the premises in 
question until all needed improvements had _ been 
approved both by the Food and Drug Administration 
and by the Health Department. The firm where the 
deaths occurred moved to temporary quarters and the 
other closed until the stipulations were removed. These 
premises are now being operated satisfactorily and the 
rat conditions have been overcome by regular extermina- 
tion service. 


“KEEP BOSTON CLEAN" PROGRAM 


The ‘‘Keep Boston Clean” campaign was opened 
during the month of March after months of preparation. 
Most of the campaign activities involving the Health 
Department were centered in this Division since the 
statutes, ordinances and regulations governing sanita- 
tion are enforced through the housing and sanitation 
inspectors. Prior to the opening of this campaign, a 
committee composed of members of the Health Educa- 
tion Service, the Housing and Sanitation Division, the 
Public Works Department, the Police Department, the 
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Fire Department and the School Department was 
formed and a number of meetings of the main committee 
and of the several sub-groups appointed by the main 
committee were held and plans laid and policies formed. 
When the campaign opened, the inspection force of this 
Division was augumented by twenty Public Works 
inspectors and thirteen inspectors from the Food 
Division. The city was divided into seventy-eight 
districts and the inspectors were instructed to examine 
every yard, private passageway and alley. Approxi- 
mately 6,000 Preliminary Notices to Abate a Nuisance 
and 3,000 Final Notices were served during the campaign. 
Since the serving of the Final Notice must be done by a 
constable authorized to make legal service, it was 
necessary to draft the services of twenty constables from 
various other city departments to assist the Division’s 
eight constables. All but 75 of the 3,000 Final Notices 
served complied with the order. The cases of these 75 
non-cooperating owners and occupants were brought to 
the various district courts and resulted in conviction 
in every case with assessment of fines totaling $2,160. 
Additional help also had to be enlisted to assist both 
the legal and clerical forces of the Division. The large 
volumes of complaints which were received and the 
preparation of notices resulted in many hours of over- 
time duty for the administration office. Since part of 
the campaign publicity requested citizen participation, 
as many as 300 telephone complaints were received in 
a single day. 

One of the results of this campaign was the adoption 
of a rule requiring the operators of lodging houses to 
supply waste receptacles for the use of roomers. These 
receptacles have to be accessible at least between 6 
a. m. and 9 a. m., the object being to prevent the 
roomer from Heute refuse into alleys and passageways 
in order to dispose of it. 

A great deal of the printed material, such as display — 
cards and posters, were used throughout the year after 
the campaign closed and these kept the motto “Keep 
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Boston Clean” constantly before the public. The 
booklet ‘‘Laws, Rules, and Regulations Regarding 
Sanitation’? was also in demand by civic bodies, and by 
police and fire personnel of many cities and towns, who, 
through the publicity in the newspapers regarding the 
outcome of the court cases, became interested in the 
procedure used in handling these cases. Many munici- 
palities sent representatives to obtain information on 
the preparation and presentation of these cases to the 
courts. 


WATER EXAMINATIONS 


An added activity of considerable importance which 
was absorbed by this Division during the year had to do 
with the supervision of points from which drinking 
water is taken by interstate carriers. The United States 
Public Health Service published requirements calling 
for bacteriological examination of water samples from 
the distribution system of the water supply, the number 
of samples taken to be based on the population of the 
municipality involved. According to the chart set up, 
Boston has to take 288 water samples each month from 
various sections of the city. Reports of the analyses 
of these samples are rendered to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, which is the certifying 
authority. Three thousand two hundred and fifty-six 
(3,256) water samples were taken during the year.

In addition to the above routine work on water, this 
Division, in cooperation with the Laboratory Division 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, 
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conducted a series of experiments on the effect to lead 
piping of the residual chlorine in the water from the 
City of Boston water distribution system. To carry 
out this series of experiments a length of lead pipe which 
had been in service for some time was installed in the 
Albany Street Yard of the Public Works Department 
with equipment to measure the flow and to control the 
dose of chlorine. This experiment was conducted from 
April to August, daily observations and tests for chlorine 
residual and pH determination being made. One 
hundred and sixty-one samples of water containing 
various concentrations of residual chlorine were sub- 
mitted to the State Laboratory for lead determination. 
The information will. be useful in determining what 
point can be reached in residual chlorine concentration 
in the Boston water without causing concentrations of 
lead that could be dangerous to health. This is impor- 
tant when it is realized that there is considerable lead 
piping in Boston, especially in the older types of buildings. 
Early in the year, the City of Boston Water Depart- 
ment contracted to have the pipe line feeding Long 
Island, Thompson’s Island and Moon Island cleaned in 
order to increase the pressure which was dangerously 
low due to organic deposits and to the fact that a new 
military installation on Long Island absorbed part of 
the supply. This line starts at the Neponset Bridge 
and follows a line through Squantum to Moon Head, 
then under the water to Long Island Head where it 
feeds the entire community on Long Island as well as 
contributing to the military installation supply. 
Samples of water taken from various points on the 
island revealed contamination within the lines and it 
was decided to utilize the mobile chlorinator which had 
been purchased by the Civilian Defense Committee to 
meet emergencies. In attempting to chlorinate the 
water main as well as the whole system on the island, . 
it was agreed that the actual operation of the chlorinator 
would be carried on by the Water Division and that the 
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Health Department would recommend the dosage and 
would keep a constant check on residual chlorine in the 
line by making comparative readings at various points, 
including the island itself. It was found, after experi- 
mentation, that a dose of approximately 100 pounds of 
chlorine in 24 hours was necessary and this concentra- 
tion had to be run for 24 hours before a residual chlorine 
of sufficient concentration to overcome the contamina- 
tion in the system was noted. Frequent bacteriological 
examinations of the water at various points to and 
including the island were made until conditions 
were found satisfactory and the chlorination was then 
discontinued. 


CERTIFICATIONS 


A recent statute providing for the licensing of all 
types of hospitals by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health on certification by local health depart- 
ments added to the inspection work. This Division 
examines those hospitals referred by the State Depart- 
ment for sanitary conditions and certifies these condi- 
tions to the Health Commissioner. 

One general hospital, examined under the provisions 
of this law was found to be using a private water supply 
_ from a driven well. The water from this well was 
being used for drinking, culinary and all other purposes. 
An attempt was made by the operator of this hospital, 
by agreeing to install state approved double check 
valves to protect the city distribution system, to have 
the use of this well supply approved. The attitude of 
the Boston Health Department towards the use of 
private water supplies for drinking or culinary purposes 
and physical cross-connections between these private 
supplies and the potable city supply is one of disapproval 
based on the fact that private water supplies are poten- 
tial health hazards at all times regardless of what 
bacteriological examinations reveal since such examina- 
tions only denote the condition of the water as of the

moment of- examination. Since a series of samples 
taken from the well supply of this hospital showed the 
water to be free of organisms characteristic of pollution, 
it was held that this evidence should overrule the con- 
tention that a potential health hazard existed and the 
use of the well water should be permitted. Subse- 
quently an outbreak of enteritis among some of the 
babies in this hospital came to the attention of the 
Department and this Division re-examined the well 
supply. The results of the bacteriological examination 
proved that the original stand against the use of this © 
water was well grounded as organisms characteristic of 
pollution were found in every one of a series of samples 
taken. While it was not definitely proven that these 
organisms were the etiological factor in this outbreak, 
since there were other conditions found that may or 
may not have been the cause, the presence of organisms 
‘of the type found was certainly not desirable, especially 
where the premises involved was a hospital. The hos- 
pital, therefore, abandoned the use of the well supply 
and now uses water obtained from the city distribution 
system. 


RODENT AND PEST CONTROL 


The work of the two inspectors regularly assigned to 
rodent control was intensified along the water front due 
to the possibility of rats from infected areas gaining 
entrance. Approximately 400 rats were trapped alive 
and submitted to the Laboratory for examination to 
determine if they were carriers of disease. In addition 
to trapping rats, these two men aided both military and 
navy personnel as well as civilian operators of wharves 
and piers by advising on control methods. Several 
short-time campaigns were carried out by these in- 
spectors in various parts of the city where rat nuisances 
were getting serious. Owners were advised as to proper 
methods of extermination, rat-proofing and the elimina- 
tion of rat harborages.

In order to regulate the ‘‘Pest Control Industry,” a 
set of proposed regulations were drawn up which were 
the result of intensive research in this field and of sev- 
eral conferences with representatives of the New Eng- 
land Pest Control Association. A public meeting was 
held to which all operators in this industry and repre- 
sentatives of the manufacturers of the materials used 
in this type of work were invited and their opinions 
of these proposed regulations asked. The meeting was 
well attended and a few minor changes resulted. The 
adoption of these regulations has been withheld pending 
action by the State Department of Public Health, 
which has legislation introduced for the state regulation 
of this industry. Since the State Department of Public 
Health can only set up minimum requirements, it still 
may be necessary for this Department to adopt supple- 
mentary regulations to control this industry within 
Boston. State regulations and licensing, however, are 
desirable since it would create needless hardship for the 
operators if licenses had to be obtained from every 
municipality in the state. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


Another outstanding accomplishment of this year 
was the elimination of an area which was a mosquito- 
breeding place, a potential source of odors from stag- 
nant water, and a danger spot due to its being an 
attraction to children. This area, consisting of approxi- 
mately thirty acres, was located in one of the outlying 
districts of Boston and had formerly consisted of a hill 
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about three hundred feet in height. The soil from 
this hill had been sold for fill for a large military develop- 
ment and, in removing this soil, the contractor had gone 
below grade which resulted in large pools of water. 
Some of these pools were three to four feet deep and 
covered approximately 70 to 80 per cent of the whole 
area. 

A complaint in the district court finally resulted in 
the construction of a new culvert and the grading of the 
area. ‘This diverted the storm flow and ground water 
exposed to a proper drainage area and abated the 
nuisance. 

Coal shortage, poor heat and subzero weather during 
the winter months of the year caused an increased 
number of complaints due to the freezing of plumbing 
fixtures. The shortage of plumbers added to the 
problem and assistance was given owners and occu- 
pants of premises affected by providing them with a 
contact where emergency plumbers could be reached. 
Many complaints were received against owners who 
failed to provide proper heat, and although this Depart- 
ment cannot use its police powers to enforce provisions 
of private contracts (and the supplying of heat comes 
under this category), a large number of cases were 
adjusted satisfactorily. 

Late in the year a sectarian cemetery association 
applied for an extension to an existing burial place. As 
directed by the statutes, a public hearing was held by 
the Health Commissioner to determine if the granting 
of the application would endanger the public health. 
Preparation for this hearing required the contacting of 
over one hundred and twenty interested persons, the 
verification of ownership records, the posting of hearing 
notices and the procuring of an opinion from the State 
Department of Public Health as to whether the granting 
of the permit would create a hazard to the water supply. 
This application was approved by the Health Com- 
missioner and also by the City Council committee in 
a subsequent hearing. 
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On July 1, 1944, the regulations pertaining to the 
operation of stables in Boston, adopted during the year 
1943, became legalized with the advertising of these 
regulations in a Boston newspaper. ‘The research neces- 
sary prior to the publishing of these regulations was 
carried out by this Division. 

Many inspectors gave assistance to the Public Works 
Department during the winter months in snow removal. 
Although this necessitated many night assignments 
facing inclement weather, in no case. was this assignment 
refused.

An analysis of the- statistics for 1944 reveals the 
following points of interest: 


1. The birth rate, as was expected, declined somewhat from 
the peak set in 1943, but the general death rate also showed a 
substantial decrease. 

2. A maternal mortality rate of 1.0 was recorded, the lowest 
ever achieved. The infant mortality rate, however, showed 
a moderate increase to 37.2 with more infants dying from 
premature birth and congenital malformations than in 1943. 

3. No resident deaths occurred from either scarlet fever or 
typhoid fever. 

4. Fewer deaths from lobar penumonia and _ broncho- 
pneumonia occurred. 

5. There was a decrease in both the number of reported 
cases and deaths from meningococcic meningitis. 

6. Comparison of the ten leading causes of death in 1944 
with those in 1943 reveals that, except for the replacement of 
arteriosclerosis by premature birth, all rates are lower in 1944 
and show substantial decreases. (See frontispiece.) 


ACCIDENTS 


The death rates from accidents continue to remain 
high, although a substantial drop occurred in 1944. 
Accidental fall has long been listed among the leading 
causes of death, and if the total accident rate was , 
considered, accidents would rank third as a cause of 
death with only heart disease and cancer causing a 
greater number of fatalities. 

Accidental fall and automobile accidents, both of 
which are largely preventable, together account for 
almost 56 per cent of the accidental deaths. Drown- 
ing also causes a considerable number of deaths each 
year, and occurs among young men far more frequently 
than among women. 
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Greater concern for safety and better preventive 
measures seem to be indicated. Five hundred and 
fifty-six deaths from accidents occurred in 1944, a large 
number of which might have been prevented if suitable 
precautions had been enforced.

S1r,— In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1944. 

This is the eighty-first annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, the 
South Department for contagious diseases, the Sana- 
torium Division, the East Boston Relief Station. The 
Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the cus- 
tody of the Public Works Department since May, 1938. 
The West Department was transferred to the Public 
Works Department, February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 1, 1944, 
by election of Mr. Carl Dreyfus as President, and 
Dr. Martin J. English as Secretary. 

Dr. Thomas J. Giblin, D. M. D., was appointed to the 
Board of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1949. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $3,540,591.69. Of the total operating 
expenses, $2,887,229 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $272,515.15 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $286,674.48 on account 
of the South Department; $27,429.55 on account of the 
East Boston Relief Station, and $14,731.20 for Civilian 
Defense. 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$81,370.41, $78,115.59 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures, $1,627.41 in the Out-Patient Department, 
and $1,627.41 in the South Department expenditures. 
The entire amount spent on the Thorndike Memorial 
Laboratory, $71,417.38, is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures. Of the $110,860.82 total amount spent 
on the X-Ray and Photographic Department, $55,430.41 
is charged to the hospital proper and $55,430.41 to the 
Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount spent — 
on the Department of Physical Therapeutics, $19,706.76, 
$2,561.88 is charged to the hospital proper, $16, 947.81 
to the Out-Patient Department and $197.07 to the 
South Department. Of the amount spent on the De- 
partment of Immunology, $5,954.54, $59.54 is charged 
to the hospital proper, $5,478.18 to the Out-Patient 
Department and $416.82 to the South Department. 
Of the amount spent on the Clinical Laboratory, 
$61,478.27, $57,174.79 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $4,303.48 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Surgical Research, 
$15,300.37, $7,650.18 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $7, 650.19 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Oral Surgery, 
$7,889.81, $1,104.57 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $6,785.24 to the Out-Patient Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Department of Social Work, 
$62,272.34, $41,099.75 is charged to the hospital proper, 
$20,549.87 to the Out-Patient Department and $622.72 
to the South Department. Of the amount spent 
in ascertaining the settlement of patients, $5,614.59, 
$5,333.86 was spent on the hospital proper and $280, 73 
on the South Department. 
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In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
and the South Department are combined under the 
title ‘‘ Main Hospital.’

The contract 
price to date, including additions and deductions, 1s 
$30,271.17; of this amount $16,091.44 has been paid to 
Mr. Rossi, leaving a balance of $14,179.73. It is ex- 
pected that this contract will be completed early in 1945. 

The contract of the Boston Edison Company for 
installation of electric service in connection with Mr. 
Rossi’s contract is awaiting the completion and accept- 
ance of the Rossi contract. 

In connection with the Rossi contract, James H. 
Ritchie and Associates received during 1944 $900 as 
architectural fees and commission, making a total paid 
them on this contract $3,064.84. 

The contract of the Otis Elevator Company for fur- 
nishing Otis service to elevators in the sum of $11,820 
per year, said service to continue during the year 1945. 

On October 27, 1944, a contract was awarded to 
J. J. Hurley & Company for installation of boiler feed 
pump and piping in boiler house in the sum of $1,240. 
This contract has been completed and accepted and 
final payment made to contractor. 

On July 25, 1944, a contract in the sum of $2,985 
was awarded to the Boston Screen Company for in- 
stallation of new screens and repairs to old ones. 
This contract has been completed and accepted and final 
payment made to contractor. 

On July 25, 1944, a,contract in the sum of $1,695 was 
awarded to the C. & G. Contracting Company for 
painting cafeteria and kitchen building. This contract 
has been completed and final payment made to 
contractor. 

During the year 1944, James H. Ritchie and Asso- 
ciates were authorized by the Trustees to prepare plans 
and specifications for changes in Drown House and 
Linda Richards House. The sum of $977.56 was paid 
to the architect in 1944 for this service. The proposed 
work was to have been paid for from Government funds 
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(F. W. A.) but, as these funds were not granted by the 
Government, it was necessary to at least temporarily 
suspend the work involved. 

On November 29, 1944, a contract in the sum of $5,250 
was awarded to John F. Shea Company for pointing, 
waterproofing and caulking connecting corridors and 
tunnels. Due to weather conditions it was necessary 
to delay the work called for in the contract, but it is 
expected to be completed early in the spring of 1945. 

James H. Ritchie and Associates, Architects, have 
already received the sum of $315 as their commission on 
the above contract. 

On December 2, 1944, a contract in the sum of $1,379 
was awarded to Burgess & Blacher for new roofing, 
sheet metal work and exterior painting, Thorndike 
Building. It is expected the work on this contract will 
be started early in 1945, James H. Ritchie and Asso- 
ciates, Architects, are in charge of the work to be done. 

On December 4, 1944, a contract in the sum of $6,969 
was awarded to J. W. Praught Company for installation 
of new heating mains to South Department and Vose 
House, and new returns and repairs to heating system 
in Drown House. Work on this contract will be started 
early in 1945. 

James H. Ritchie and Associates, Architects, are in 
charge of the work to be done. 

On June 30, 1944, a contract in the sum of $2,298 
was awarded to Rich Brothers Construction Company 
for installation of a fresh air system for Fenwal 
Laboratory. 

This contract was somewhat delayed in starting 
because of ‘‘priorities,’’ but will probably be completed 
early in 1945. 

James H. Ritchie and Associates, Architects, are in 
charge of the work and have already been paid $137.88 
on account for their services. 


On September 22, 1944, the Trustees approved the 


acceptance of a bid of $689, from the Rossano Con- 
struction Company, Inc., for repairs to incinerator, 
Pathological Building. This work has been completed 
and accepted and payment made to contractor. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE. 


During the past year there has been added to the 
Hospital budget the amount of $14,731.20 for Civilian 
Defense.

Shuman, $53,791.98 has been added to January 1, 
1945, making the total amount available on that date 
$153,791.98. During the year 1944 there was expended 
from this fund the sum of $3,467.33 for care of con- 
valescent male patients at various nursing homes. 


CHARLES H. TytEeR Funp. 


The $1,000,000 bequest of the late Charles H. Tyler 
is being received in bonds and cash. Up to January 1, 
1945, $1,289,804.24 has been delivered to the City 
Treasurer. This fund will be used for the erection and 
maintenance of a surgical research building to be named 
in honor of the late Dr. George G. Sears.

Dear Sir,— I submit herewith the report of the Law 
Department for the calendar year 1944. 

The detailed analysis of the department’s work | 
appears on the following pages. 

The annual report for the year 1943 contains the names 
of those who left the department for service with the 
armed forces of the United States. To that list of 
names should be added the name of Mr. McCarthy, 
who was a constable in the Investigating Division. All 
of those named, except Mr. Bisignani, continued in the 
military service during the year. After Mr. Bisignani’s 
discharge from the service he resumed his duties as 
Assistant Corporation Counsel. 

There was added to the staff of assistants during the 
year Mr. Capodilupo, who assisted in conveyancing 
matters; Mr. Sher, who assisted in matters in the Tax 
Title Division, and Mr. Selvitella, who was assigned to 
the handling of claims against the city and to trial work. 

The following assistants continued on the staff during 
the year and applied themselves principally to the type 
of work indicated after their names: Mr. Wallace, 
first assistant (supervision of litigation); Mr. Dorsey 
(trial); Mr. Tobin (conveyancing and probate work) ; 
Mr. Dennis (tax title); Mr. Fielding (welfare settle- 
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ments); Mr. Freed (opinions, extraordinary writs and 
appellate work); Mr. Kelleher (opinions, extraordinary 
writs and appellate work); Mr. Casey (tax appeals); Mr. 
Mahoney (tax appeals); Mr. Carp (trial); Mr. Kalus 
(legislative counsel, opinions and trial); Mr. Verde 
(workmen’s compensation and trial); Mr. Fitzpatrick 
(claims); Mr. Poleari (collections and trial); Mr. 
Louden (trial); Mr. Grigalus (contracts); Mr. McDer- 
mott (opinions and trial); Mr. Donlan (trial); and Mr. 
Rosenberg (tax appeals). Mr. Kerr, Junior Law Clerk, 
assisted in tax cases and condemnation matters. 


I. LEGISLATION. 


There was no regular session of the Legislature during 
the calendar year. Ata special session of short duration 
there was legislation of general application facilitating 
the voting of Massachusetts residents in the armed 
forces, and an enactment continuing the lawful use of — 
certain buildings pending the issuance of certificates of 
inspection by the Department of Public Safety of the 
Commonwealth. There were no special acts relating 
to the City of Boston. 


II. LITIGATION. 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases in which the city, its officers or 
agents were a party, were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Boston Five Cents Savings Bank v. Board of Assessors of 
the City of Boston— 1945 Advance Sheets, pp. 
289-300. 

This was a bill of exceptions to the order of a single 
justice of the Supreme Judicial Court dismissing the 
taxpayer’s claim of appeal from a decision of the © 
Appellate Tax Board concerning a tax on a parcel of 
real estate. 

The Assessors had filed a motion for such dismissal 
on the ground that the claim of appeal had not been 
filed with the Appellate Tax Board within twenty days 
of the date of the decision of the Board, as required by 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 58A, s. 18, as amended. The 
Supreme Court overruled the taxpayer’s exceptions and 
dismissed its appeal. 
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City of Boston v. Anna M. Barry, 315 Mass. 572. 


On March 1, 1945, the Supreme Judicial Court of the 
Commonwealth handed down a very important decision 
in this case. 


In the case of Boston v. Cable, 306 Mass. 124, the Court 
had decided that the provision contained in General 
Laws, chapter 60, section 61: ‘‘The collector shall 
certify to the treasurer not later than September first 
of the year following that of their assessment all subse- 
quent taxes which became part of the terms of redemp- 
tion’’ was mandatory as to time. It followed that a 
certification made after the specified date was void 
and that such taxes could not be collected on redemption. 
The opinion further contained innuendos to the effect 
that the lien also might be lost by a failure to certify 
within the prescribed time. 

The decision in the Barry case expressly overrules the 
previous decision in the Cable case and it is now de- 
termined to be the law that the provisions relative to 
pee time of certification are not mandatory but directory 
only. 

As the law now stands the certification of subsequent 
taxes may be made at any time prior to the trial of the 
case in court and the payment of such subsequent taxes 
thereby made a part of the terms of redemption from 
the tax title held by the municipality. 


City of Boston v. Eleanor DeGrasse et al. Argued 
in 1944; decided January 5, 1945. In the case of 
Quincy v. Wilson, 305 Mass. 229, the Supreme Judicial 
Court had decided that if a municipality held a tax 
title and the tax deed had been erroneously recorded 
with the records relating to unregistered land, when in 
fact title to the land was registered, the registration 
as distinguished from the recording, of a disclaimer filed 
under the provisions of General Laws, chapter 60, sec- 
tions 82, 83, 84, was a necessary ‘‘condition precedent 
to the collection of the unpaid tax”’ and therefore to the 
power of the municipality to proceed to acquire a valid 
tax title. 

In the DeGrasse case the Court holds that an 
improperly recorded tax title deed, such as described 
above, has ‘‘no effect as a conveyance” and therefore 
it is ‘‘no impediment to the subsequent tax taking”’ 
and does not operate to prevent the municipality from

subsequently acquiring a valid tax title without the 
necessity of recording or registering any disclaimer. 

The Court does not expressly overrule the case of 
Quincy v. Wilson, but states that ‘“‘that case is not to 
be taken as an authority to the contrary of the present 
decision.’ | 


Board of Assessors of the City of Boston v. Fred M. 
Lamson et al., Trustees, Mass. Adv. Sh. 1944, page 609, 
was an appeal by the Assessors from a decision of the 
Appellate Tax Board holding exempt under G. L. 
c. 59, s. 5, cl. 10, certain printing machinery. The 
machinery in question was used in the publication of 
various periodicals devoted exclusively to the religion 
of Christian Science, and to the publication of the 
Christian Science Monitor, a daily newspaper of world- 
wide circulation. The machinery was. held by the 
taxpayers as trustees, the terms of the trust providing 
that the net earnings be paid over to the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston. The exemption granted 
by Clause 10 extends to personal property owned by or 
held in trust for a ‘‘religious organization’? where the 
principal and income of such property is devoted to 


“religious, benevolent or charitable purposes.” The’ 


Assessors contended that the phrase ‘‘religious organi- 
zation” as used in this statute should be strictly con- 
strued, that historically this phrase had always meant 
a parish church, and that the ‘‘religious, benevolent or 
charitable purposes” referred to by the statute must 
be limited to those normally conducted by and charac- 


teristic of a parish church. It was further urged that . 
the publication of a daily newspaper of world-wide 


circulation plainly did not constitute such an activity. 
The contention of the Assessors was rejected by the 
Supreme Judicial Court, which held the property exempt 
from taxation. Since the opinion of the Court did not 
expressly advert to the Assessors’ argument for a limited 
construction of the statute, a rehearing was asked. 
Rehearing was denied by the Court. — 

The Court based its decision on the holding that the 
dominant purpose of the taxpayers in publishing the 


Christian Science Monitor could be found to be religious — 


in nature, although a great part of the content of such 
newspaper was clearly secular. By analogy with cases 
decided under Clause 3 of G. L. ec. 59, s. 5, the Court 


held it sufficient for exemption that the dominant pur- — 


f 
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pose of the publication was religious in nature and held 
that the secular content of the newspaper could properly 
be found to be incidental to such dominant purpose 
and did not deprive the taxpayer of exemption. This 
case is of considerable importance in the law of tax 
exemption in that it is the first case decided under 
G. L. c. 59, s. 5, el. 10, and indicates a departure by the 
Court from the previous policy of strictly construing 
grants of exemption to religious organizations. 


Commonwealth v. City of Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. 1944, 
page 814, was an action of contract under G. L. c. 122, 
s. 10, for the care and support of one Horrigan at the 
State Infirmary at Tewksbury. The sole question 
involved was whether Horrigan had a settlement in the 
City of Boston. Admittedly, Horrigan resided in Bos- 
ton during a seven-year period, from January 1, 1929, to 
December 31, 1935. During the year 1931 he served 
fifteen days in jail. The sole question was whether 
Horrigan acquired a settlement in Boston by five con- 
secutive years’ residence in Boston, exclusive of the 
time spent in jail. By the terms of G. L. c. 116, s. 5, 
time spent in jail plainly could not be counted in com- 
puting such five years’ continuous residence. The City 
contended that the five years necessary to acquire a 
settlement must be five full, uninterrupted calendar 
years which could not be found because of interruptions 
by time spent in jail. This contention was rejected by 
the Superior Court which decided that Horrigan had 
acquired a settlement in Boston and found for the Com- 
monwealth. The Supreme Judicial Court overruled 
the exceptions of the City. 


Swenson v. City of Boston, Mass. Adv. Sh. 1944, page 
1615, was an action of tort under G. L. c. 84, s. 15. 
The plaintiff, while crossing Congress street within the 
limits of a crosswalk, caught her toe against an unused 
street car rail which protruded about two inches above 
the level of the street. 

The Superior Court directed a verdict for the City 
on the ground that there was no evidence to support a 
finding that the street was defective at the place where 
the accident occurred. The plaintiff’s exception to the 
direction of a verdict by the Superior Court was over- 
ruled by the Supreme Judicial Court. This decision 
makes it clear that the standard of care required of a 
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municipality in that portion of a street devoted to 
vehicles is less strict than the standard which is applied 
to sidewalks and other portions of the street devoted 
exclusively to pedestrians. 


Risk v. City of Boston was an action of tort against 
the City of Boston based upon an injury incurred by 
the plaintiff in slipping upon a rounded curbstone at 
Maverick square in East Boston. The curbstone in 
question formed the boundary of a sidewalk used by 
passengers waiting for buses. The evidence showed 
that the curbstone had originally been constructed half 
round at the top and that such rounded portion was 
worn and slippery. A verdict was directed for. the City 
in the Superior Court on the ground that the evidence 
did not support a finding of a defect in the highway 
under G. L. c. 84, s. 15, nor a finding that the curbstone 
was a nuisance. Plaintiff's exception to the direction 
of a verdict for the City was overruled by the Supreme 
Judicial Court in an opinion handed down January 31, 
1945, Mass. Adv. Sh. 1945, page 115. 


Boston Fie Cents Savings Bank v. City of Boston 
raises a question under G. L. c. 60, s. 98, the so-called 
‘Withholding Statute.”? The plaintiff had been granted 
an abatement of a 1939 tax assessed to it on certain 
real estate in Boston. The plaintiff had failed to pay 
the 1939 and 1940 taxes assessed to it upon certain 
other real estate in South Boston. The taxes on the 
South Boston parcel had been certified for addition to 
a tax title account set up in connection with a tax title 
held by the City on the South Boston parcel. When 
the plaintiff demanded of the City the refund of the 
amount abated on the tax on the Boston real estate, 
which the plaintiff had paid, the City Treasurer with- 
held an amount sufficient to satisfy the 1939 and 1940 
unpaid taxes on the South Boston parcel and tendered 
to the plaintiff the balance. The plaintiff refused to 
accept the tender and instituted the present action to 
recover the entire amount abated, with interest. The 
City contends that the withholding was authorized by 
the statute cited. The Superior Court has upheld the 
City’s contention. The case was argued in the Supreme 
Judicial Court at the December Sitting, 1944. 
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B. MISCELLANEOUS PENDING MATTERS. 


Boston Elevated Railway Litigation. 

As was stated in the 1948 report, at pages 8-9, this 
proceeding is an information in equity in the Superior 
Court brought by the Attorney-General pursuant to 
Resolves of 1941, c. 89, against the Trustees of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company and the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company to obtain a declaratory 
judgment with respect to the administrative and ac- 
counting practices followed by the Trustees in the de- 
termination of the ‘‘cost of the service” as defined in 
the Public Control Act. The City was granted leave 
to intervene. On June 9, 1944, the demurrer of the 
Company to the amended information was overruled in 
the Superior Court, and pursuant to stipulation of the 
parties the case was reported to the Supreme Judicial 
Court where it was argued at the December term, 1944. 
The City maintained in argument that the demurrer 
had properly been overruled. Counsel for the Com- 
pany conceded in argument that the Superior Court had 
jurisdiction to grant declaratory relief but that such 
relief could not be given with respect to transactions 
which had occurred prior to 1941 by reason of alleged 
settlements which had occurred between the Company 
and the Commonwealth of all such transactions. Coun- 
sel for the Company also urged that no jurisdiction 
exists for the purpose of granting affirmative relief by 
way of injunction. The City maintained that equity 
jurisdiction exists for all purposes by reason of the fact 
that the Public Control Act, Sp. Acts of 1918, c. 159, 
creates an express trust in the property of the Company. 
No decision has yet been handed down by the Supreme 
Judicial Court in this case. 


Curley-Santosuosso Case. 

During the year payments in the aggregate amount 
of $28,061.96 (part of which was applicable to interest) 
were made to the City by Mr. Curley. This sum was 
the balance in full of his obligation to the City which is 
referred to in detail in the reports for the years 1941 
and 1942. 


New Haven Railroad Reorganization and Associated 
Questions. 

This matter was handled by former Corporation 

Counsel Henry E. Foley, acting on behalf of the City 
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in the capacity of Special Assistant Corporation Counsel. 
During the year a plan of reorganization was con- 
firmed by the United States District Court for the 
District of Connecticut. Objections to the plan were 
filed on behalf of the City and an appeal was taken to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit. 
Objections were based mainly on the failure of the plan 
to make provision for the payment of taxes owing to the 
City as part of the cost of administration and also be- 
cause the plan authorized discontinuance of the use of 
the South Station as a terminal for the railroads in- 


volved. The case was argued before the Circuit Court 


of Appeals in the fall of the year and a decision is 
awaited. 


C. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


During the year the department represented. the 
City in miscellaneous matters before the Department 
of Public Utilities, including most prominently the 
matter of the schedule of rates for the Sumner Traffic 
Tunnel. Petitions were filed by the department for 
approval of such rates and after notice to and assent 
by the Office of Price Administration and public hear- 
ings thereon, the rates proposed by the City were 
approved by the Department of Public Utilities. 


D. TORT ACTIONS. 


During the year the total amount paid out as a result. 


of tort actions against the City was $103,771.69 in the 
disposal of 599 cases. The comparative figures of such 
total payments since 1933 are set out below:

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E. MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS AND 
: TESTIMONY. 


The supervision of medical examinations and the 
arrangement for expert medical testimony given in 
Court continued throughout the year under the plan 
inaugurated in 1941. Because of the absence of Dr. 
George H. Lyons with the armed forces, the services of 
_ Dr. Daniel J. Mullane were arranged for on a con- 
tractual basis for the year 1944. During this period 
Doctor Mullane made 20 examinations, attended to the 
examination of 2 death and 2 X-ray records, and 
appeared 5 times as an expert witness in Court. 
In addition to the work of Doctor Mullane, 14 other 
physicians were employed by the department, who 
made a total of 297 examinations in the City and 
elsewhere and who examined 33 X-rays and 6 hospital 
records. 
The total expenses for the foregoing medical examina- 
tions and services were as follows:

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F. INVESTIGATION OF CLAIMS AND TORT 
ACTIONS. 


A substantial improvement was made in the matter 
of claims against drivers of city vehicles. Highway 
claims continued at a relatively low level. In addition 
to the investigation of original claims filed during the 
year the personnel of the division ably assisted the 
trial attorneys in the increased disposal of tort actions.

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H. LAND DAMAGE CASES. 


Nine cases involving damages for injury to or the 
taking of land were handled by the department during 
the year. Of these seven were settled and two were 
tried. The aggregate payments by the city amounted 
to $24,047.82. 


Prior v. Boston was referred to in the 1943 report at 
page 13. The City filed a bill of exceptions to the ruling 
of the court on petitioner’s motion to substitute Lenox 
Operating Company as the petitioner. Thereafter the 
case was ordered to trial. The new petitioner, if proper- 
ly before the Court, could show substantial damage to 
its possession of the property during the construction 
of the subway. After a survey of the evidence on 
behalf of the petitioner the case was settled at the time 
of trial for five thousand dollars. 


Railway Express Agency Inc. v. Boston was referred 
to at pages 12 and 13 of the 1943 report. The jury 
awarded damages to the petitioner at the first trial in 
the amount of $6,125.. The Court allowed the peti- 
tioner’s motion for a new trial on the ground that the 
damages were inadequate. At the second trial the 
jury found in the amount of $10,148 and judgment was 
entered for the petitioner in that amount. 


Roche v. Boston was a petition by a lessee for damages 
for the taking of certain land in Dorchester for highway 
purposes. The jury found for the petitioner in the 
amount of $2,050.80 and judgment was entered in 
that sum. 


The cases of Hia Pearl Corporation v. Boston, Electric 
Storage Battery Co. v. Boston, Johnson Securities Co. v. 
Boston, Anna M. Barry v. Boston, Boston Port Develop- 
ment Co. v. Boston, and Michael H. Cullen v. Boston 
were all settled after appraisal reports were submitted 
and negotiations were conducted with the petitioners. 


I. APPELLATE TAX BOARD. 


The results disclosed by the record of Boston business 
reported by the Appellate Tax Board for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1944, show an unsatisfactory: 
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condition in the City’s valuations. While there was a 
decrease in the number of appeals entered the percentage 
of overvaluation for real estate found by the Board is 
the highest in its history. 

These results are reported at the end of fourteen 
suecessive years of decrease in the City’s aggregate 
valuations and at a time when the real estate market is 
eenerally believed to show an improvement. As pointed 
out in the 1943 report the matter continued to be one 
of serious concern to the City. | 

The following tables show the comparative figures in 
regard to Boston appeals:

J. WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


The department entered its appearance and defended 
all claims against the City under General Laws (Ter. 
Ed.) chapter 152, which is the statute involving Work- 
men’s Compensation. 
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_ The manner in which these cases were handled and the 
results obtained have been favorably commented upon 
by the members of the Industrial Accident Board. 


K. MISCELLANEOUS LITIGATION. 


In addition to the above detailed description of 
litigation handled by the department numerous other 
cases were either disposed of or received the attention 
of the department during the year. There were many 
cases arising out of the condemnation of land by the 
United States Government occasioned by the prose- 
cution of the war. Other cases involved contracts 
made by the City, matters in admiralty, matters of an 
equitable nature and.the statutory jurisdiction of the 
district and superior courts.

lil. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the year the department, in accordance with 
the Ordinances, gave advice and opinions to City 
officials involving the proper performance of their 
duties. This service was also extended to the Suffolk 
County Court House Commission and various county 
officials. 

In addition to advice rendered in conferences and in 
telephone conversations the department rendered 75 
formal opinions, and passed upon the form and validity 
of 519 contracts and 535 bonds. 
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IV. CONVEYANCING. 


Legal matters relating to the property of the City and 
to the planning and construction of public improve- 
ments are largely handled by the conveyancing section 
of the department. This branch of the work of the 
department involves much detail and requires and 
has received efficient and careful handling. A sum- 
mary of the work of this section for the year 1944 follows. 


1. REAL ESTATE. ; 


(a) Sales and Leases of Foreclosed Tax Title Real Estate. 
The conveyancing section prepared 173 deeds con- 

veying 192 parcels and 24 instruments leasing 31 parcels 

of foreclosed tax title property. 

(b) Eminent Domain for Public Highways. 

In this phase of the work the section prepared 123 
instruments in the settlement of 44 cases for land 
takings and damages arising out of the laying out and 
construction of public streets and other public 
improvements. 

(c) Land Court Registrations. 

Relative to petitions before the Land Court per- 

taining to registration of land within the City of Boston, 


appearances were made in the Land Court in 60 cases 


and many answers, documents and stipulations con- 
cerning said registrations were prepared. 


(d) Miscellaneous. 

In addition to the foregoing, numerous instruments 
were prepared conveying and leasing certain parcels of 
municipal property, or interests therein, including many 
instruments whereby the City contracted with the 
United States for the use of municipal property by the 
Army and Navy for the duration of the war. Numerous 
deeds, leases, licenses, releases, mortgages, bonds and 
documents were examined, prepared and approved. 


2. PROBATE. 


Appearances were made in numerous cases in the 
Probate Court in matters pertaining to estates, wills 
and trusts. In addition, numerous wills, trust instru- 
ments and trust accounts in which the City was a party 
in interest were examined and reported upon.

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3. MISCELLANEOUS. 


Much of the work of this section was devoted to the 
drafting of orders to be submitted to the City Council; 
to the discussion of legal opinions with reference to 
municipal property; the appearance before various 
Federal, State and City officials, boards and commis- 
sions in matters pertaining to municipal property. 


V. COLLECTIONS. 


1 TAX TITLE DIVISION. 


The foreclosure of tax titles by decree of the Land 
Court has continued to be delayed by the necessity of 
complying with the requirements of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Civil Relief Act, as amended. The decision in 
Boston v. Barry, 315 Mass. 572 (referred to in this 
report at page 3) which, as there noted was favorable 
to the City, has expedited considerably the disposition 
of tax title cases where the parties in interest have 
desired to redeem. Not only did this decision release 
the backlog of pending cases where the issue of cer- 
tification has been raised, but it also has had the effect 
of dissuading counsel from litigating the terms of 
redemption.

VI. WELFARE SUITS. 


1. REIMBURSEMENT FROM CITIES AND 
TOWNS. 


At the beginning of 1944 public welfare reimburse- 
ment suits by or against the City had been reduced 
from the peak of 360 at the beginning of 1941 to 96. 
Comparative statistics follow:

Of the 96 cases, 32 were finally closed. There were 
63 new suits entered. A total of 127 cases were pend- 
ing on the Welfare Section docket at the end of 1944. 


This increase in new entries over the two preceding 
years is accounted for by the bringing of a number of 
suits in order to protect the City’s interest against the 
tolling of the statute of limitations. 
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It has been the policy of the assistant in charge of 
this work to cooperate closely with representatives of 
the Overseers of the Public Welfare in the matter of 
these collections whether they are current bills or 
matters in suit.

2. REIMBURSEMENT FROM THE COMMON- 
WEALTH. 


Representatives of the City’s Welfare Department 
and the assistant in charge of the Welfare Section con- 
ferred frequently with the representatives of the Com- 
monwealth’s Department of Public Welfare and an 
Assistant Attorney-General to the extent that the City 
realized $33,000 on the so-called State petitions. The 
items in these petitions upon which no agreement could 
be reached will be heard in Court during the current 
year. 


3. OLD AGE ASSISTANCE CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The enactment by the Legislature of Chapter 489 of 
the Acts of 1943, compelling the support by children of 
aged parents who receive Old Age Assistance, resulted 
In 210 cases being referred to the Law Department 
during 1944. 

It was determined that the most productive and the 
fairest method of dealing with these cases was by con- 
ference with the legally responsible relatives. The re- 
sult was that 74 of these cases were closed finally during 
1944 by the department either by agreement of the in- 
dividual to contribute or by a finding of the assistant 
in charge of the Welfare Section that such contribution 
would work a hardship on the individual. At the close 
of the year there were 136 of these cases pending in the 
department for further investigation or conference. 
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CONCLUSION. 


A detailed ‘statement of work such as appears in the 
foregoing report seldom discloses the calibre of the 
services which bring about its accomplishment. For 
that reason I am greatly pleased to record here my deep 
appreciation for the splendid and able efforts of the 
staff of assistants who largely performed the work of 
the department. The fine spirit of loyalty and unselfish 
cooperation among the personnel of the department has 
been a rich source of inspiration to me in the perform- 
ance of my duties and I gratefully acknowledge the 
assistance and support so generously extended to me 
by all.

THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


Organized October 2, 1871, to provide for the regula- 
tion and inspection of buildings, the more effective pre- 
vention of fire, and the better preservation of life and 
property. The department immediately became a vital 
force in providing public safety to the citizens of Boston. 


DIVISIONS OF DEPARTMENT. 


Annexed is a brief description of each division of the 
Building Department and also tables which by figures: 
and statistics indicate the work performed during the 
year just passed. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION. 


Requirements of building law as they pertain to the 
establishment and recording of permits, licenses, docu- 
ments, plans, surveys, reports, etc., naturally involve a 
considerable amount of clerical work. The functioning 
of the various divisions composing the Building Depart- 
ment is largely dependent upon the efficiency of the 
clerical personnel. Their constant interest in the prepa- 
ration and circulation of documents, drawings, forms 
and orders is such that their services are invaluable. 


CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


Operates almost entirely in the field and is charged 
with the inspection of all buildings, except Federal and 
County buildings. The area of the city has been 
divided into districts and the Building Inspector in 
each district examines the materials and methods of 
construction now used in modern building and enforces, 
to the best of his ability, the requirements of statute 
law designed for the protection of life, limb and property.

Ea@ress DIvIsION. 


The chief function of the Egress Division is the 
securing of public safety. Every building within the 
city in which persons may live or congregate comes 
within the purview of the division. 

The passage of new legislation within the past two 
years has augmented the work of the division, particu- 
larly as applied to places of public assembly. The pro- 
visions of chapter 143 of the General Laws, which 
applied formerly in a restricted way to the City of 
Boston, now apply fully. Inspection of theatres, mov- 
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ing picture houses and other places of public assembly 
continue as heretofore, but the new definition of a place 
of public assembly (chapter 148, section 1) has widened 
the scope of inspection. 


The division acts with, and in certain cases as, the 
representative of the State Department of Public 
Safety. It also cooperates with other departments, 
City and State, in securing inspections as a prerequisite 
to the issuance of licenses. Among these departments 
may be listed the Licensing Board for Lodging House 
Licenses, the Division of Child Guardianship and the 
Health Department for Homes for Infants, the Depart- 
ment of Education for Private Trade Schools, the Health 
Department for Hospitals, Day Nurseries and Homes 
for Infants, and the Public Welfare Department for 
Boarding Homes for Aged Persons.

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PLAN DIVISION. 


Existing building law requires the submission of 
drawings indicating by architectural, engineering and 
mechanical design the type and class of construction, 
the occupancy, the materials which compose the struc- 
ture proper, the dimensions, designing areas, sizes of 
rooms and heights of building, width of stair halls and 
other egresses, percentages of area of lot occupied by 
the building, mechanical installations, locations of and 
sizes of exterior fire escapes, balconies, etc. 


Drawings are examined and approved or disapproved 
by the Zoning, Egress and Plan Divisions, also the 
Plumbing, Gasfitting, Elevator and Sprinkler Divisions, 
and the Health Department and Park Department 
when the administration of regulations of these depart- 
ments are applicable. 


The citizens of the city have been so long accustomed 
to the results of the work of its Building Department 
that they take these results for granted. The houses in 
which they live; the offices, factories or stores in which 
they work; the theatres, moving picture houses, halls 
and places of public assembly in which they spend their 
hours of recreation; the schools and hospitals; the 
churches in which they worship —all are structures 
the design and construction of which have been carefully 
cheeked and supervised. 


Commencing January 1, 1944, a new classification of 
applications was necessary to conform to the new Build- 
ing Code, chapter 479, Acts of 1938, as amended, and 
from January Ist to December 31st the following list 
of figures 1s according to new code:

ZONING DIVISION. 


Analogous to the work of the Plan Division, which 
is wholly administered by the office personnel, is the 
work of the Zoning Division, which varies from that of 
the Plan Division in that drawings are analyzed and 
approved as being in compliance with the Zoning Law, 
a separate act of the Legislature, whereas the Plan 
Division analyzes and approves the drawings as being in 
compliance with Building Law. 

The Zoning Regulations as enacted is an act regulat- 
ing and restricting the use of buildings and premises, 
the height and bulk of buildings, and the occupancy of 
lots in the City of Boston and for said purposes dividing 
the city into districts.

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PLUMBING DIVISION. 


The art of plumbing means the incorporation into a 
structure of such pipes, fixtures and other apparatus 
and appurtenances as are necessary to bring in the 
water supply and remove liquids and water-carried 
wastes. As public health is vitally dependent on prop- 
erly designed and constructed supply and waste sys- 
tems, the importance of the Plumbing Division and its 
inspection force can be readily realized.

SPRINKLER DIVISION. 


In the year 1914, laws were enacted requiring sprinkler 
and standpipe equipment in certain buildings other than 
theatres, and a large number of such installations have 
been made. 

As is well known, a fire may occur in a first-class 
building or in a wooden shed and it is to be regretted 
that the use of automatic fire protection is not more 
general, especially as such installation brings about 
monetary reward in reduced insurance, aside from pro- 
tection of life and property. The ultimate in auto- 
matic protection is reached when the system is so 
installed that the devices are influenced by heat in the 
shortest space of time and when the fire causing that 
heat is extinguished with the least amount of water.

Undoubtedly every person inhabiting or frequenting 
the multi-storied buildings in our city realizes the con- 
venience provided them by the installation of elevators 
and dumb-waiters. However, very few are aware of 
the fact that each installation is made under the scru- 
tinizing eye of the Building Department, through the 
agency of the Elevator Inspection Division.

The Gasfitting Division inspects the installation of 
gasfitting and gas appliances, particularly as to proper 
combustion and the elimination of gases and fumes 
through proper types of flues; also as to the locations of 
appliances in the room and its enclosure, and insists upon 
having a proper supply of air maintained to prevent 
the accumulation of carbon monoxide gas.

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BoAaRD OF APPEAL. 


Boston, February 1, 1945. 
Hon. JoHn E. KERRIGAN, 
Mayor of Boston. 

Dear S1r,— We submit herewith a summary of the 
decisions of the Board of Appeal rendered during the 
period between January 1 and December 31, 1944. 

In May, 19438, the new Boston Building Code went 
into effect; hence the problem that arose during the 
year 1944 was the adjustment of conditions that arose 
in regard to alterations on pre-code structures. Due to 
the difficulty in constructing in accordance with the 
new Building Code because of the building materials 
coming under critical materials needed for the war 
emergency uses, there were many cases coming before 
the Board requesting the use of obtainable materials 
available for civilian needs that were not permitted by 
the new Building Code. In these instances the Board 
varied the provisions of the Building Code for the dura- 
tion of the war only. In every instance where the 
Board granted relief — about 55 per cent of which were 
with modifications — the Board was of the opinion 
that the varying of the provisions of the Act did not 
conflict with the spirit of any provision of same, and 
that it was a specific case wherein it was a manifest 
‘njustice to refuse the appellant a permit. 

The Board of Appeal provided under the Building 
Code also acts as a Board of Appeal under the Zoning 
Act —chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended by 
chapter 373, Acts of 1941. 

Boston was many years old before the adoption of 
the Zoning Act, and because of technical violations of - 
uses permitted in various zones, adjustment of lot lines 
for yard spaces, and problems arising in the develop- 
ment of vacant land, as well as vacant buildings in the 
City of Boston, proponents of business enterprises 
would have established their plants of industry in other 
cities where the Zoning Regulations were not so strict 
had not the Board varied the terms of the Act on the 
particular parcels of land in specific cases. In every 
instance where a varying of the terms of the Zoning Act 
was permitted, the Board was unanimously convinced 
that a literal enforcement of the Act involved a sub- 
stantial hardship upon the appellant and that it was a 
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specific case where desirable relief could be granted 
without substantial detriment to the public good, and 
without substantially derogating from the intent and 
purpose of the said Act.

DEAR SrrR,— In compliance with your request the 
Board of Examiners submits herewith the report of its 
activities during the year 1944. 

From January Ist to May Ist, 1944, the Board con- 
tinued the work of issuing and renewing licenses as in 
the past. In May, however, the Board voted to re- 
quire the registration of all licensees under the new 
building code. Therefore all applicants for renewal of 
license were instructed as to the necessity of being 
properly registered and informed of the new plans 
under which each would be required to file an applica- 
tion proving his experience in charge of work of the 
type for which he had been licensed. In some cases 
re-examination took place. Class B license was broken 
down into divisions coinciding with the types of build- 
ings covered by those classes, and various minor changes 
in classes were made. 

Most licensees were cooperative in accomplishing the 
desired changes, and even the recalcitrant are becoming 
more amenable to the new regulations. The Board feels 
that by such revisions the classes of men will become 
more logically arranged and the groups will be more 
representative. 

Receipts from all classes of license amounted to 
$5,586.

Str,— The Board of Overseers of the Public Welfare 
herewith presents its eighty-first annual report of the 
present series, covering the period from January 1, 
1944, to December 31, 1944. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PuBLIC WELFARE. 


The Department of Public Welfare in Boston is 
administered by an unpaid board of twelve members, 
appointed by the Mayor for terms of three years and 
known as the Board of Overseers of Public Welfare. 
This Board meets weekly. It elects a paid secretary 
who acts as the executive agent of the Board. 

The functions of the Department of Public Welfare 
are performed by a staff of approximately six hundred 
_ Civil Service employees whose duties are classified in 
either the Social Service or the Business division. 

The Social Service division is headed by a Director 
of Social Work and has three subdivisions, each with its 
Supervisor — The Dependent Aid division, the Old Age 
Assistance division and the Aid to Dependent Children 
division. 

The Business division is headed by a Business Man- 
ager who is responsible for a division that includes the 
routine functions of bookkeeping, auditing, etc., and is 
unique in Massachusetts in that it has a paying division 
which pays all recipients of aid directly instead of 
through the City or Town Treasurer’s office. It also 
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has a collection division which makes collections from 
the State and from cities and towns for aid paid to per- 
sons having settlements outside Boston. In addition it 
also collects substantial amounts for the City Hospital 
for medical care given to non-Boston settled cases. 
The cost of this service is entirely paid for by the 
Department of Public Welfare although the money 
collected is credited to the City Hospital. 

The Temporary Home for Women on Chardon street, 
and the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, are main- 
tained and administered by the department. 

In addition to the expenditure of public funds for 
relief purposes the Overseers administer private trust 
funds in accordance with the provisions of these several 
trusts. 

The Board of Overseers is always conscious of its 
dual responsibilities. On the one hand there is the 
duty to provide adequate relief to those eligible under 
the law, and on the other hand, since the money dis- 
pensed is taxpayers’ money, there is a strict obligation 
to expend this relief money with efficiency and economy. 

During the past year there has been established a 
reclassification plan by the director of Civil Service. It 
is expected that the new plan will provide for the em- 
ployment of all staff members within their Civil Service 
classifications and it also makes provision for all pro- 
motions within the department. Pending appeals by 
various staff members the plan is not as yet in operation. 

At regular intervals the Board, through the office 
committee, holds meetings with representatives of the 
Employees’ Association and of the newly formed 
Kmployees’ Union (an affiliate of the A. F. of L.) for 
the purpose of discussion of matters of mutual interest. 

During the past few vears the grants in Old Age 
Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children have in- 
creased greatly due to a broader scope of attention to 
the needs of these groups. It is well to note that in 
the payments of the grants in these two categories, the 
Federal government, the government of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and the City of Boston share 
the financial outlays. Because of these facts, contri- 
bution by private agencies to these cases of categorical 
relief has become practically non-existent. 

Although the Overseers of the Public Welfare in the 
City of Boston have also increased greatly the grants in 
Dependent Aid cases during the past few years, there is 
continued insistence on the part of the private agency 
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groups in the City of Boston to have that aid much 
more adequate. In this field of general relief both the 
Committee on the Care of the Aged and the Committee 
on the Interrelationship of Public and Private Agencies 
in the Greater Boston Community Council have con- 
sistently felt that the basic maintenance for cases on 
Dependent Aid is the responsibility of the Department 
of Public Welfare and that needs should be met by 
publicly raised moneys.

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SocriAL SERVICE DIVISION. 


When a resident of Boston first applies for public 
assistance, he calls at 48 Hawkins street at the office of 
General Intake and Application or of the Old Age 
Assistance Intake if his application is definitely for Old 
Age Assistance. Genuine understanding of people and 
interest in them encourages a frank, willing statement 
of circumstances; a knowledge of resources of the com- 
munity helps sometimes to plan a satisfactory source of 
support without need of public assistance. If there is 
formal request for aid, an application is taken and re- 
ferred to the appropriate division for investigation and 
assistance if required. 

In every division questions of health are involved. 
Throughout the country illness has for some time been 
an outstanding cause of public assistance. The Medical 
Social section aims to restore people to health and self- 
support. It brings to the staff of every division an in- 
creased understanding of medical problems, assists in 
getting needed information from hospitals and physi- 
cians, in skillfully interpreting medical reports and in 
securing the remedies required. 

The ownership of property affects eligibility for some 
forms of assistance and also sometimes constitutes a 
problem that a recipient alone cannot solve. The Real 
Estate section secures authentic information concerning 
real estate, including assessed values, existence of liens, 
verification of transfers and of mortgages, appraisals, 
abstracts of deeds and other Court records. It prepares 
and records the mortgage bonds required under certain 
circumstances by the Old Age Assistance law. In giy- 
ing recipients the benefit of experience in real estate 
matters it has been able to secure income that removed 
or lessened the need of public assistance. It was of 
great help in the movings required when land was 
cleared for housing projects. Reports of living condi- 
tions dangerous to health are sent from the district 
through this section to the Health Department for 
action and report. The Real Estate Consultant also 
has charge of the branch buildings. 

Massachusetts law allows ownership of a certain 
amount of insurance without interference with eligibility 
for aid, but establishes different conditions for different 
forms of assistance. An exact checking of insurance 
facts is necessary. The Insurance section does this for 
every division concerned and also investigates advisa- 


ee a 
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bility of insurance adjustment. It is the official agency 
for clearance of all inquiries to the Social Security Board 
from Boston public or private agencies. In the past 
some families were carrying endowment policies that 
could be converted into cash without interfering with 
adequate protection in case of death; some had cash 
value in policies they had considered lapsed. From 
December, 1934, when this insurance section was estab- 
lished through December, 1944, $557,170.11 has been 
returned to families who had applied for public assist- 
ance. This money was of course then used by them for 
their support instead of money from the public treasury. 
The Insurance Consultant keeps informed of all changes 
in law or required procedure and of new developments 
in the field of insurance; he is available for consultation 
by any section of the department. 

With decrease of surplus commodities, the section 
that had been responsible for their certification has been 
given special assignments including work in the emer- 
gency coal situation. In the four months ending March 
31, 1944, when the city’s emergency coal calls were 
received by this department, 8,091 requests for investi- 
gations were referred to the districts for visits by our 
social workers in addition to their regular work. ‘The 
present method eliminates these calls but includes con- 
tinued cooperation with the Solid Fuels Administration. 
In an acute emergency in the past winter, workers of 
this section were on duty at all times throughout the 
twenty-four hours each day for six weeks; within the 
first five days, 2,632 telephone calls were received and 
answered. There has continued, with exact accounting 
for all items, a systematic distribution of clothing made 
from the material available when there were more 
surplus commodities. 

The subdivisions and sections of the Social Service 
Division work as a unit with the responsibilities of each 
clearly defined. Memorandums giving changes in poli- 
cies, new laws, information concerning resources, in- 
structions and suggestions are sent through those in 
charge to every worker of the division. In the plan of 
staff meetings and individual conferences, every staff 
member is included and there are opportunities for sug- 
gestions to come from any of them to those with ad- 
ministrative responsibility. Weekly reports are received 
from each major subdivision and monthly reports from 
each section giving definite figures of work accomplished 
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and indications of trends and of problems facing the 
department. These reports are used not only for infor- 
mation but as an aid in supervision. 

A distinctly valuable course, ‘‘Food in Relation to 
Family Life,” accepted through the Board of Overseers 
from the Nutrition Committee of the Boston Committee 
on Public Safety was given to all supervisors and social 
workers of the Social Service Division. Under the 
direction of Dr. Elda Robb, Director of Home Eco- 
nomics, Simmons College, the outstanding nutritionists of 
this community gave freely of their time and knowledge 
in a well-planned series extending from January 6, 1944, 
to March 25, 1944, including general meetings and study 
classes for eight different sections into which the group 
was divided. The information was of great value and 
enthusiastically utilized. The interest of these same 
nutritionists has. continued and brought additional 
opportunities to the staff for obtaining further informa- 
tion and for guidance in special problems. 

In our aim to have adequate provision made for those 
in need, we work closely with other agencies, public and 
private. Mentioning the following is not lack of ap- 
preciation of the others but indicates the great value of 
working together. The hospitals, public and private, 
and the Boston Health Department are of great as- 
sistance in meeting health needs; the Boston Housing 
Authority in providing wholesome living conditions at 
moderate cost; the State Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation in temporarily supporting and training 
handicapped people and the private, relief-giving agen- 
cies in supplementing while the goal of adequate public 
assistance is being sought. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare has 
a role of special importance in relation to the adminis- 
tration of Public Welfare in Boston as in other cities 
and towns. In Old Age Assistance and Aid to Depend- 
ent Children, Federal reimbursement is dependent upon 


carrying out the State plan already accepted by the — 


Social Security Board; under that plan and under 
Massachusetts law the State Department has authority 
to make rules that are mandatory, all applicants have 
the right of appeal to the State and all appeal decisions 
rendered in accordance with the law are binding. This 
results in detailed State supervision in these two forms 
of aid, a supervision that will probably be extended to 
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Dependent Aid when, as is expected in the near future, 
the State participates financially in all Dependent Aid 
grants. Efforts to have this interrelationship a con- 
_ structive one that will strengthen the administration of 
public assistance consume time but are of great im- 
portance. 


Although numbers have decreased, the field of re- 
sponsibility has enlarged. Citizens seem now to con- 
sider public welfare departments their representatives 
to provide for individuals in need and also to meet 
public emergencies. When Federal Civilian War As- 
sistance was organized through the country, it was 
definitely stated that it must be administered by Civil 
Service workers; in Boston, employees of this depart- 
ment with Civil Service ratings at least as high as social 
workers were authorized agents for its administration. 
In the Boston Committee on Public Safety, representa- 
tives of this department were asked to serve in adminis- 
trative positions and, in every one of the advice bureaus 
located in the various sections of the city, a member of 
the Social Service division was either chief or deputy. 
The United States Armed Forces have also turned to 
the department for services that it was a privilege to 
extend. ‘aie 3 

In facing the future, it is imperative to keep our line 
of organization clear and efficient while flexible enough 
to meet changes and to have our district offices so well 
ordered that they continue to be available for emergency 
services. 

With special gratitude we are looking forward to wel- 
coming back the men and women of our staff who have 
been serving the United States Armed Forces. To our 
appreciation of them all is added a prayerful remem- 
brance of the two young men of the department who 
gave their lives in our defense. 

With us remains the duty of serving in the field of our 
special responsibility, administering assistance to those 
without sufficient resources of their own, protecting our 
city and its people, including taxpayers and those re- 
quiring aid by doing this in a way that identifies genuine 
need and adequately meets it, enabling people to main- 
tain their rightful places in the community and when 
possible to retain or to regain their health and to return 
to self-support.

DEPENDENT AID DIVISION. 


The report for the year 1944 for the Dependent Aid 
Division (now commonly described throughout the 
United States as ‘‘General Relief’’) shows a very favor- » 
able trend, namely, case load reduction from 3,597 
cases to 2,933 cases, a total reduction of 664 cases, or — 
18 per cent. This was brought about principally be- 
cause of the very favorable employment and high earn- 
ing conditions. Also, it should be mentioned that good 
case work throughout the division was an important 
factor in this downward trend. 

During 1944, there was granted an increase of 20 per 
cent to family cases in which there were three or more 
members. There was inaugurated a 25 per cent in- 
crease in cases of two persons. Notwithstanding this 
increase, relief expenditures to persons residing in the 
City of Boston were decreased by $292,663.33, or 18.73 
per cent. 

At the close of the year 1944, the analysis of the case 
load discloses the following: Unattached cases, 2,588, or 
88.5 per cent; couple cases, 138, or 4.7 per cent, family 
cases, 200, or 6.8 per cent. 

Again it should be brought out that there are 1,525 
aliens (head of families) as against 1,424 citizens, all 
accepted for the same grants of relief. ‘There are 1,050 
alien heads sixty-five years of age or over in this group. 
Most of these cases would be eligible for Old Age As- 
sistance provided the citizenship requirements were 
eliminated from our Old Age Assistance statute. 

Analysis of general relief case load indicates the 
majority now receiving this form of relief are unem- 
ployed, elderly, or incapacitated. 

The causes of aid are as follows: 1,625 cases (55 per 
cent) due to illness, temporarily incapacitated and 
chronic; 1,209 cases (41 per cent) due to old age; (40 per 
cent of the family cases aided are the result of desertion 
and non-support). 

A survey of the case load as to sex discloses 2,360 
females and 1,824 males. Total persons aided, 3,684. 
Of this number, 540 were sixteen years of age and the 
larger number of 2,042 were sixty years of age or over. 

The following should be mentioned as to allowances: 
The definite trend in this division is toward “budget” 
instead of ‘‘allowances.’’ In combination cases of Old 
Age Assistance and Dependent Aid, chapter 489, the 
standard of Dependent Aid has been raised to the State 
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budget figures. The same policy is also applied to the 
Division of the Blind and Dependent Aid combination 
cases. ! 

In addition to the approved Dependent Aid allow- 
ance, one dollar is granted for illness; fuel is allowed for 
the winter; special grants are approved for medicines, 
medical appliances, dentistry, eyeglasses, confinement, 
physicians’ fees, movings, etc. Surplus commodities 
‘including clothing, bedding, layettes, blankets, ete., are 
also disbursed. 

Other community agencies are used to the fullest 
extent and a recent survey reveals that there are ap- 
proximately twenty-five (25) private agencies con- 
tributing, with no deductions in our relief. 

Other duties of the division include Selective Service 
investigations (for discharges or classifications); First 
Service Command inquiries; Out-of-Town inquiries; 
Civilian War Assistance applications and investiga- 
tions; Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets’ recom- 
mendations. 

Many advantages have accrued to this division be- 
cause of the small case load, which averages one hundred 
(100) cases per field worker. This, of course, permits 
high efficiency in case work. Workers were released to 
other divisions in the department where needed. Spaces 
in many of our district offices were tendered to the Old 
Age Assistance Division which, in many instances, were 
accepted and are now occupied to the distinct advantage 
of that division. 7 

Check delivered cases are visited once every two 
months. Check mailed cases are visited every three 
months. Cases are visited more often when necessary.

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A1Ip TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN. 


The Public Welfare Department of the City of 
Boston expended $2,062,367.58 during the year 1944, 
under the Aid to Dependent Children Law. _ 

On December 31, 1944, there were 2,094 families re- 
ceiving Aid to Dependent Children. Of this number 
790 families, or 37.73 per cent, were receiving assistance 
because of the death of the breadwinner. In 332 cases, 
or 15.85 per cent of the case load, the cause of depend- 
ency was physical or mental incapacity of the parent. 
Absence from home of the normal breadwinner or ille- 
gvitimacy accounted for assistance to 972 families, or 
46.41 per cent of the total case load. It might be in- 
teresting to break this figure down further and point 
out the specific causes and their relation to the total 
case load.

This group of figures should give us food for thought. 
Sometimes we wonder if we are making it too easy for 
men to evade their family responsibility and burden the 
taxpayer with the cost. 


In these 2,094 families, 7,904 persons were assisted. 
Of this number, 5,746 were children. While only the 
parent and those children up to the age of sixteen, or 
those between sixteen and eighteen who are regularly 
attending school are eligible, strictly speaking, for Aid 
to Dependent Children, in Massachusetts, the family is 
treated as a unit and those members of the family over 
sixteen who are not attending school and all over 
eighteen, are included in the total family expenses, and 
if employed, are expected to contribute a fair share of 
their earnings, which are regarded as family income and 
deducted from the total family budget. 

Statistics, while dry, can usually give us a much more 
lucid picture of actual facts, and for that reason, we are 
including the following figures.

Over and above the regular budgeted allowances 
granted to families for food, rent, clothing, fuel, per- 
sonal needs, special needs, household supplies, house- 
hold replacements, medicine chest supplies, and insur- 
ance, the Aid to Dependent Children Committee of the 
Board of Public Welfare approved the additional ex- 
penditure of $4,822.61 for special needs, such as eye- 
glasses, medicine, prosthetic appliances, dentures, etc., 
from the Aid to Dependent Children appropriation, and 
$367.02 from the Mayor’s Fund for special needs for 
those members of the family, particularly the incapaci- 
tated parents, who were not eligible under the Aid to 
Dependent Children law. The legislature has included 
the total needs of the incapacitated parent in the Aid 
to Dependent Children grant and of children up to 
twenty-one who are incapacitated for work.

Oxtp AGE ASSISTANCE. 


There were 13,947 persons receiving Old Age Assist- 
ance December 31, 1944. Although this shows a 
decrease again in the case load, the monthly average 
grant continues to rise. December 31, 1944, it was 
$44.78; December 31, 1948, it was $43.02; Decem- 
ber 31, 1942, it was $36. 13. 


This ; increase is due mainly to chapter 489 — Acts of 
1948, which further liberalized the Old Age Assistance 
law. The amended law compelled local boards to 
establish budgetary standards for the purpose of deter- 
mining need and the amount of assistance needed. It 
increased the exemptions of sons and daughters legally 
liable for the support of parents. It also required that 
legal action be taken under the Destitute Parent law 
against children who are liable for the support of parents 
and who refuse to provide for them. 


The department immediately revised its Old Age 
Assistance budget to maintain its standard, and to 
comply with the law. September 8, 1943, the date on 
which the law became effective, 11,500 recipients, whose 
budgets had been revised in accordance with the new 
standard, had received an increase in their Old Age 
Assistance grant. 

An allowance for a special need such as expense for a 
doctor or for medicine is not included routinely in each 
budget. Such expense is met as the need arises. In 
1944, 900 recipients of Old Age Assistance living at 
home received an increase in their monthly allowance 
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because of such needs. In some instances, the need 
was for a temporary period, while in other instances it 
was a continuing need. The law now permits recipients 
to employ private physicians and this and the increased 
costs of hospital and nursing home care have added 
greatly to the costs of this division. 

This figure does not include the recipients who 
received one or two extra grants in the course of the 
year to provide for such needs as glasses, dentures, and 
other prosthetic appliances. 

It was necessary to increase the monthly grant of 497 
recipients of Old Age Assistance for the reason that the 
increased exemptions for legally liable children per- 
mitted the children to reduce the contributions they 
had been making to their parents. 

It is interesting to note that the monthly allowance 
of 690 recipients was reduced because their children 
were obliged to make a contribution, or to increase 
their contribution. Old Age Assistance to 173 recipi- 
ents was discontinued for the reason the children were 
able to give full support. In these 863 cases, the 
children assumed their obligations without the necessity 
of court action. 

Compliance with the provisions of the Federal law is 
essential in order to receive financial reimbursements 
for the City of Boston. The State Department of 
Public Welfare acts for the Federal Government in 
interpreting and administering the law so compliance 
with State rulings is mandatory upon Boston. 

There has been an increasing refusal of private relief 
agencies to supplement aid to Old Age Assistance cases 
and today the taxpayer pays practically the entire cost. 

There can be no doubt that the liberalized allowances 
in the new Old Age Assistance budget have contributed 
greatly to the health and well-being of this group of our 
citizens. There are some aspects in the operation of 
this law that need modification. Cases do arise where 
we feel strongly that efficient administration calls for 
some restriction in individual cases but the Federal 
law prohibits “‘restricted payments” of any sort under 
the penalty of withholding of Federal funds. 

The lowering of the case load of our social workers 
has been of great benefit to both our recipients and to 
the department. The decentralization of the Old Age 
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Assistance division and the establishment of district 
Old Age Assistance offices will add to the comfort and 
convenience of the old people and enable our staff to 
maintain even closer relations with their cases.

WAYFARERS’ LODGE AND WOODYARD. 


During the year 1944 the Wayfarers’ Lodge and 
Woodyard continued the activities of former years. 

A total of 3,403 lodgers and of 13,050 lodgings was 
recorded. ‘Thirteen thousand four hundred and thirty 
meal tickets were issued to the lodgers. These totals 
were smaller than those of the preceding year. ‘This 
was apparently due to the greater number of employ- 
ment opportunities offered those who ordinarily would 
have enjoyed the facilities of the lodge. 

The woodyard continued to function although the 
demand for its product was smaller than that of pre- 
vious years, due to the lack of available man power at 
the lodge, the rise in prices caused by the O. P. A. ceil- 
ings, and the lack of trucking facilities for hauling and 
delivering the wood. 

The employees at the lodge and OCA remained 
the same as the previous year. 

The largest number of lodgings in any month of the 
year was 2,210 in April, and the smallest number was 
496 in July. The total number of lodgings during the 
year was 13,050 as against 25,056 for the year 19438.

TEMPORARY HoME. 


The year 1944 completes eighty-one years of service 
given by the Temporary Home for Women and Children 
at our present location, 48 Chardon street. Previous to 
1864, the Home was located at 54 Portland street. 

Our first record shows that the Home was in full 
operation on August 1, 1857. A previous day book has 
as yet not been traced. 

The Home is unique in the United States. It serves 
not only our citizens, but also families, women and 
children stranded in Boston and in need of temporary 
shelter and protective care. By immediately accept- 
ing responsibility for temporary care, the Home affords 
other public and private agencies the opportunity of 
making and carrying into fulfillment permanent plans 
for those who seek their aid. Thus we fill a need not 
covered by any other agency. 

As our policies are flexible and the Welfare Depart- 
ment as well as the staff of the Home know through 
experience, the newer aspects of public relief, our work 
has changed to meet the needs of the present. More 
adequate outdoor relief, Aid to Dependent Children, 
and Old Age Assistance have enabled countless numbers 
to plan their own lives without outside assistance. 

Unfortunately, many children will always need pro- 
tective care as well as families who, because of illness or 
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inadequate planning cannot look out for themselves. 
The lack of housing, illness, evictions, inability to find 
shelter even for one in great emergency and other rea- 
sons are causing many to come to us. Note the illus- 
trative cases in the matron’s report. 

In the lives of many, Thanksgiving and Christmas at 
the Home with the dinner and entertainment furnished 
by kind friends, mark the highlights of the year. In 
spite of the shortage, we were able to have turkeys on 
these two occasions. This was due to the foresight of 
the Correctional Department at Deer Island through 
which we were able to buy turkeys which it raised for 
city institutions.

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The Home is called upon to take care of large families 
due to eviction, fire, lack of housing, illness of parents, 
abandonment, or at times, neglect. 

We had a family of ten children ranging from fifteen 
years to eight months who came to the Home because 
of poor housing. They were taken care of in the project. 
Another family was burned out. Mother had given 
alarm to other tenants. Family ranged from eleven 
years to twenty-one months — eight children in all. In 
six days, she found a home for herself and children. 
We had two deaf and dumb children for four days. 
Several of families consisted of more than five children. 


BusINEss DIVISION. 


The Business Division has control of all fiscal opera- 
tions of the department. This includes the preparing 
of the department budget; requisitioning of cash from 
the City Treasurer; disbursing relief payments; obtain- 
ing reimbursements provided under the law; deter- 
mining legal settlements; keeping of financial and ~ 
accounting records; procuring and maintaining depart- 
ment equipment and supplies, and the general clerical 
routine of the department except for such office routine 
supervising as is directly connected with the operation 
of the Social Service Division. 


ToTaAL HXPENDITURES. 


Total expenditures of the department during the 
year 1944 amounted to $11,848,732.62 as compared 
with total expenditures during the year 1943, which 
amounted to $11,798,792.51. As during the year 1944 
the full effects of the business upswing due to the emer- 
gency had been felt by the department, it would appear 
that this represents a minimum of the total costs of the 
department under the present laws. In future years 
there will be some reduction due to the operation of 
the Social Security Laws, but it does not appear that 
this will affect expenditures in the near future. 


RELIEF Costs. 

Total relief expenditures for Aid to Dependent 
Children, Old Age Assistance and Dependent Aid dur- 
ing the year 1944 and the cost of the operation of the 
Temporary Home and Wayfarers’ Lodge for the year 
1944 amounted to $10,774,763.77 as compared with the 
relief cost during the year 1948 of $10,715,308.36. 
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Total cases assisted during the year 1944 were 24,861, 
as compared with 27,848 cases assisted in 1943. 

Expenditures in comparison with the case loads were 
greater in 1944 due to the fact that increases in assist- 
ance were granted in all three types of relief which 
affected 1944 expenditures in excess of the affect over 
1943 expenditures. For example, the adoption of the 
state-wide budget in Old Age Assistance which became 
effective September 8, 1943, affected but four months 
of expenditures in 1943, but affected the whole year’s 
expenditures in 1944. 


ADMINISTRATIVE COSsTs. 

Administrative costs during the year 1944 amounted 
to $1,073,968.85 as compared with administrative costs 
of $1,083,484.15 in 1943. Administrative costs for 1944 
were slightly more than nine cents per dollar of total 
expenditures. This compares favorably with the admin- 
istrative costs in other large cities. In many cities 
administrative costs range from twelve to fifteen cents 
of each dollar expended. 


REIMBURSEMENTS. 
During the year 1944 the department received from 
the Federal Government through the Commonwealth, 
Federal grants totaling $3,687,423.53. In addition the 
department collected in reimbursements from the Com- 
monwealth, cities and towns and other sources a total 
of $4,559,715.16. Of this amount $226,049.69 was from 
the Meals Tax. ‘These reimbursements are received 
from the Commonwealth as follows: 


Federal grants to the month of October each 
year are received within that year. November and 
December grants are received the following year. 

Old Age Assistance receipts from the Com- 
monwealth are received each year up to August 
for the same year. 

Aid to Dependent Children and Dependent Aid 
receipts from the Commonwealth are received up 
to June of each year. 

The department collected $42,921.56 in reim- 
bursements from recipients of assistance. 


Net Cost of the Department. 


The net direct cost of the department to the 
taxpayers of the City of Boston during the 
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year 1944 was $3,601,593.63 as compared with 
total expenditures of $11,848,732.62. However, 
the city actually raised $8,101,123.31, this 
being necessary due to the fact that amounts 
collected from the Commonwealth and other 
cities and towns are not available for expendi= 
tures by the department and also due to the 
fact that Federal grants are not received by 
the department until the second month after 
the expenditures have actually been made. 


Net direct relief costs were $2,698,879.97 as 
compared with total direct relief costs of 
$10,774,763.77. 


Net administrative costs were $902,713.96 as 
compared with total administrative costs of 
$1,073,968.85. 


The public in general is not aware of the 
fact that the direct net expenditures of the 
department are very much less than the total 
expenditures. They are inclined to think only 
of the total expenditures in relation to the 
cost of the department. It must be remem= 
bered, however, that part of the reimburse= 
ments received from the Commonwealth is 
included in the state tax levied on the city. 
The taxpayer also pays a share of the cost of 
Federal grants received. 


LEGAL SETTLEMENTS. 


Since Colonial times in this Commonwealth the relief 
laws have provided that a person falling into need 
would be provided for by the city or town in which he 
resided. In order to safeguard the interests of the re- 
spective cities and towns, the law also provided that 
the place rendering assistance could obtain reimburse- 
ment from the city or town in which the person had a 
legal settlement. 

The general requirement for acquiring a legal settle- 
ment is five years’ residence in a city or town after 
reaching the age of twenty-one. However, there are 
many complexities in the law and it requires the services 
of skilled workers to interpret the law and court deci- 
sions which have been rendered throughout the years.

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Since January 1, 1937, however, reimbursements of 
aid rendered under the Aid to Dependent Children law 
are no longer obtained through the process of determin- 
ing legal settlements. Legal settlements now affect 
only those persons receiving Old Age Assistance or 
Dependent Aid. 

The department obtains reimbursements from the 
Commonwealth or other cities and towns in approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the cases assisted to Old Age 
Assistance or Dependent Aid. 

During the year 1944 settlements were determined in 
the cases of 5,042 relief recipients. 


DEPARTMENT PROPERTY. 
The department maintains fourteen offices in addition 


to the Temporary Home and Wayfarers’ Lodge. The 
locations are as follows:

In this building are housed the administrative offices 


of the department, one unit of Old Age Assistance and 
the offices of Aid to Dependent Children. 


East Boston Office, 154 Maverick Street. 

This building is under the full control of this depart- 
ment and in it is housed the East Boston Dependent 
Aid District Office. Quarters are also provided for 
some Old Age Assistance workers. In addition, the 
local rationing board has been provided with quarters. 


Charlestown Office, 73 High Street. 

The department maintains the Charlestown De- 
pendent Aid District Office in this building, which is a 
White Fund Unit with our quarters being provided by 
the Boston Health Department. There is also an Old 
Age Assistance office in this building opened in October, 
1945. 

North and West End Office, 25 Blossom Street. 

The department maintains the North and West End 
Dependent Aid District Office of the department in this 
building, which is a White Fund Unit with our quarters 
being provided by the Boston Health Department. 


South End District Office, 43 Fayette Street. 


This building is under full control of this department 
and in it are housed the South End Dependent Aid 
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District Office and one unit of Old Age Assistance. 
This is an abandoned school building which was turned 
over to the department by the School Department. 


South End Old Age Assistance Office, 57 East Concord 
Street. 

The South End Old Age Assistance Unit is housed in 
this building which is under the control of the Boston 
Health Department. Quarters are provided by that 
department. 


Roxbury Old Age Assistance Office, 109 Mt. Pleasant 
Avenue. 

The Roxbury Old Age Assistance Unit is housed in 
this building which is an abandoned school building 
which was turned over to this department by the School 
Department. 


Roxbury District Office, 22 Whittier Street. 

The Roxbury Dependent Aid District Office is housed 
in this building which is a White Fund Unit under the 
control of the Boston Health Department. Quarters 
are provided by that department. 


Brighton District Office, 321 Washington Street. 

The Brighton Dependent Aid District Office is housed 
in this building which is under the control of the. Public 
Buildings Department. Quarters are provided by that 
department. | 


Jamaica Plain District Office, 20 South Street. 

The Jamaica Plain Dependent Aid District Office is 
housed in this building which is under the control of the 
Public Buildings Department. Quarters are provided 
by that department. 


Hyde Park District Office, 1173 River Street. 

The Hyde Park Dependent Aid District Office is 
housed in this building which is under the control of the 
Public Buildings Department. Quarters are provided 
by that department. 


Dorchester Old Age Assistance Office, 5 and 7 Glenway 
Street. 
The unit of the Dorchester District of the Old Age 
Assistance is housed in these wooden frame buildings 
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which are abandoned school houses and which are 
loaned to the department by the School Department. 
The department provides quarters here for the local 
O. P. A. office. 


Dorchester District Office, 170 Hancock Street. 

This building is under the full control of this depart- 
ment and in it are housed the Dorchester Dependent 
Aid District Office and one unit of the Dorchester Dis- 
trict of Old Age Assistance. The Health Department 
maintains a clinic in this building. 


South Boston District Office, 133 Dorchester Street. 
The South Boston Dependent Aid District Office is 
housed in this building which is a White Fund Unit 
under the control of the Boston Health Department. 
Quarters are provided by that department. 
In addition, the department maintains the following 
four storehouses: 


35 Hawkins Street, Boston. 

22 Leverett Street, Boston. 

Bennett School, Dighton Street, Brighton. 
144 Oliver Street, Boston. 


All of these buildings are in need of some repairs. In 
some cases the situation is serious and it is essential 
that substantial funds be provided in order to main- 
tain the buildings and keep them in condition suitable 
to the use for which they are put.

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Trust Funps. 


The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $820,360.02. There are eighteen 
trust funds, all of which are administered according to 
the wishes of the donors as interpreted from time 
to time by the Board with the advice of the Law 
Department. 

Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least fifty years of age, and must 
be old residents of Boston. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds 
is 60. During the year 2 have died, 5 were transferred 
to Old Age Assistance, and 6 were discontinued for 
_ other reasons. Nine new names have been added. 

A total amount of $14,501.65 was distributed to these 
pensioners during the year. 

During the year there has been paid $1,755.54 from 
the income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now 12 children who are beneficiaries of this fund. 

This department has also made grants of money in 
sums of $50 or less from the income of the Lucy Bull- 
man Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $95. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often 
made from this fund in order to meet the immediate 
needs of the applicants until the regular pensions from 
the other funds were available. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island.

Boston Crry Hospirau. 


_ This department determines legal settlements of per- 
sons admitted to the Boston City Hospital. 

The department collects from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns the amount due on account of 
persons settled elsewhere than in the City of Boston 
with the exception of persons admitted to the South 
Department. Collections in these cases are made by 
the City Collector. All receipts on account of such 
care at the Boston City Hospital are turned over by 
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this department to the trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital. However, the salaries paid to the staff who 
work in the Settlement Department at the Boston City 
Hospital are charged to the appropriation of this 
department.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘“‘A. B.,’’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin J ones, 
Mary Belknap, “A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
EK. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proyed June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid'to “‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’”’ The other portion to be 
applied to the “nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
. and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,’ interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 

Dexter Fund— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.” 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. | 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. , 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.”’ 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
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giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that: such poor Protestant families 
may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, whodied July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the asistance of this fund.’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘“‘for the support and main- 
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tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.’’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.”’ 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund— A_ bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.”’ 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: “‘I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.” By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 

Rowe Fund.— Legacy from the estate of Ransom 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
cift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowe was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
might be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made.
